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Corruption probe rocks Congress 


FBI used fake Lebanese millionaire to bribe 
politicians and officials for business favors 


WASHINGTON (OPI) — In what is 
being described as the biggest public 
corruption probe since Watergate, FBI 
undercover agents posing as bribe- 
paying Arab businessmen have for two 
years been investigating a U.S. sena¬ 
tor, six congressmen and about 20 state 
officials. 

Sources said Saturday that the FBI 
used hidden cameras to film most of 
the meetings at which undercover 
agents handed high public officials a 
total of nearly $1 million in cash. 

In return, the public officials alleg¬ 
edly promised to help a supposed 
wealthy Arab businessman in his busi¬ 
ness dealings and in winning more 
permanent immigration status for 
himself and his friends. 

Sources said FBI agents, including 
one of Arabian descent, masqueraded 


as aides to the Arab while tunneling 
the payoffs. 

Federal grand juries are expected to 
be asked soon to bring Indictments 
against a number of the public offi¬ 
cials, sources said. 

Among those investigated, sources 
said, were: Democratic Senator Harri¬ 
son Williams of New Jersey; Demo¬ 
cratic Representatives John Murphy 
of New York, Frank Thompson of New 
Jersey, Michael Myers and Raymond 
Lederer of Pennsylvania; John 


Jenrette of South Carolina, and Re¬ 
publican Richard Kelly of Florida. 

Official sources said the FBI had yet 
to decide whether to arrest those in¬ 
volved, or to wait until grand jury 
subpoenas are issued. Agents fanned 
out Saturday, however, to interview 
the officials and inform them they 
were under investigation. 

After FBI agents left Williams' 
home in Washington’s fashionable 
Georgetown section Saturday, the sen¬ 
ator told NBC: “Just a few minutes 


ago two members of the FBI were 
here and for the first time I learned 
about this . . . And therefore I am 
in no position to comment...” 

Asked it he was a target of the 
probe, the 60-year-old senator replied: 
"Right now it appears that I am.” 

Sources said the investigation was 
spawned from an FBI undercover 
probe of thefts oL$tocks and bonds 
and art, which lea agents posing as 
Arabs to local political figures in New 
Jersey. 


"We were not out looking for politi¬ 
cal corruption," one FBI source said. 
“It came to us. We were introduced to 
the first political figure in 1978, and it 
just went from there.” 

The Long Island newspaper News- 
day reported that a convicted felon in¬ 
volved in the initial probe first pointed 
FBI agents toward municipal contract 
fraud in New York, Philadelphia and 
New Jersey, 

Later, allegations arose that mem¬ 
bers of Congress were accepting pay¬ 


offs for their influence in assisting 
private businessmen and foreigners 
wishing to stay in the United States. 

FBI agents in five cities then posed 
as Arab businessmen, consultants and 
advisers, meeting with public officials 
over the next 24 months in a four- 
storey office building on Long Island, 
in a New Jersey condominium, on a 
yacht off the Florida coast, in a town- 
house in Washington’s Georgetown 
section and elsewhere. 

The townhonse in Washington was 
"lavishly appointed . . . just to go 
along with the scenario of big bucks." 
one source said. "It reflected people 
with monetary backing.” 

One source said the operation—code- 
named Abscam for Arab scam—was

SANTA FE. N.M. (AP) — 
Rioting prisoners who seized 
the New Mexico state peni¬ 
tentiary on Saturday re¬ 
leased one of the 12 guards 
held hostage but authorities 
feared 10 or more convicts 
may have been killed in the 
uprising. 

Earlier, the prisoners had 
threatened to “snuff out" 
the lives of the remaining 
guards held hostage. 


GUATEMALA CITY 
(UPI) — Police Saturday 
killed two persons in a funer¬ 
al march staged by about 
3,000 demonstrators bearing 
the coffins of victims who 
died in a police raid on the 
Spanish embassy, a Red 
Cross spokesman said. 

The spokesman said shoot¬ 
ing erupted as the funeral 
marchers—mostly mem¬ 
bers of the leftist University 
Student Association- 
neared the government pal¬ 
ace in downtown Guatemala 


Two-way radio conversa¬ 
tions between prisoners and 
information gathered by 
television newsman John 
Andrews of KGGM-TV in 
Albuquerque indicated as 
many as 20 convicts might be 
dead. 

Warden Jerry Griffin said 
the guard released Saturday 
night reduced to 11 the num¬ 
ber of hostages. However, 
before the release of the

Andrews, who was allowed 
to enter the prison gates but 
not the cellblocks, said the 
prisoners released Lieut. 
Joe Anaya, a guard who had 
been described by Governor 
Bruce King as "badly in 
need of medical attention." 

Anaya was taken by ambu¬ 
lance to a Santa Fe hospital. 
His condition was not im¬ 
mediately available. 

King said he did not think 
any of the guards had been 
killed and Griffin said the 
prisoners told authorities 
that all correctional officers 
"were in reasonably good 
condition." 

Hospital officials in Santa 
Fe said earlier that two 
guards and four prisoners 
had been admitted and 26 
prisoners were treated for 
injuries then remanded to 
police custody. 

Before Anaya's release, 
state officials reported 
progress in other areas, say¬ 
ing another 125 prisoners 
had surrendered, bringing 
the total to about 300. 

Authorities also said 
progress was made in nego¬ 
tiations with representatives 
of those holding out. 

"Over 300 inmates have 
turned themselves over to 
authorities here at the peni¬ 
tentiary," Griffin said Sat¬ 
urday evening. "The situa¬ 
tion as it stands now is 
stable." 

But Andrews said more 
prisoners had given up since 
Griffin's statement, possibly 
as many as 100. 

Radio conversations be¬ 
tween convicts inside the 
prison indicated violence 
was more extensive than re¬ 
ported by of ficials. 

“There’s a whole lot of 
dead in A-l—about 15,” one 
prisoner said. 

Another said: “Attention, 
attention all units. You all 
stop killing each other. 
There’s blood all over this 
goddamn corridor. Be cool. 
No more killing. No more 
hurting.” 

Andrews said that based 
on what he heard while in¬ 
side the prison the death 
^toll is about 15 and possibly 
as high as 20. 

Griffin said 11 points were 
being negotiated but he 
would not elaborate.

ISLAMABAD — Afghan leadgr Babrak Karmal has 
come under criticism for the first time in the official Kabul 
New Times, reports reaching neighboring Pakistan say. 

In an editorial, the newspaper accused the revolu¬ 
tionary council chairman, who came to power Dec. 27 
after a Soviet-inspired coup, of failing to give his govern¬ 
ment a broad political base. 

It implied that he was not using the people around him 
to the best advantage and warned that if he “hesitates 
for a moment to come to grips with the most urgent 
problems of our time, with the help and co-operation of 
the right men around him, this would not contribute to 
his credibility amongst the intelligentsia.” 

It also called for more action and less theory, and 
warned that Afghanistan could not afford another “fizzling 
out.” 

In a country with a tradition of personality cults, the 
criticism in the state newspaper surprised many ob¬ 
servers. As well Karmal has not been heard on national 
radio since Wednesday—another unusual occurrence.

OTTAWA (CP) — New Democratic 
Party leader Ed Broadbent says lhal 
if either Joe Clark or Pierre Trudeau 
forms a minority government after 
Feb. 18, they must not repeat Clark’s 
mistake of governing as though they 
had a majority. 

Broadbent said in a Standard Broad¬ 
cast News interview, taped for broad¬ 
cast today, the results of the Feb.

Arrival of ‘ tribunal ’ to free hostages, says report 


LONDON (AP) — The 50 
American hostages held in 
Iran will be released upon 
arrival in Tehran of mem¬ 
bers of an intematiohal tri¬ 
bunal to hear charges 
against the deposed shah, 
the Sunday Times reported 
today. 

In a front-page story by 
Egyptian journalist Mu- 


hammed Heikal, the London 
newspaper said an agree¬ 
ment evolved “as a result of 
a flurry of private communi¬ 
cations between the United 
States and Iran.” 

"The process has been ac¬ 
celerated by messages sent 
by President Carter to the 
Ayatollah Khomeini and the 
new Iranian president, Abol- 


hassan Bani-Sadr, over the 
past few days,” said Heikal, 
who edited the semi-official 
Egyptian newspaper Al 
Ahram from 1957 to 1974. 

Although the hostages will 
be released upon arrival of 
tribunal members, Heikal 
said that under a compro¬ 
mise they will be “kept in 
Tehran in the custody of a 


third party (such as the 
Swiss).” The United States 
would have access to them 
and be responsible for their 
"health and welfare." 

The Sunday Times story 
follows a prediction Friday 
by Rudiger von Wechmar, 
West German ambassador 
to the United Nations, that 
the hostages might be 


brought home in four to eight 
weeks as a result of a UN 
effort. 

The ambassador said the 
plan, worked out by UN Sec¬ 
retary-General Kurt Wald¬ 
heim, would involve an in¬ 
ternational commission 
going to Tehran to listen to 
Iranian grievances, and an 
interim shift of custody of 


the hostages from the hands 
of the militants who have 
held tbe U.S. embassy since 
NOv.4. 

Heikal gave no attribution 
for his report. He said the 
question of how long the 
American captives would re¬ 
main in third-party custody 
“is still under discussion.” 

The U.S. proposed a 


seven-day period, Heikal 
said, but the Iranians would 
not accept that, saying once 
the hostages had left Iran the 
United States would Ignore 
the tribunal. 

The Sunday Times report 
said that Carter informed 
Iranian leaders that "the 
U.S. perception of what is 
happening in Iran has been 


changed by developments in 
Afghanistan following the 
Soviet invasion." 

He said Carter urged that 
the hostage issue be resolved 
so Washington and the new 
Iranian government could 
reconsider relations and as¬

"He seems to think that I own 
the vessels . . . that there is no 
board or minister,” said Gal¬ 
lagher, who refused any further 
comment on Elworthy’s letter.

Broken flask poses 
threat from disease 


DETROIT (AP) — Health 
officials in Detroit are moni¬ 
toring 33 public health de¬ 
partment employees to see if 
any contracted legionnaire's 
disease when a flask con¬ 
taining the deadly orga¬ 
nisms was broken. 

Dr. Kenneth Wilcox, chief 
of the Bureau of Disease 
Control and Laboratory Ser¬ 
vices, said symptoms should 
have appeared by now but it 
is too soon to tell whether 
any cases of the pneumonia- 
like illness will occur. 

Wilcox said the public- 
health department grows le¬ 
gionnaire's bacteria in its 
microbiology laboratory to 


diagnose suspected cases. 

One flask containing the 
organisms was broken Jan. 
24 when it apparently fell off 
a mixing machine someone 
accidentally left running, 
Wilcox said Friday. 

He said employees “hadn’t 
secured the flask as they 
should have and, believe me, 
they do know better now." 

He added: "I don’t think 
any employee is in any sub 
stantial risk. By now I think 
we would have seen people 
getting sick, if they were 
going to.” 

Health officials currently 
are awaiting results of blood 
test samples taken from the

exposed employees Friday, 
Wilcox said. 

The revelation more than 
a week after the accident 
prompted criticism from 
union officials representing 
the lab employees. 

“We’re concerned about 
it, especially with the fact 
that something would hap¬ 
pen with no information get¬ 
ting out,” John Strickler, 
editor of the Michigan State 
Employees Association 
newsletter, said Friday. 
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"the biggest investigation since Wa¬ 
tergate" and the weight of evidence 
against the officials Involved was 
"amazing” because it was on video¬ 
tape and tape recorded. Another 
source called the case the most sweep¬ 
ing probe undertaken by the FBI in 
more than two decades. 

Philip Heymann, assistant attorney- 
general in charge of the criminal divi¬ 
sion, refused to comment on the in¬ 
vestigation and said Attorney-General 
Benjamin Civiletti was ordering all de¬ 
partment officials to withhold com¬ 
ment. 

The FBI agents allegedly created an 
Arab sheik named Kambir Abdul Rah¬ 
man. whom they depicted as being a 
40-year-old Lebanese businessman in¬ 
volved in shipping oil to the United 
States and interested in broadening his 
dealings. 

Sources said aides to Rahman told 
public officials he wanted a casino 
gambling licence in Atlantic City, N.J., 
and help in getting congressional help 
to remain in the United States. He also 
wanted legislation introduced to allow 
his friends, whose visas had expired, to 
remain in the country.

The Sew York Times reported the 
FBI first created an Arab sheik after 
an informer tipped the bureau to 
the whereabouts of two valuable paint¬ 
ings, missing for 13 years after they 
were taken from the loading plat¬ 
form of the United Nations Plaza 
Apartments. 

During negotiations leading to re¬ 
covery of the paintings, the Times 
said, an undercover FBI agent posed 
as a sheik who wanted to buy them. 

It said the bureau then moved into" a 
probe of political corruption, and 
began creating more Arab business 
agents. 

Besides the members of Congress, 
the Times identified others under in¬ 
vestigation as: Angelo Errichetti, 
Democratic mayor of Camden, N.J., 
and also a state senator; Kenneth 
MacDonald of Haddonfield, N.J., a 
Republican named to the New Jersey 
Casino Control Commission, and New 
Jersey state senator Joseph Maressa. 


The Times said the undercover 
agents, feigning to seek land for a 
gambling casino, engaged in dealings 
with some local New Jersey officials. 
It said while investigating Errichetti 
and MacDonald, the agents were in¬ 
troduced to Senator Williams. The 
Times said the agents met Williams in 
Florida last March and discussed giv¬ 
ing the senator a share of a titanium 
mine if he would use his influence to 
obtain government contracts for the 
venture. 

Until this week, the investigation 
was kept secret—despite the involve¬ 
ment of top FBI officials in New 
York and Washington and officials of 
U.S. attorneys offices in several cities. 

Other sources predicted the investi¬ 
gation would be surrounded by contro¬ 
versy because the FBI applied tac¬ 
tics similar to those used in highly 
successful "sting” operations used to 
snare burglars. 

In those operations, the bureau has 
set up fake fencing rings to buy stolen 
goods while filming the transactions to 
lay the groundwork for massive, in¬ 
dictments. 


*Compasses’ guide bacteria 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Scientists have discovered 
bacteria containing iron 
compasses that keep them 
heading south. The orga¬ 
nisms are counterparts to 
north-pointing bacteria pre¬ 
viously found. 

The discovery announced 
Saturday shows that bacte¬ 
ria in both the Northern and 
Southern Hemispheres syn¬ 
thesize internal compasses 
that orient them to the. 
earth's magnetic field for a 
sense of direction. 

Scientists say the findings 
with bacteria could have 
major implications in re¬ 
search on the homing mech¬ 
anisms of animals and other 
organisms. 

The bacterial compass is 
made of magnetite, a natu¬ 
rally occurring compound of 


iron and oxygen commonly 
called lodestone. 

Although it is not yet 
known if higher animals find 
directions magnetically, re-- 
searchers have discovered 
magnetite in the heads of 
pigeons and in the abdomens 
of bees. 

The first magnetic bacte¬ 
ria were discovered in 1975 
off the coast of Massachu¬ 
setts by Richard Blakemore 
of the University of New 
Hampshire. But it was only 
last April that scientists an¬ 
nounced they found out why 
the organisms were mag¬ 
netic. 

Blakemore and Richard 
Frankel of the Massachu¬ 
setts Institute of Technology 
found that the bacteria con¬ 
tain 10 times more iron than 
is usually found in such orga¬ 
nisms. The metal is in the 


form of magnetite bits 
synthesized from iron atoms 
in the environment and 
strung in a line like a bar 
magnet. 

The scientists theorized at 
the time that there must be 
similar bacteria in the 
Southern Hemisphere that 
would tend to swim south 
toward the South Pole. 

These bacteria were found 
in sediments in New Zealand 
and Australia by an expedi¬ 
tion including Blakemore, 
Frankel, Nancy Blakemore 
and Adrianus Kalmijn of the 
Woods Hole Oceanographic 
Institution in Massachu¬ 
setts. 

Why do bacteria want to 
swim north or south? 

Blakemore said in a tele¬ 
phone interview that the 
magnetic field is felt both 
horizonally and vertically 
through the earth.

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not to jeopardize the nego- 
Rations,” he said. 

King, who talked with 
leaders of the revolt by tele¬ 
phone earlier, said reports 
that "10 or more” prison¬ 
ers had been killed came 
from some of the first 175 
prisoners who were released 
from the compound and 
taken to a detention centre 
behind the prison. 

Of those reported dead, 
King said, “I’m fairly cer¬ 
tain some of those, I'm sure, 
were murdered." State Po¬ 
lice Chief Martin Vigil 
agreed. 

However, Griffin said: 
“We have been assured that 
all correctional officers are 
in relatively good condi¬ 
tion." 

King said the prisoners 
were demanding that they be 
left in the same cellblocks 
they were in before the up¬ 
rising, that the state bring in 
a federal expert to survey 
the prison operation and am¬ 
nesty for any crimes con¬ 
nected with the revolt. 

"I don’t see that any of 
them are out of line except 
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the demand that there be no 
prosecution,” King said. 

The prisoners who left the 
cellblocks apparently 
"wanted no part of” the 
takeover, authorities said. 
There were 1,136 convicts in 
the prison as of Friday. 

Leaders of the uprising 
wore bandanas over their 
faces and were “armed with 
pipes, wrenches and guns," 
said a fireman who went in¬ 
side the compound to re¬ 
trieve two injured guards 
and two injured prisoners 
who been released. 

'Also reported injured were 
two prisoners and four other 
guards, still inside. 

The governor said any de¬ 
cision to storm the prison, 
located about 15 kilometres 
southeast of Santa Fe, would 
be left up to police. However, 
he added that if the decision 
is made, police and U.S. Na¬ 
tional Guard troops “are 
ready to go." 

The prisoners had threa¬ 
tened to kill their hostages 


unless allowed to talk to 
the governor and a reporter, 
or if police tried to storm the 
prison. 

A negotiator for the pris¬ 
oners, who identified him 
self as “Chopper One," told 
officials by two-way radio 
that the remaining hostages 
would be “snuffed out" if 
police tried to penetrate the 
fence, said State Police 
Capt. Bob Carroll. 

He warned that Capt. Greg 
Royball, a guard being held 
captive in the prison con 
trol centre, would be the 
first to die.

Pakistan gets U.S. pledge

ISLAMABAD — President 
Carter’s national security adviser, 
Zbigniew Brzezinski, delivered 
Carter’s assurances Saturday that 
the United States stood ready to 
defend Pakistan from possible So¬ 
viet invasion from Afghanistan. 
But the first round of talks on aid 
to Pakistan yielded no agree¬ 
ment. 

In other developments: 

• A Japanese newspaper re¬ 
ported that Soviet tanks were 
again patrolling the streets of 


Kabul in response to increasingly 
frequent attacks on Soviet sol¬ 
diers. 

“Attacks on Russian soldiers 
are reportedly occurring here al¬ 
most every day,” the Tokyo daily 
Asahi Shimburi reported from 
Kabul. “Sometimes the bodies of 
(Soviet) sentries have been found 
with their throats cut." 

• In Dar Es Salaam, Tanzanian 
officials have rejected a proposed 
meeting between President Julius 
Nyerere and former world heavy¬ 
weight boxing champion Mo- 


hammmad Aii. Instead, the high¬ 
est-ranking official Aii will see is 
the minister for national youth 
and culture, C. Y. Mgonja. Tanza¬ 
nian officials said privately that it 
was an insult for Carter to send a 
boxer to meet with Nyerere. 

Aii, a widely-known and popular 
figure in Africa, arrives in Tanza¬ 
nian today. He is also expected to 
visit Kenya, Senegal, Liberia and 
Nigeria as President Carter's spe¬ 
cial envoy to muster support for 
Washington’s proposed boycott of 
this summer’s Moscow Olympics. 


• In Moscow, the Communist 
party newspaper Pravda said the 
Soviet Union has no designs on 
Middle East oil and no intention of 
pushing through Pakistan or Iran 
to ports on the Indian Ocean. 

“The Soviet Union has never had 
and does not have now any inten¬ 
tion to push its way to the warm 
seas," Pravda said. “Limitation 
of military activity in the Indian 
Ocean . . . and termination of 
military rivalry in the zone would 
meet our interests and our secur-

Authorities also said the 
landlady, Rolanda de Ri¬ 
verolla, owed taxes on the 
$50,000 auction of the shah's 
linens and rugs and Farah’s 
dresses. 

De Riverolla, a wealthy 
property-owner in the resort 
town of Cuernavaca south of 
Mexico City, said she held 
the auction to raise the back 
rent the shah owed. 

She said the royal couple 
lived in her Cuernavaca villa 
four months, but paid only 
the first three months’ rent.

NEW YORK (AP) - Pub¬ 
lic support for a U.S. with¬ 
drawal from this summer's 
Moscow Olympics has in¬ 
creased dramatically in the 
last two weeks, an Associat¬ 
ed Press-NBC News poll 
shows. 

The survey shows the con¬ 
tinuing Soviet military inter¬ 
vention in Afghanistan has 
hardened American atti¬ 
tudes and intensified the 
sentiment for withdrawing 
from the games. 

Seventy-three per cent of 
those who know of the Afgh- 
onistan situation said the 
U.S. team should not go to 
the Games if they are held in 
Moscow. That is 24 percent¬ 
age points higher than in a 
similar poll taken Jan. 17- 
18. 


Nineteen per cent remain 
opposed to withdrawal, and 
eight per cent of those inter¬ 
viewed Tuesday and Wed¬ 
nesday were not sure. 

The previous poll found 
sentiment only narrowly in 
favor of withdrawal, with 49 
per cent favoring a boycott, 
41 per cent opposed, 10 per 
cent undecided. 

This shift in public opinion 
has cut across every major 
group. Backing for U.S. 
withdrawal is strong among 
liberals and conservatives, 
young and old, wealthy and 
poor, Democrats and Repub¬ 
licans. 

Shortly after the previous 
survey, President Carter an¬ 
nounced he had asked the 
U.S. Olympic Committee to 
get the Games moved out of 


Moscow, postponed or can¬ 
celled. Failing any such ac¬ 
tion, Carter said he would 
back a U.S. boycott of the 
Games if the Soviet troops 
remained in Afghanistan 
after Feb. 20. 

American sentiment for 
the lesser step of moving the 
Games out of Moscow also 
has risen.

The man who 
should be king 

The announcement this week by Queen 
Juliana of the Netherlands that she will 
abdicate April 30 in favor of her daughter, 
Crown Princess Beatrix, is certain to, gen¬ 
erate speculation about the prospects of a 
similar move in the British Royal Family. 

Queen Juliana will celebrate her 71st 
birthday on the day she steps down, after a 
31-year reign. The surprise announcement 
Thursday-came on her daughter’s 42nd birth¬ 
day. Although it will be 28 years-next Wednes¬ 
day since Queen Elizabeth succeeded to Great 
Britain's throne, at 53 she is 17 years younger 
than the Dutch monarch and in excellent 
health. Her heir, Prince Charles, is 31. 

In the ratio of respective ages, therefore, 
there are no parallels between the Dutch and 
British situations, and it’s reasonable to as¬ 
sume that Queen Elizabeth could remain an 
active sovereign for many, years to come. 
Nonetheless, there is some validity to the 
suggestion that she should not wait another 15 
or 20 years before abdicating. 

Despite its trappings of fame, glamor and 
cossetted luxury, royalty’s lot is not one most 
of us would envy. It's a tough, demanding job 
requiring a high degree of dedication and 
personal sacrifice. Queen Elizabeth does it all 
supremely well. But after-nearly three dec¬ 
ades of speech-making, ship-launching, fac¬ 
tory-opening, hand shaking and gracious 
waves to the populace, both at home and in the 
Commonwealth, she has earned a more gentle 
tempo. 

Her son, Prince of Wales and Earl of 
Chester, Duke of Cornwall and Duke of Roth¬ 
esay, Earl of Carrick and Baron Renfrew, 
Lord of the Isles and Great Steward of Scot¬ 
land, etcetera etcetera, has matured into a 
shrewd, witty and strong-minded young man. 
He gives every outward indication that he 
enjoys his public duties, but he has been 
groomed from birth for a greater role. If that 
- is postponed indefinitely, how long will it be 
before a certain boredom and chafing frus¬ 
tration sets in? 

It would be a pity to see Prince Charles 
denied that fulfilment for as long a time as 
one of his predecessors, the profligate but 
enormously talented Edward VII. Edward 
had to watt until he was 60 before being 
crowned king, and then had only nine years to 
reign. 

Perhaps the solution Jies with the dashing 
young prince hims : elf. His mother is un 
likely to abdicate while he is still the world’s 
most eligible bachelor and sending the Fleet 
Street gossip mongers into a tizzy every time 
he gives an attractive young woman more 
than a passing glance.

Sundry observers of the national political 
scene have taken to referring to Pierre Tru¬ 
deau’s somewhat disinterested involvement 
in the current election campaign as his peeka¬ 
boo policy. 

However, in view of the once mighty but 
now reluctant Liberal leader’s persistent use 
of inexactitudes and the increasing number of 
flips he has been forced to flop, it might be 
more accurate to rename his tactical ploy the 
Trudeau peekabooboo policy.

Canada’s role in a deadly global game 


SINGAPORE — A new ballgame 
has started in Asia and the Pacific 
with the advent of the 1980s. 

The brutal Soviet takeover of Afgh¬ 
anistan in the last days of the 1970s 
signals the new struggle for power and 
influence more vividly than a host of 
predictions for the new decade. 

And the Canadian government’s 
smuggling of six Americans out of 
Iran dramatically illustrates the role 
that Canada is playing — and is widely 
expected to plal’ — in the lineup of 
Western nations and their Asian 
friends. 

Suddenly, everyone is a student of 
geopolitics. Hard on the heels of the 
loss of Iran as a pro-Western bastion 
and the advance of Vietnamese troops 
to the borders of Thailand, Moscow's 
Afghan adventure has mobilized West¬ 
ern opinion far more effectively than 
empty warnings could. 

A backward and remote central 
Asian land which, until a few weeks 
ago, few Canadians knew anything 
about — a country with virtually no 
roads as recently as the early 1960s — 
overnight has become a cockpit of 
global forces. 

But there are other trends in Asia 
besides Soviet imperialism and Is¬ 
lamic fundamentalism. One is toward 
a Pacific Community which initially 
would bring together in a mighty eco¬ 
nomic grouping the United States, 
Canada, Japan. Australia, New Zea¬ 
land and the five members of the 
Association of Southeast Asian Na¬ 
tions. 

Events and forces in Asia and the 
Pacific affect each other and other 
parts of the world more than ever. 

This is evident in New Delhi, where 
hopes for a government sympathetic 
to Western concerns have been

dimmed by Indira Gandhi’s stunning 
return to power. 

It is clear in Islamabad, where 
wasted years of political and economic 
stagnation loom ominously in the at¬ 
tempt to Stem further Soviet expan¬ 
sion. 

The message comes across in 
Bangkok, where ruling generals real¬ 
ize that the contest for survival in¬ 
volves more than simply containing 
Hanoi's ambitions. “ 

It is writ large here in Singapore, 
which lies between the Pacific Ocean 
and the Indian Ocean, between main¬ 
land Asia and island Asia, on the Strait 
of Malacca traversed in recent days 
by both U.S. and Soviet warships. 

Peking sees its warnings about So¬ 
viet "hegemony” vindicated. The Chi¬ 
nese leadership is entering into a mili¬ 
tary agreement with the United 
States, partly to help protect Pakistan, 
partly to put more muscle into the next 
"punitive expedition" against Viet¬ 
nam if it is needed, but mostly to 
modernize China’s armed forces. 

Tokyo, allied militarily with the 
United States and economically with 
Thlna, is more worried than ever 
about its oil lifeline out of the Persian 
Gulf. And the most far-reaching con¬ 
sequence of Soviet tanks in Afghanis¬ 
tan may not be a boycott of the Olym¬ 
pics but rearmament of Japan, or at 
least extension of Japanese naval 
power to the Strait of Malacca and 
beyond. 

At the other end of Asia, the peace 
treaty between Israel and Egypt takes 
on significance beyond the Middle 
East. These two nations plus Turkey

comfortable if the NDP 
could act as a check on the 
former PM's power — espe¬ 
cially on constitutional mat¬ 
ters. 

Although, frankly, I was

And in 
a rabidly anti-PET radio ad¬ 
vertisement, the NDP con¬ 
cludes bluntly: "Pierre Tru¬ 
deau can’t be trusted.” 
That’s strong language, even 
for politics, and makes you 
wonder just what the social¬ 
ists might do in the event of a 
stalemate. 

If Clark should wind up 
with almost as many seats as 
the Liberals he might decide 
to hang on and meet Parlia¬ 
ment. He would have the 
constitutional right to face 
the Commons and his moral 
position would be strength¬ 
ened by Trudeau's state¬ 
ment, last spring, that he 
would consider that course 
in similar circumstances. 

Of course, Clark would 
have to eat a lot of crow to 
gain NDP support. He 
couldn’t re-introduce the 18 
cent excise fax on gasoline. 
The plan to sell and give 
away shares of Petrocan 
would have to be shelved. In 
essence he would have to 
abandon any notion of gov¬ 
erning as if he had a major¬ 
ity and concentrate exclu¬ 
sively on survival. 

It would be a major adjust¬ 
ment for Clark and expose 
him to the charge of ftfrther 
flip-flops. But it might look 
like an attractive alternative 
to certain extinction. 

Who knows if the universe 
will unfold in that direction? 
But it’s an interesting sce¬ 
nario to liven up a dull elec¬ 
tion.

and Saudi Arabia will be counted on 
along with the U.S. Navy to prevent a 
Soviet breakthrough to the source of 
the West's oil lifelines. 

As in the past after Communist ag¬ 
gression, apologists offer soothing ex¬ 
planations. They say this time that 
Moscow, fearing the fall of the Com¬ 
munist regime in Kabul to Moslem 
insurgents, was compelled to act to 
prevent contamination of the growing 
Moslem population in the Soviet 
Union. 

But the course of history in Afghan¬ 
istan — and more so in the Soviet 
Union — provides little support for this 
notion. Russia has been pushing for 
control of Afghanistan for a century — 
the Communist coup in Kabul in April 
1978 could not have succeeded without 
Soviet support. When the regime wea¬ 
kened, Soviet troops moved in. As for 
subversion of Communist control 
within the Soviet Union, a secret po¬ 
lice apparatus under one name or an¬ 
other has ruthlessly suppressed inter¬ 
nal dissent and sealed Soviet borders 
for more than 60 years. 

Afghanistan has little value in itself 
let alone ability to influence events in 
the Soviet Union. It is a stepping stone. 
Soviet military power can use it to 
bring pressure on the Indian subconti¬ 
nent, to threaten Iran and to drive 
toward the historic Russian goal of a 
warm-water outlet on the Indian 
Ocean. 

The Soviets may have their eye on 
Karachi or on other port facilities on 
the desolate Baluchistan coast strad¬ 
dling the Pakistan-Iran border. To¬ 


gether with the U.S.-built deep-water 
naval base at Cam Ranh Bay in Viet¬ 
nam on the South China Sea, which the 
Soviet Pacific fleet is already using, 
such a base would complete a huge 
naval are stretching from Vladivostok 
around Singapore and bringing Soviet 
influence to bear on Japan, China, 
non-Communist Southeast Asia, India 
and the oil lifelines. 

To counter the thrusts of the Soviet 
Union and its client states, some Asian 
governments are talking about revival 
of pacts such as the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization (SEATO) and the 
Central Treaty Organization 
(CENTO). But this is the 1980s, not the 
1950s, and more imaginative minds 
are looking to new forms of co-opera¬ 
tive endeavor as well as firm action by 
individual nations. 

That is why the Pacific Community 
idea, which has been kicked around for 
a while, may be encouraged rather 
than discouraged by the crisis in Asia. 
Some informed sources believe that 
Canada, as a distant yet increasingly 
active participant in Asian affairs, is 
well-placed to promote closer ties be¬ 
tween the Pacific giants and ASEAN 
members Indonesia, Malaysia, the 
Philippines, Singapore and Thailand. 

And it is why, even before Canada 
excited the world by spiriting Ameri 
cans out of Iran, the government and 
External Affairs Minister Flora Mac¬ 
Donald, especially, had won praise in 
many quarters for condemning Viet¬ 
nam's takeover of Cambodia and the 
creation of a huge refugee problem, 
along with the Soviet takeover of 
Afghanistan and creation of a huge 
security problem. 

Continued team play in a deadly 
game with priceless stakes. It will 
require strong and courageous leader¬ 
ship in many capitals. 


The nightmares that mar 
Mexico’s oil euphoria 


MEXICO CITY — Like a 
cautious and conservative 
man who has just won top 
prize in a lottery, Mexico is 
feeling its way after becom¬ 
ing one of the world's most 
important oil producers. Eu¬ 
phoria at the thought of the 
billions of dollars from oil 
exports is heavily tinged 
with forebodings. 

Just over three years ago 
Mexico was facing financial 
disaster. The country was 
spending far more than it 
was earning, inflation was 
climbing and the Mexican 
peso, which had been a 
strong and stable currency 
for decades, was tottering. 
When the government al¬ 
lowed it to be devalued at the 
end of 1975 it lost half its 
value overnight. European 
and U.S. diplomats looked on 
the mess with sardonic pity 
and made disparaging re¬ 
marks about Latin incompe¬ 
tence. 

This year Mexico will be 
exporting nearly one million 
barrels of oil a day, not to 
mention vast quantities of 
natural gas. Aid the queue of 
U.S. and European suppli¬ 
cants waiting on Mexico’s 
doorstep for the privilege of 
being allowed to buy crude 
oil at $32 a barrel is grow ing. 
Polite Japanese and anxious 
Israelis are doing their best 
to ingratiate themselves 
with the country w hich could 
be sitting on more oil and gas 
than Saudi Arabia. 

Investors who in 1967 were 
rushing to take their last 
cent out of Mexico are now 
flocking back. Oil and gas 
exports this year should be 
worth more than $10 billion 
or about $150 for each of the 
66 million Mexicans. Wash¬ 
ington, once dismissive of 
Mexico, is doing its best to 
persuade the Mexicans to 
turn on the taps faster and 
supply a thirsty U.S. with the 
„ fuel that is becoming daily 
more difficult to buy in the 
turbulent Middle East. 

But Mexico has set a pro¬ 
duction ceiling, no more than 
2.25 million barrels a day of 
oil till 1982. and is not dis¬ 
posed to budge from that 
figure. Mexico owes no 
favors to the Colossus of the 
North. In 1848 an expanding 
U.S. seized more than half 
the country — territory that 
now comprises California. 
Oregon, New Mexico and 
more besides. 

U.S. troops have several 
times invaded — the last 
time in 1917 — and Washing¬ 
ton has used diplomatic and 
business pressure when it 
has not used its soldiers. 

Now Mexico has hit the 
jackpot, the government is 
determined that it, rather 
than the U.S. or indeed any¬ 
one else, should be the first 
to benefit. A U.S. govern¬ 
ment complaint that Mexico 
had raised its oil price too 
high — to $32 a barrel — has 
brought indignant ripostes. 

Nightmares that mar the 
oil dream range from the 
danger that oil money will 
debauch the country to a 
further worsening of pollu¬ 
tion. Petrol has already

helped to make this city into 
one of the world's unhealth- 
iest. 

Will not the oil, too, have a 
disastrous effect on Mexi¬ 
co’s industry and its agricul¬ 
ture. as it has already on the 
other big Latin American oil 
producer Venezuela? Many 
economists argue that if suc¬ 
cessive Mexican govern¬ 
ments are not extremely 
clever the new oil wealth will 
produce so much inflation 
that the price of Mexican 
exports other than oil will be 
uncompetitive. 

Nor. they say. will the 
capital-intensive oil industry 
provide the new jobs needed 
by a developing country like 
Mexico, where one-third of 
the workforce is already 
idle. 


Will nol the lure of easy 
jobs in the oilfields drain 
more and more people from 
the land so that the country, 
w hich already has to import 
millions of tons of food every 
year, will become even less 
able to feed itself? And will 
nol that in its turn mean that 
Mexico is forced to become 
even more dependent on the 
U.S. and its exports of 
grain? 

Most importantly, is not 
the all-going to widen the gap 
between the few Mexicans 
who are immensely wealthy 
and the tens of millions who 
live on or below the poverty 
line? 

These and other.questions 
are exercising the minds of 
thinking Mexicans as the oil 
wealth rolls in. They console 
themselves w ith the thought 
that if there is anything 
worse than having the oil 
money it can only be not 
having it.

co-ordinated unit which could then be known as, 
gov eminent. 

It s something we haven't had ill B.t. forquite a 
while. 

The man or woman who gets the job will 
undoubtedly be well paid. But we ll place it on the 
record now. they won't be paid enough 

SOME DEPUTY MINISTERS are already mut 
tering in complaint about (he press-applied "super 
deputy" title, but that's what tbe person will be. and 
the sooner those already holding deputy rank get 
used to it. the better. Especially those few who work 
less than a five-day week and concentrate more on 
building their own little empires than they do oil 
carrying out the policies laid down by their supe 
riors. 

And before hard-working deputy ministers start 
calling to hand out abuse, the active phrase is "those 
few." They do exist. 

Of lesser importance but fairly high on the 
premier's priority list to be pondered under what ' 
ever potted palm he can find, will be the appoint 
ment of a person of deputy minister status to be 
based in Vancouver where the cabinet has its second 
home. Or air raid shelter if you prefer the term 
Most people are unaware that in plush Robson 
Square in the heart of the Big Smoke is a 
cabinet "office" which provides space for minis 
lers stuck on the other side fora few days, a cabinet 
room and its own smartly gussied up media centre 
for the holding of press conferences when the 
premier wants a change of venue and question , 

THIRD ON THE HIRING or appointment list is 
the replacement for L. G. Wallace, the former 
deputy provincial secretary now agent general for 
B.C. in London 

There are people around who are prepared lu 
bet that Human Resources Minister Grace 
McCarthy is a front runner for the job, but we are 
not among them. 

While that completes the premier's immediate 
shopping list there are others who are seeking the so 
fur unattainable. 

Ernie Hall, the happy NDP warrior from Sur 
rev. has been poking around for weeks now trying to 
obtain a batch of expense vouchers from the comp 
trailers office. As chairman of the Public Accounts 
Committee you would think that would be a rela 
lively simple task but. alas. Hall hasn't found it 
so.

Finance Minister Hugh Curtis to spring the docu 
ments for him.

Don’t expect the jolly man from Surrey to wait 
silently until month-end for the information he 
seeks. He’ll have his answers within a few days or 
the cage rattling will start in earnest, if you'll 
pardon the pun.

DETROIT (AP) — Car production fell by 
one-third and truck production by 52 per 
cent in January from what they were in the 
same month last year, the five major 
auto-makers said Friday. 

The companies said they turned out 529, 
356 cars and 162,446 trucks during the 
month.

B.C. gas revenues 


VANCOUVER (CR) — 
British Columbia's natural 
Has revenues dropped by $1.5 
million in January because 
exports to the United Stales 
had to be curtailed. 

The recent cold snap in the 
province forced Westeoast 
Transmission to reduce its 
natural gas exports to the 
U.S. by as much as 63 million 
cubic feet a day so that do¬ 
mestic gas users would have 


enough to keep their houses 
warm. 

Northwest Pipeline Corp. 
of Salt Lake City, the com¬ 
pany which buys the gas 
from Westeoast. has a con 
tract which calls for 809 mil¬ 
lion cubic feet of gas a day. 
but when temperatures 
dropped last week there 
were four days when North¬ 
west's allotment was slashed 



Problem's in the pipeline 


by 63. 50. H and 15 million 
cubic feet. 

Because the export price 
for natural gas Is much 
higher than the domestic 
price, B.C. lost $350,000 in 
revenue for those four days 
alone. 

Gas sold to the U.S. fetches 
about $5 a thousand cubic 
feet w hile gas sold domesti¬ 
cally brings $1.17. 

Northwest spokesman 
Owen Zuro said the average 
shortfall for January was 17 
million cubic feet a day. 
which amounts to lost gas 
exports of 1.1 billion cubic 
feet for the month. 

That represents lost in¬ 
come of $1.75 million, but 
since some of the gas comes 
from Alberta. B.C.’s share 
of the loss would be about 
$1.5 million. More than $1 
million of that figure would 
have gone to the government 
treasury, the rest to gas pro 
ducers. 

When Northwest gels cut 
off it has no choice but to 
Inform customers with "in 
terruptible" contracts that 
they won't be getting any 
natural gas and will have to 
swilehoo other fuels. 

Most have the capacity to 
switch to residual fuels fair 
ly quickly. 

The problem has nothing 
to do with natural gas sup¬ 
plies. There is more than 
enough gas in B.C. to satisfy 
both domestic and export de¬ 
mands for many years. 

The problem is pipeline ca¬ 
pacity. Westcoast’s main 
pipeline can carry 1,390 mil¬ 
lion cubic feet a day and 
company president Ed Phil¬ 
lips says the system has been 
going full-tilt for the last few 
weeks. 

"On several days the sys¬ 
tem has been carrying more 
than its rated capacity," 
Philips said 

Westeoast has applied in 
the past to expand its pipe 
line system but was turned 
down. 


Brokers’ chief faces big job

VANCOUVER - 
There have been some 
significant recent events 
at the Vancouver Slock 
Exchange. Hours uf trad¬ 
ing have been reduced 
and finally are in line 
with eastern markets in 
that regard. Secondly, 
margin requirements for 
investors and their bro¬ 
kers have been raised 
from 50 to 60 per cent, to 
try and lake some heat 
out of a volatile situa¬ 
tion. 

Not many years ago 
such moves would not 
have seriously been con¬ 
sidered or. by battle- 
scarred investors, ex¬ 
pected. 

The two moves, which 
narrow the trading scope 
considerably, have .been 
engineered without too 
much anguish as the ex¬ 
changes keep soaring 
along on natural re¬ 
sources issues and world 
political pressures. The

This indication of a new 
maturity “is a good sign 
that the industry is look¬ 
ing after itself," said Ru¬ 
pert Bullock. He wel¬ 
comes this signal as he 
begins his new Job this 
w inter as B.C-.'s Superin 
tendent of Brokers, Real 
Estate and Insurance. 

Bullock, interviewed 
this week in his West 
PendcrStreet office, said 
that his primary objec¬ 
tive is tb get the industry 
to correct its own prob¬ 
lems. 

"The first line of de¬ 
fence is in the industry 
itself. It should attempt 
to monitor its own work 
and. failing that, then 
there's its association ( 
the Investment Dealers 
Association), the gover¬ 
nors of the stock ex¬ 
change and then there’s 
this office, which can 
take regulatory action. 

"And then there's the 
ROMP which can take 


criminal action, whic 
when ultimately putting 
people in jail would be the 
final solution, 1 suppose. 

Bullock pondered this 
last a moment. 

"1 dun't think though 
that you really achieve 
much when you put peo 
. pie in jail. It's costly — 
very costly and lengthy 
and very unrewarding in 
terms of a penalty," he 
said. 

"My objective." he re¬ 
peated. "is to get the in¬ 
dustry to correct Its 
problems and only then, 
if that hasn't worked, is 
the time to take action — 
as we sec a situation de¬ 
veloping. 

"That doesn't mean to 
say that we d let (a situa¬ 
tion) go on. but they 
should have a chance to 
correct it.” 

Although Bullock has 
just taken up his new 
post, he's well-versed in 
the ways of stock ex¬ 
changes. Prior to taking 
over from the just-re¬ 


tired William Irwin, Bul¬ 
lock was an RCMP staff 
sergeant whose assign¬ 
ment was to head up a 
police team that specia¬ 
lized in stock and com¬ 
modity exchange investi¬ 
gation. It was formed in 
1975. 

Bullock was a member 
of the commercial crime 
section in 1970. prior to 
taking a commerce de¬ 
gree at UBC, which re¬ 
sulted in his appointment 
to the special exchange 
duties. Seven hundred 
applicants tried for his 
new job and his appoint¬ 
ment has been well re¬ 
ceived in the investment 
community, which was a 
bit concerned when it saw 
four senior members of 
his office either retire or 
go to other jobs last fall. 

He's facing a full In- 
basket (with no reflec¬ 
tion on his preBesides the 
day-today difficulty of 
fitting into a new office, 
Bullock finds himself as 
a listening post for feed¬ 


back on a discussion 
paper kited by the Min¬ 
istry of Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs, the 
ministry under which (he 
superintendent’s office 
functions. 

The paper, the result of 
two years' work and 
which has sprung out of 
two unreleased reports, 
will result in yet another 
version of rules covering 
stock market trading in 
B.C. Bullock said that 
(here is no deadline for 
response and that it 
hasn't been too much of It 
to date. However, he 
added, if the subject has 
been suitably aired by the 
end of March, he feels 
that it could be legisla¬ 
tion a year later. 

Another area of con 
cern, commodities trad 
ing rules, have been 
passed through the Legis¬ 
lature but have not been 
proclaimed. Bullock said 
that he would welcome 
such muscle 


War economy evident 
to commodities man 


TORONTO (CP) — A New York commo¬ 
dities and currency broker warned Friday 
that the spiralling price of precious and 
base metals and other tangible assets are 
signs of a war economy. 

"You are living through major changes 
in the world's political systems, in a con¬ 
flict that will decide your future way of 
life." James Sinclair told a seminar spon¬ 
sored by the Canadian Committee for Eco¬ 
nomic Awareness. 

"Don’t you recognize a war economy 
when you see it?” he asked. 

Sinclair predicted that gold could reach 
$2,000 an ounce in U.S. funds before 
the end of 1980. 


"Before this thing is over, the price may 
move $250 in a day." he said. 

And copper prices, now in the $1.30-a 
pound range, could go as high as $2 U.S. 
before the year ends, Sinclair told the 
seminar. 

International conditions are creating an 
enormous demand for any kind of tan¬ 
gible asset, he said, and have already 
swamped North American commodity 
markets. 

“Our commodities exchanges will be 
physically closed by November. In fact, 
they are closed now but they don't know 
it.” 


Speculation ups 
copper prices

The price of copper, which used to change only a few 
times a year, has become extremely volatile and spo¬ 
kesmen for Canadian producers say the matter is out 
of their hands. 

In the last year, producers have been changing their 
prices every few days and last week the price rose 
again to $1.51 (Canadian) a pound from $1.15. At the be¬ 
ginning of 1979 the price was 86 cents a pound. 

Neil Kemp, director of market planning in copper 
and precious metals for lnco Ltd. in Toronto, said in an 
interview: "At the present time, supply and demand are 
a minimal influence on the price.” 

"Speculative influences have taken over." 

Kemp said Canadian copper prices are related to 
those charged by producers in the United Stats which, in 
turn, respond to price changes on international metal 
markets in New Y ork and London. 

Speculative fever on those markets is a more powerful 
influence than the fact that demand for copper has 
tailed off since mid-1979, Kemp said. 

North American copper producers had set their prices 
according to supply, demand and costs until May, 1978. At 
that time, Kennecott Copper Corp of New York established a 
price formula related to the price of copper wirebars on the 
New York Commodity Exchange (Comex). 

Wirebars are the material used to make copper rods 
which, in turn, are used to make wire and cable. Short¬ 
term supplies of copper in this form are bought and 
sold on the Comex together with copper futures. 

Kennecott acted to stop an influx of copper imports to 
the U.S. from countries in South America and Africa, 
whose prices were related to those on metal markets and 
were below U.S producer prices. 

Anaconda Co. of Denver, Colo., followed Kennecott in 
establishing a Comex related price and. although most 
other producers did not, a new bellwether for copper- 
prices came into being 

Copper prices on the Comex have been caught in a 
wave of speculation overprevious metals, created by 
war scares and the outlook for higher inflation around 
the world. As gold and silver prices reached record 
levels, some investors turned to copper as a substi¬ 
tute and because it is a war material. 

One spokesman said some banks and individuals have 
been buying copper and storing it as an investment. There is 
a shortage of wirebars on the London Metals Exchange.

Snowy TV images 
fall to technology 


TORONTO (CP) — For Toronto inventor 
John Lowry, it has been a long time since 
the glory days of 1972, when he gave a 
world television audience its first clear, 
live pictures of men talking on the moon. 

Now, at age 47, thanks to a small miracle 
in a box, he seems to be in clover again. 

The miracle is called a time base correc¬ 
tor and it turns snowy, wobbly TV images 
instantly into pictures that are clear and 
steady. 

Since 1977, the device has ttelpcd 
Lowry’s company, Digital Video Systems, 
carve out a growing share of a specialized 
international electronic "equipment mar¬ 
ket. 

Lowry said in a recent interview his 
company’s revenue of $2.8 million in 1978 
leaped to $8 million in 1979 and is predicted 
to t* $20 million this year. He has a 
staff of 90 which is still growing. 

Lowry said his initial success followed 
the formation of his first company. Image 
Transform, in 1971. 

He developed electrohic equipment for 
improving TV videotape pictures so much 
they could be transferred to film and look 
as good as conventional theatrical 
movies. 

In 1972, Lowry’s equipment was used by 
the National Aeronautical and Space Ad¬ 
ministration in the United States lo clear 


up fuzzy pictures coming back from the 
moon. TV networks used the show and 
Lowry’s name was made. 

But Lowry said he did not get along with 
the financial backers of Image Trans¬ 
form, who bought him out. In 1974, he set 
up Digital Video Labs to make electronic 
equipment for the TV industry but it went 
bankrupt for lack of capital. 

The struggle for finances continued 
when Lowry and a small group of helpers 
formed Digital Video Systems in 1976 

"A lot of people felt there was no chance 
for an operation like ours," he said. 
“Right through the end of last year, with 
our sales up to $8 million, we were still 
working with a bank line of credit of only 
$50,000.” 

Lowry calls the model of his time base 
converter the DPS-l. It converts Incoming 
TV signals to a digital form from the 
standard analog wave form. Digital trans¬ 
mission sends waves along a wire in differ¬ 
ent shape from analog waves and can 
carry more detail and produce more clar¬ 
ity in picture and sound. 

“Our unit is the best in the world," 
Lowry said. 

Andrew Sitos, chief equipment buyer for 
W’NET-TV in New York, agreed. 

"John is a legitimate genius,” Sitos. 
said.

BOND WEEK 

Slide won’t stop 

TORONTO (CP) — Prices declined sharply* in active 
trading on the Canadian bond market this week. 

The short end of the market fell 50 cents. Mid-, long¬ 
term, provincial and corporates issues fell about two 
points. 

Fears of inflation, lack of institutional and retail, de¬ 
mand, and the Mid East crisis continued to weigh heSVily on 
the Canadian and U S. market. 

A dealer said Canadian investors believe that interest 
rates will rise causing conitued pressure on bond prices. 

Prices fell in line with the New York market where the 
lower trend was partially attributed to a widening U.S 
trade deficit which grew to $3.1-billion in December 
from $1.4-billion in November. 

Depressed conditions in the U.S. bond market forced 
Hydro-Quebec to cut back the size of its issue that was 
brought to the market Tuesday, analysts said. 

The $200-million issue (U.S.) of five-year debentures will 
pay a record interest of 12.5 per cent. The issue met an 
uncertain reception in New York, causing prices to suffer. 

Bonds from last week's unpopular Government of Can¬ 
ada issue remained at substantial discounts from their 
issue price.

Mexican earns featherweight crown 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) — Salvador Sanchez 
scored a bloody 13th-round technical knockout over 
a courageous Danny (Little Red) Lopez to win the 
World Boxing Council featherweight champion¬ 
ship Saturday. 

Sanchez, of Mexico City, was far ahead on the 
cards of all three judges when referee Waldemar 
Schmidt stopped the bout 51 seconds into the 13th 
round. 

* The bout had been interrupted twice earlier — In 
the sixth and seventh rounds — when Schmidt asked 
Dr. Charles Lake to check cuts over Lopez’ eyes. 

Blood was streaming down the fighter’s face, but 
Lake ruled that the cuts were not deep enough to 
stop the fight and allowed it to continue. 

Lopez cut Sanchez once in the 10th round, but 


Sanchez' comer closed it quickly and he did not 
bleed again. 

There were no knockdowns in the fight. 

Sanchez’ victory brings his record to 33-1-1, while 
Lopez lost for only the second time in his career and 
is now 44-2. 

For his ninth title defence, Lopez earned $175,000, 
plus 45 per cent of the live gate after taxes. There 
was no firm figure on Saturday’s crowd, but it was' 
considerably less than promoters had hoped for. 

Sanchez’ contract called for $25,000 and a three- 
fight option with Five-Star Promotions if he won the 
title. 

Coming into the fight, Lopez had KO’d 39 of his 45 
opponents, while Sanchez had floored 30 fighters in 
34 bouts.

Among other things, 
McGeer said in an interview 
Thursday, he would not in¬ 
tervene to apportion gradu¬ 
ate or professional pro¬ 
grams to the universities in 
spite of disagreements 
among them about who 
should be teaching what. 

A recent statement from 
UBC president Dr. Douglas 
Kenny expressed concern at 
the rapid pace of profession¬ 
al and graduate enrolment at 
UVie and Simon Fraser Uni¬ 
versity which, Kenny said, 
could detract from UBC’s 
ability to become a “first- 
class” university. 

Moves such as those by 
both UVic and Simon Fraser 
to begin engineering pro¬ 
grams will be sorted out by 
the Universities Council of 
B.C., which has the final 
word on university pro¬ 
grams. McGeer said, adding 
that universities are. and 


will remain, largely autono¬ 
mous bodies. 

But planning can be im¬ 
proved if the universities put 
more effort into five-year 
projections and “mission” 
statements such as those 
produced by the university 
presidents this fall, McGeer 
said. 

“They are provisional 
documents, but can help fill 


educational gaps and elimi¬ 
nate duplication." 

"Nothing like this has been 
done before. It’s causing 
some people to look ahead 
and consider the overall 
needs of the province." 

A major concern of UVic 
president Howard Pctch and 
SFU president George Pe¬ 
dersen is a shortage of stu¬ 
dent housing, and McGeer 


was strongly supportive of 
their Belief that more stu¬ 
dent housing is needed. 

“There’s no question that 
more student housing will be 
built. The question is when.” 

Universities have justifi¬ 
ably been reluctant to put 
money for academic pro¬ 
grams into housing, and ad¬ 
ditional funds will have to be 
found for student resi¬ 


dences, McGeer said. 

McGeer ruled out any 
major new institutions for 
bringing university pro¬ 
grams to the interior of the 
province. Instead, he said, 
more effort will be put into 
aspects such as satellite 
communications, which 
have proven to be successful 
in taking university pro¬ 
grams to remote areas of the 


Doctors dragging on medical school here 


The University of Victoria may have a medical 
school some day, if the local medical profession shows 
stronger interest in it, Pat McGeer, universities, 
science and technology minister, said Thursday. 

McGeer said in an interview that the indifference of 
the local medical profession to such a school is one of 
the major handicaps for a UVic medical school in 
Victoria. 

Victoria is one of the largest metropolitan areas in 
Canada without a medical school, and the province 
badly needs additional training facilities, since it 
graduates only about a fifth of the new physicians which 
it registers every year. 


“It’s a disgraceful state we are in, denying our own 
people the opportunity to go to medical school while reg¬ 
istering people from outside the province at a tremen¬ 
dous clip.” 

The province's only medical school at the Univer¬ 
sity of B.C. is being expanded to graduate more physic¬ 
ians, but not as rapidly as McGeer would like, he said. 

Before a medical school could begin at UVic, the par¬ 
ticipation of local physicians would have to be assured, 
since many of them would be part-time clinical instruc¬ 
tors. 

“But they have got to get strongly behind it to make 
it happen." 


As agreements are 
reached with the federal 
government regarding the 
communications frequen¬ 
cies which these educational 
channels can use, the pro¬ 
gram will probably expand 
significantly, McGeer said. 

The next major step, for 
instance, is the satellite Anik 
C, which will provide addi¬ 
tional educational channels 
when it is sent up. One hold¬ 
up is that the satellite is too 
large to fit a conventional 
rocket, and was designed to 
be launched from the space 
shuttle, which is currently 
experiencing technical 
delays. 

Satellite systems come 
under McGeer’s communi¬ 
cations portfolio, a responsi¬ 
bility which is unfamiliar to 
the public now but which 
will have enormous impact 
on B.C. in the future, he 
believes. 

While the federal govern¬ 
ment regulates broadcast¬ 
ing, cable and other non¬ 
broadcast commuMtations 


systems involve provincial 
jurisdictions. 

"The day is not far off 
when computers will be in 
every home, linked with 
fibre-optic cables. The tech¬ 
nology is already here, but 
the policies to accompany it 
are still primitive. 

“The decisions we make 
now will affect people for the 
next 10 or 20 years.” 

His science portfolio has 
had some of the pressure 
taken off it by recent federal 
moves to increase research 
funding. A 32 per cent in¬ 
crease in funds for the Na¬ 
tional Science and Engineer 
ing Research Council, and a 
17 per^|ent increase for the 
Medical Research council 
are the largest increases 
they haveever received. 

"For some years now. sci¬ 
entists have been on death 
row, so the increases in the 
current budget are welcome, 
to put it in as conservative a 
way as possible. " 


Crime fighters hope 
to head off trouble 


Saanich may soon become 
the place where "criminals 
fear to tread.” 

If this dream becomes re¬ 
ality, Police Chief Robert 
Peterson says it will be due 
to a decision last fall to reor¬ 
ganize the department and 
place more emphasis on pre¬ 
ventive policing and commu¬ 
nity contact. N 

Major thrust of the reorga¬ 
nization was an added focus 
on youth control. This saw 
the seven-member commu 
nity services section doubled 
in size and raised to full 
division status under Inspec¬ 
tor Ted Owens. In addition, 
10 youth workers were hired 
under a federal government 
program to work alongside 
poliec in schools and neigh¬ 
borhoods. 

“I'm ecstatic at the suc¬ 
cess we’ve enjoyed since the 


reorganization," Peterson 
said in an interview. 

"Our hopes were high 
when we introduced the con¬ 
cept; things appear to be 
working out very well, and 
we’re getting a handle on 
things happening in the 
municipality." 

Peterson said the first 
major breakthrough came 
with the arrest of several 
young people following an 
incident at a Gordon Head 
area home in which priceless 
posessions were vandalized. 

This was followed with the 
arrest of three teenagers in 
connection with excessive 
vandalism at Uambrick 
Park secondary school. 

— One of the spinoff effects 
of these incidents is that 
people in the community 
were coming forward with 
information, Peterson said. 


Obstetrics at Helmcken 
‘regionalism gone mad’ 


Plans to put a single ob¬ 
stetric unit at the new Vic¬ 
toria General hospital on 
Helmcken Road represent 
' regionalism gone mad,” 
Dr. Scott Wallace said Satur¬ 
day. 

Wallace was commenting 
on confirmation this month 
of the Capital Regional Hos¬ 
pital and Health Planning 
Commission's proposal to 
have a single obstetric ser¬ 
vice for the region at the new 
hospital. 

The community, particu¬ 
larly those living closest to 
Royal Jubilee Hospital, does 
not seem to be aware of the 
impact of the decision, Wal¬ 
lace, a former Oak Bay MUA 
and a general practitioner, 
said. 

When the new hospital is 


built, patients in labor in Oak 
Ray will have to travel to 
Helmcken Road, passing 
Royal Jubilee on the way, to 
have their babies. 

“I think the regional con¬ 
cept is going overboard," 
Wallace said. "The concept 
is to make economical and 
efficient use of one-of-a-kind 
services, but that concept 
seems to have been exag¬ 
gerated.” 

Obstetrics is not so highly 
specialized that it requires 
regional treatment, Wallace 
said, and in planning for a 
facility capable of meeting 
the needs of high-risk moth¬ 
ers and infants, the planners 
appear to have overlooked 
the majority of pregnancies 
which are normal. 

The distances involved for 


botl) patients and physicians 
in getting to the Helmcken 
Road hospital, particularly 
if they live on the other side 
of town, could endanger 
some otherwise routine 
pregnancies, Wallace said. 

"I don’t think you can 
overlook geography in ob¬ 
stetrics like you can with 
other specialties." 

Wallace was critical of 
Royal Jubilee's representa¬ 
tives who, he said, appeared 
to have "caved in" at the 
commission by not strongly 
pressing their point that ob¬ 
stetrics should be main¬ 
tained at the Jubilee. 

“They have let down the 
people they represent at the 
Jubilee hospital and they let 
down the community.” 


“We’re certainly gaining 
intelligence reports from 
people in the community we 
never had before. But maybe 
we were at fault in the past 
for sitting in police vehicles 
too long, not getting into the 
community." 

The information now com¬ 
ing to hand was assisting his 
men with drug problems in 
the municipality and break¬ 
ing up young gangs, espe¬ 
cially in the Gordon Head 
area, Peterson added. 

The new plan was geared 
to provide a more preventive 
approach to solving crime 
problems, and this, he noted, 
required "improved tech¬ 
niques to increase interac¬ 
tion between police and the 
community." 

Youth section constables 
had met with Parent-Teach¬ 
er Associations, youth 
groups, human resources 
workers and sports organi¬ 
zations to try to identify 
young people with problems. 

Rather than sitting back 
and waiting for a crime to be 
committed, the officers 
were attempting to prevent 
it happening, Peterson said. 

The heavy emphasis on 
youth in the program was 
because a majority of 
crimes were committed by 
the young, and "we believe 
we must lead the way in 
juvenile crime prevention." 

In 1978, Peterson said, 
about 80 per cent of all 
crimes reported in Saanich 
were committed by youths. 
Some 1,201 incidents of van¬ 
dalism alone were reported, 
and of the 118 persons char¬ 
ged with wilful damage, 101 
were juveniles—that is, age 
16 and under. 

“I hope we can create a 
fear that Saanich is not the 
place to commit a crime, ” 
Peterson said.

Saanich calculates 
costs at Braefoot 


Total servicing and park acqui¬ 
sition costs for 90 acres of undeve¬ 
loped land in Saanich's Braefoot 
area is estimated at almost $1 
million, according to a develop¬ 
ment cost charge bylaw prepared 
for council. 

HOWEVER, 78 per cent of the cost 
would be recoverable, meaning a 
municipal expenditure of $211,839 for 
water, sewers, drains, road improve¬ 
ments and parkland 

Predominantly low-density housing 
development has been recommended 
for the land by municipal planners. 

The area is bounded by Braefoot, 
Glendenning, Cedar Hill Road and Mc¬ 


Kenzie, its northern boundary nestling 
beneath the lower slopes of Mount 
Douglas Park. 

A report accompanying the draft 
bylaw says the collection of develop¬ 
ment cost charges through subdivision 
(or building permit) would help Saan 
ich offset the cost 7)1 installing full 
urban service to about 303 new housing 
units, or about 963 residents who would 
eventually occupy the land. 

NEARLY ALL of the area, which 
now has 62 homes, is unsewered. The 
two small exceptions are on Simon 
Road and at Mount Douglas Cross 
Road and Cedar Hill. Storm water is 
carried to roadside ditches in much of 
Braefoot.

Winter steelhead tough

Sometimes when I go win¬ 
ter steelheading I take along 
both my spinning outfit and a 
fly fishing outfit. If I see 
some easy water to fish with 
a fly I will try it, otherwise I 
will stick to spinning, or if I 
am further up-Island I may 
use my Silex outfit. 

I ALSO sometimes lake 
along two outfits when I am 
trout fishing in the rivals. 

I have a little better luck’ 
fly fishing for trout than I do 
fly fishing for steelhead. Ac¬ 
tually I have never taken a 
steelhead on fly tackle, al¬ 
though I have hooked into, 
them on the Big Qualicum 
using a fly with a spinning 
outfit. 

BUT FRIENDS have, 
taken winter steelhead on f& 
tackle and more and more 1 
elitist anglers are trying it 
each year. 

The first person I fished 
with who had taken winter 
Steelhead on a fly (fly fish¬ 
ing for summer steelhead is 
a different kettle of fish and 
the accepted method) was 
the late Ricky Ciecimarra. 
He taught me how to fly fish 
for brown trout and he also 
told me some of his secrets 
for fly fishing for winter 
steelhead. 

That first fishing trip on 
the Cowichan with Ricky 
cost me a camera. I fell in 
while wading to get a better 
action shot of him landing a 
brown trout during a black 
ant hatch . . . and the auto¬ 
matic camera was not re¬ 
pairable. 


A SINKING fly line with 
nylon backing is required for 
fly fishing for winter steel¬ 
head. because you must get 
the fly to within six inches of 
the bottom, or you will be 
wasting your time. 

Rather than weight the 
flies to get them to the bot¬ 
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tom. Ricky showed me how 
to use a length of lead core 
trolling line. Take along dif¬ 
ferent lengths—from one 
foot to six feet—for use ac¬ 
cording to the depth and 
speed of the water you will 
fish. 

Make a loop in each end of 
the lead core line and then it 
will only take a minute to 
change to different lengths. 
One end of the tore line goes 
to the fly line, the other end 
to the leader 

THE LEAD CORE goes to 
the bottom and the fly floats 
two or three inches from the 
bottom. 

You cast exactly the same 
you would in regular fly 
fishing. The lead core line is 
a little stiff but doesn't make 
much difference to the cast. 

In casting for steelhead it 
doesn’t matter too much how 
the line enters the water, like 
it_does for dry fly fishing. 

Cast upstream and let the 
fly bob along the bottom as it 
drifts downstream. Unlike in 
spin-casting, a steelhead will 
take a fly ‘at the end of a 
sweep. There is something 
about flies that interest fish 
enough to make them follow. 
They become aggressive^ 
whereas in spinning with a 
lure or bait they simply open 
their mouths and take in the 
lure. 


SALMON EGG FLIES are 
probably best for winter 
stcelheading. They are sin¬ 
gle eggs flies in oranges, 
reds and whites. But buck- 
tails will also take them and 


any home-tied fly with a lit¬ 
tle bit of red, orange, or 
fluorescent chenille around 
the body is a good b.et. 

Fly fishing for the winter 
steelhead is just catching on 
and there aren't many es¬ 
tablished fly patterns. It is 
a case of experiment. But, 
don’t count on the steelhead 
flies regularly found in 
sporting good stores. Mostly 
they are for summer steel- 
head and are entirely differ¬ 
ent to what you would use in 
the winter conditions. 

Ciccimarra told me he had 
examined stomach contents 
of steelhead and it seems 
they will take almost any¬ 
thing if you get it close 
enough to them . . on the 
bottom presented within 
inches of their noses. One 
had the whole tip of a mer- 
ganzer duck's tail in its 
stomach. 

TO FIND a steelhead in a 
river it is a good idea to look 
downstream, imagine you 
are a fish and pick the ea¬ 
siest water in which to swim 
upstream. That is where you 
will likely find the steel- 
head. 

Very often the lie of a 
steelhead can be determined 
by looking downstream at 
the water the fish have to 
come up through immedi 
ately prior to the place from 
which you are fishing. 

It may be white water for 
one half of the river and the 
other part may not be so 
violent. The fish will likely 
pick the easiest half of the 
river to come up. 


CAST ACROSS the river 
and let your line drift into the 
fish paths you visualize. 

Even if the smoother water 
doesn’t continue up to where 
you are fishing, let your lure 
work in the same continue 
lion of that path. The fish 
will have no reason to cross 
over, so it will come up in a 
continuation of the quieter , 
water. 

Wintef steelhead seldom 
go out into the deep pools 
They lie in the tails of the 
pools, or move up to the 
head. An optimum depth to 
fish is three, four or five feet 
in not too fast flowing water. 

„ WADING is not always ad 
viseable to get fish. The ten 
deney with anyone who has 
waders seems to be that 
when they come to a gravel 
bar to wade right in and 
fish. 

They might step right on 
the steelhead. 

On gravel bars it is a good 
idea to stand back 20 feet or 
more.from the edge and fish 
the first five or six feet of 
water first, and then move 
in. 

Another likely spot to find 
steelhead is the dividing line 
between fast and slower 
water. 

STEELHEAD seem to 
usually move more al night 
and that is why there is brl 
ter fishing first thing in the 
morning when the fish afe •* 
still moving about looking 
for a comfortable resting 
-place,-—--*=- 


The first quiet water 
where they can lie without 
too much effort is where 
they will probably spend 
most of the day. 

In the late afternoon they 
become restless to take off 
on the next move upstream 
and that can be a good time 
to catch them.

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Dentists go sour on milk 

‘Dangerous for baby ’

Now come the dentists to 
tell us that milk is dangerous 
for babies'teeth. 

Milk? With all that cal¬ 
cium and vitamin D and all 
those other good things? 
Milk? 

Sweet juices, too, the den¬ 
tists persist. 

Not so much the milk it¬ 
self, says pediatric dentjst 
Sylvan S. Mintz, but a combi¬ 
nation of whole milk, which 
has lots of sugar in it, and the 
oh-so-popular practice of 
putting the baby to bed with 
the bottle, and then letting 
the bottle feeding go on past 
a year, sometimes even up to 
and beyond two years. 

What happens, says Dr. 
Mintz, taking time out from 
his Maryland practice to do 
his bit for National Dental 
Health Week, which begins 
tomorrow, is this: “The milk 
or the fruit juice pools 


around the teeth—they're 
not really drinking it—and 
they fall asleep. It sits there 
and ferments and does the 
same thing to the teeth as a 
cola drink or a chocolate 
bar.” 

Because the primary (the 
dentists don’t like to call 
them baby) teeth have only 
about one-eighth the enamel 
of permanent teeth, “the 
decay process is very 
quick.” 

Often, even while It is hap¬ 
pening, the parent won't no¬ 
tice until the cavities be¬ 
come obvious, or the child 
starts to complain that cold 
milk, for example, hurts his 
or her front teeth. 

“It’s such a simple thing to 
prevent,” he sighs. “And 
when parents come in won- 


Critics still 
worth noting

Yet another complaint 
about the number qf stamps 
being issued each year by 
Canada Post has surfaced in 
the European philatelic 
press. This one has appeared 
in the French magazine 
L ’Echo de la Timbrologie. 

The writer drew compari¬ 
sons between the number of 
stamps Canada issued in 
1961-85 and the numbers is¬ 
sued in 1977-1979 to show an 
“incredible" inflation both 
in total numbers and the cost 
to collectors, and said he 
hopes new Posthiastcr Gen¬ 
eral John Fraser will adopt a 
more moderate issue policy. 

Comparisons between 
then and now arc not easy to 
make on these statistics 
alone. For example, pre¬ 
sumably the number of col¬ 
lectors of Canadian stamps 
has also risen. And even the 
number of new issues can be 
counted in different ways. 
For instance, how does one 
count a miniature sheet, 
which by the way was not in 
existence in Canada back in 
the '60s? (Canada Post. I 
notice, has ceased to give the 
annual number and cost 
totals in its information 
sheets, either from sensitiv¬ 
ity to criticism of the present 
outpourings or difficulty in 
making the count.) How¬ 
ever, the French criticism is 
worth noting, all the same. 

THE BRITISH Post Office 
is gradually changing from 
issuing its definitives with 
phosphor bands to incor¬ 
porating phosphor in the

coating of the stamp paper, 
and the changeover has re¬ 
sulted in three short-life de¬ 
nominations which appeared 
halfway through the pro¬ 
cess. 

In an intermediate stage, 
an "all-over" phosphor coat¬ 
ing was used on top of the 
bands for the lp, 2p and lOp 
definitives issued on Oct. 10, 
and that lOp especially could 
become scarce. The recent 
ll!4p, 13pand 15p. and the5p 
and 20p issued on Oct. 10, 
have phosphor coated paper 
entirely. 

The new treatment is ex¬ 
pected to bring an end to 
missing phosphor errors. 

BERMUDA will be com¬ 
memorating penny post 
stamp pioneer Roland Hill 
with four stamps to be issued 
Feb. 25, and for the first time 
Enschede en Zonen is print¬ 
ing the issue, the first firm to 
print any Bermuda stamps 
outside England. 

A reproduction of the first 
stick-on stamp in the world, 
the famous Penny Black, 
will appear on 8-cent stamp; 
Hill’s portrait will be on the 
20-cenl stamp, a facsimile of 
an old letter with a red penny 
postmark will appear on the 
25-cent, and an early post 
mark on the 50-cent. All w ill 
depict Bermuda's 1818 Perot 
penny stamp.

dering 'What's wrong with 
my child's teeth?’ and they 
find out. . . they just cry.” 

And, of course, treating 
the teeth of a young child is 
complicated and expensive. 
It often requires hospitaliza¬ 
tion and a general anes¬ 
thetic. Dr. Mintz recalls a 
three-year-old where "out of 
20 teeth in the child’s mouth 
we did 19 crowns and one ex¬ 
traction” 

“Sometimes nothing is 
done," says Mintz, "and the 
teeth are left to just rot to the 
gum. With kids three and 
four years old there’s noth¬ 
ing left on the teeth and noth¬ 
ing for the dentist to do but 
take out the little root tips. 

“It’s a big problem, and it 
knows no socio-economic 
class. I have nurses' chil¬ 


dren and physicians' chil¬ 
dren . .." 

It does not, of course, hap¬ 
pen to every baby who’s put 
down with a bottle of milk or 
juice. “It’s host related—if 
you’re susceptible, you’ll get 
it and the next person won’t. 
I have grandmothers who’ll 
say, ‘Well, I always put 
Mary to bed with her bottle 
and nothing happened to 
Mary, so why do we have this 
problem with Mary's 
child?”’ 

Another problem. Dr. 
Mintz says, is the wide¬ 
spread attitude that asks, 
“Why do we have to care 
about baby teeth, anyway?” 

Don’t forget, he says, it 
isn’t until a child is about 6 
that he gets his first front 
tooth, and the last “baby" 


Dear Dr. Donohue: I have 
a pea-sized lump on my right 
breast. I was referred to a 
surgeon, who wanted to do a 
biopsy. He said it was noth¬ 
ing to worry about, but that a 
biopsy was usual proce¬ 
dure. 

I preferred a mammo¬ 
gram X-ray. The idea of cut¬ 
ting disturbed me. I got an 
appointment with another 
doctor. I told him I.wanted a 
mammogram, and had one. 
It came back normal. I 
asked him about the value of 
the test and he said it would 
only detect high grade can¬ 
cer. Now I am totally con¬ 
fused. 

Won’t you please advise 
me? Was the test a waste of 
money, and do I still need a 
biopsy? — B.W. 

I used your entire letter 
because your question is one 
that is raised by many other 
female readers. 

Mammography, a special 
kind of breast X-ray, is only 
one of several ways to detect 
breast cancer. 

You have a noticeable 
lump. The doctor doesn’t 
need X-rays to tell him that. 
A mammogram can tell 
whether there are other 
breast masses that cannot be 
felt dr seen. The mammo¬ 
gram also may show certain 
changes in the breast that 
can indicate a malignancy. 
So the mammogram can be a 
valuable tool. 

Generally, however, 
breast lumps are biopsied 
for absolute proof of malig¬ 
nancy. This may not be 
necessary in each and every 
case. If the mammogram is 
normal and if all other signs 
point to a benign growth, a 
biopsy may not have to be 
done immediately. The lump 
can be watched. 

You have to remember, 
though, that there are al¬ 
most no 100 per cent accu¬ 
rate tests in medicine. Deci¬ 
sions must be made after 
weighing all the evidence

available. Is there cancer in 
your family, for example? 

The doctor needs only a 
tiny sliver of tissue for 
study, so the prospect of the 
cutting should not cause cos¬ 
metic concern. 

Should you or should you 
not have this done? I haven't 
answered that for you, I 
know. It would be irresponsi¬ 
ble of me to try. If not having 
it done will cause you con¬ 
tinuing anxiety about the 
lump, then having it done 
would be a small pfice to 
pay. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I am 69 

years old and have a geogra¬ 
phical tongue. Please help. 
—L.E. 

Geographic tongue is a 
harmless condition. The lin¬ 
ing of the tongue is studded 
with bright red patches. 
These are areas where the 
lining has been shed. The 
lining grows back. The cause 
of the condition is not known. 
The name ’’geographic 
tongue" stems, of course, 
from the map-like appear¬ 
ance of the tongue. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: At 

times a circle of light can be 
seen in the daylight and I 
have had this at night with 
my eyes closed. The circle 
has a sawtooth or serrated 
effect on both sides. There 
are many colors that flicker. 
Please comment. — M.H. 

I am not sure of the signifi¬ 
cance of your symptoms. 
Glaucoma is a consider¬ 
ation. or perhaps a retinal 
disturbance. In any event, a 


tooth doesn't come out until 
about age 13. In addition to 
looking different from the 
kids in the nursery school, a 
baby without front teeth is 
more likely to have speech 
problems and an eventual 
need for expensive ortho¬ 
dontia. 

Pediatric dentistry is a 
relatively new field, and that 
may be why the baby-tooth 
problem seems like some¬ 
thing new. Mintz believes 
that it hasn’t worsened over 
the years, “but it hasn't got¬ 
ten better.” 

And diet—meaning too 
much sugar—is the big cul¬ 
prit. 

Dentists are now telling 
new parents to bring in 
youngsters at the first sign 
of the first tooth. "Not so 
much to look into the child's 
mouth,” says Mintz, "but to 
talk to the parents about 
what they can do to protect 
it."

Dear Dr. Donohue: Would 
«n ovarian cyst ever cause a 
woman pain? — M.M. 

One might. Some cysts 
may be attached by a stem 
and this may become twisted 
and cause sharp pain. It can 
be removed. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: Please 
tell me why doctors say sur¬ 
gery is not advisable for hia¬ 
tal hernia? I am a victim and 
mine is very uncomfortable 
and painful. — Mrs. I.M. 

This is a protrusion of a 
portion of the stomach up¬ 
ward into the gullet at the 
point where the gullet passes 
through the diaphr^m. The 
reason surgery is reserved 
for only the most severe 
cases is that there are so 
many techniques that can 
alleviate the discomfort. 
These include diet (bland 
foods), head elevation at 
night, antacids and weight 
reduction, to name a few. 

If there is serious reflux 
(splashing of stomach fluid 
upward into the gullet) or a 
resulting inflammation of 
the gullet, then surgery may 
be considered to repair the 
hernia. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: Is 

there a test to find oul if one 
is a "typhoid Mary”—that 
is. a carrier of one of the 
intestinal bacteria? — Mrs. 
R.J. 

I think we can discard the 
term “typhoid Mary," since 
the disease is not at all limit¬ 
ed to females. In arty event 
the typhoid germ (salmonel¬ 
la typhi) can be identified in 
the stool of people who may 
carry it but not suffer any of 
the symptoms of typhoid 
fever. In those carriers, the 
germ often resides in (he gall 
bladder. Removing the gall 
bladder can end the carrier 
stale.

There's great joy among Vancouver Island's 
chess fraternity these days. The centre of it is a young 
■ Victoria expert, who has put together a tremendous 
string of first-place finishes.

He's former UVic student 
Dan Scoones, who has just 
jointly won the Victoria Win¬ 
ter Open played at Crystal 
Pool's chess facility. 

Scoones and Gordon Tay¬ 
lor of Vancouver shared first 
place with excellent Oa-'a 
scores in the two-day, five- 
roundovent. 

That was near the end of 
January. 

Early in January, Danny 
shared first place in the pow¬ 
erful Hangover Open in Van¬ 
couver with Jeff Reeve, an¬ 
other fast-developing 
Victoria ace.

That's three tremendous 
achievements by this serious 
student of the game of chess 
and I would say it’s the 
greatest feat ever by a Van¬ 
couver Island chess per¬ 
former.

In the final round, all Tay¬ 
lor and Scoones had to do 
was draw for a share of 
first place, which they did. 

Reeve and Harper, how¬ 
ever, came back in the final 
round as well, winning their 
games and finishing in a tie 
for third place with 4-1 
scores. 

Two veterans shared first 
place in Class A competition: 
Harry Mooreof Victoria and 
Ken Morton of Vancouver. 
Both scored 4-1. 

Another interesting per¬ 
formance was put on by Ta¬ 
coma’s 16-year-old whiz 
Alexey Rudolph. 

The young girl lost her 
first two games, then 
promptly roared back with 
three consecutive victories 
to share first place in' her 
class. 

In the process, she even 
beat Alex Szabo, rated some 
250 points above her. 

Certainly hope she keeps 
coming to our tournaments. 

All in all, it was quite an 
event and director Stringer 
did not seem too unhappy 
about the turnout of 42 play¬ 
ers.

Consumers soundly reject metrics 


TORONTO (CP) — An in¬ 
dependent consumer survey 
of customers in two cities 
where fresh meat, fruit and 
vegetables have gone metric 
shows an overwhelming ma¬ 
jority reject metric weights. 

The survey, conducted by 
Dominion Stores Ltd. in Pe¬ 
terborough, Ont.. and Sher 
brooke. Que.. found that 


more than two-thirds prefer¬ 
red Imperial weights and 
measures when purchasing 
fresh meat, fruits and vege¬ 
tables. 

"In fact, in the United 
States, which is our major 
trading partner, metrication 
is at least nine to 10 years 
away." 

Jackson said that “this 
clearly indicates to me, the 


need to delay metrication in 
Canada at least until the U.S. 
decides on its course of ac¬ 
tion. 

"Depending on the U.S. 
decision, it may even be ap¬ 
propriate to abandon metri¬ 
cation as far as retail food 
stores are concerned.” 

Jackson said that from 
Dominion’s point of view. 


"the projected $10 million we 
estimate will be necessary to 
equip all Dominion stores 
with metric scales, could be 
better spent on areas such as 
additional energy manage¬ 
ment and energy cost reduc- 
tion programs for our 
stores.”

LONDON (DPI) — For 25years, 
Harold Hare was the easygoing 
star of Jack and Jill magazine.

Now, the Equal Opportunities 
Commission is after him and his 
buddy, Tiger Tim 
The carefree days ended last 
year when Harold visited Dicky 
Dormouse and watched his

and his slippers. 

‘‘That’s what girls are for,” 
Harold said, wishing he had a girl 
cousin, too. 

But the mother of one of 
Harold's 90,000 young readers dis¬ 
agreed—strongly. She called the 
EOC, which investigated and sent 
a complaint to Harold's publish 
ers, IPC Magazines. 


"(I) was astonished to receive 
correspondence from (the EOC) 
setting out publisher's guidelines 
on sex discrimination.” said John 
Sanders, publishing director for 
IPC’s youth magazines. 

"The guidelines said you can’t 
use the word ‘housewife’ and you 
must not refer to grown-up women 
as girls. They draw attention to 
other things In the magazine.' 


“According to their reckoning," 
Sanders said, “Tiger Tim would 
have to start making tea for Mrs. 
Bruin instead of the other way 
around. 


“If the commission had its way, 
we would have to call the comic 
Jack and Jill one month and Jill 
and Jack the next." 


Britain gets UN prod 


UNITED NATIONS (Reu 
ter) — The UN Security 
Council, expressing concern 
at "numerous violations” of 
the Rhodesian peace agree¬ 
ment, has called on Britain 
to create conditions in Rho¬ 
desia that will ehsure a free 
and fair election. 

By a 14-to-O vote, the coun¬ 
cil adopted a resolution Sat¬ 
urday sponsored by seven 
non-aligned states which 
also called for the confine¬ 
ment to base of Rhodesian 
and auxiliary forces. 

For the first time in UN 
history, Britain declined to 
participate in the council 
vote. A negative British vote 
would have constituted a 
veto. 

During the debate, which 
began on Wednesday, Afri¬ 
can delegates accused Brit¬ 
ain of “gross violations" of 
the Dec. 21 agreement which 
returned the country to Brit¬ 
ish rule until elections at the 
end of this month. 


The critics also accused 
Lord Soames, the British 
governor, of partiality. 

The resolution calls on 
Britain to "ensure the full 
and impartial implementa¬ 
tion of the letter and spirit" 
of the London agreement 
“and thereby avert the dan¬ 
ger of (its) collapse.” 

In calling for strict compli¬ 
ance by all the forces with 
the London agreement "and 
the confinement forthwith of 
the Rhodesian and auxiliary 
forces to their bases,” the 
resolution says this would be 
“in conformity with that 
agreement.” 

Bangladesh, Jamaica, 
Mexico, Niger, the Philip¬ 
pines, Tunisia and Zambia 
sponsored the resolution and 
were joined in the vole in 
favor of it by the United 
Stales, the Soviet Union, 
China, East Germany. 
France, Norway, and Portu¬ 
gal. 

Speaking immediately 
after the result was an¬ 


nounced, Sir Anthony Par¬ 
sons, the chief British dele¬ 
gate, said Britain is doing its 
duty in Rhodesia. 

“I urge the council to let us 
get on with it, unhampered, 
until independence is 
achieved in Zimbabwe," he 
said, using the African name 
for the country, which is still 
called Southern Rhodesia in 
the council. 

Calling the council resolu¬ 
tion unbalanced and selec¬ 
tive, be said Britain will con¬ 
tinue to comply with the 
London agreement. 

The council resolution also 
strongly condemns "the rac¬ 
ist regime In South Africa 
for Interference in the inter¬ 
nal affairs of Southern Rho¬ 
desia.” 

It calls on Britain to ensure 
the immediate, complete 
and unconditional withdraw¬ 
al of any South African 
forces, regular or merce¬ 
nary, remaining in Rhode¬ 
sia. 


Parsons said on Wednes 
day that the few South Afri¬ 
cans who guarded the Beit 
Bridge linking Rhodesia and 
South Africa had been pulled 
out. But African delegates 
said up to6,000South African 
soldiers and police are still In 
Rhodesia. 

Donald McHenry, the 
chief U.S. delegate, said Sat¬ 
urday: "Those of us who are 
not parties to this difficult 
agreement should exhibit 
forbearance in our criti¬ 
cism." 

He said the United States 
supported the resolution but 
did not accept the charges of 
British violations of the ac¬ 
cord. 

"We view the resolution as 
calling upon the British gov¬ 
ernment and the parties to 
do those things which the 
British government is al¬ 
ready trying to do and which 
it could accomplish with 
greater certainty if only the 
parties would increase their 
co-operation." 


Reagan 
recovers 
lost votes 


LITTLE ROCK, AVk. (AP) 
— Republican presidential 
candidate Ronald Reagan, 
rebounding from a surpris 
ing setback in Iowa, scored a 
victory in Arkansas Satur 
day in the party's initial con¬ 
test for delegates to the na 
tional nominating 
convention. 

Six of the 12 convention 
delegates selected at the 
state’s district conventions 
aligned themselves behind 
the former California gover¬ 
nor. 

Senator Howard Baker of 
Tennessee won four dele¬ 
gates. Former United Na¬ 
tions ambassador George 
Bush, the man who upset 
Reagan in Iowa on Jan. 21, 
gained only one delegate. 
The remaining delegate wus 
elected as uncommitted.

CITY (CP) — The Skidegale 
Indian band has no( commit¬ 
ted itself to a United Nations 
proposal to make Ninstints 
village on Anthony Island a 
world cultural site thal 
would give international 
recognition to Haida Indian 
art and culture. 

The Ninstints village site 
is rich In Haida artifacts, 
particularly totem poles, 
which were an important 
part of Haida society. 

"We have only just re¬ 
ceived the proposal and it is 
going to take a lot of study 
before any decision is 
made," says Chief Council- 
Jpr Philip Gladstone. “It will 
probably come eventually, 
but first it will have to go 
before the band council and 
then all our people before 
any deeision is made." 


The Skidegate band is con¬ 
cerned about potential dam¬ 
age to the environment of 
Anthony Island and to the 
totem poles in Ninstints 
should the art* become of 
world interest, Gladstone 
said Thursday. 

Tlje village of Ninstints, a 
Haida word meaning "equal 
of two meis,” was abandoned 
by the Indians following a 
smallpox epidemic in 1862 
which wiped out most of of 
the band. 

Provincial Archeologist 
Bjorn Simonsen calls the 
totems at Ninstints "mag 
nifieent." and says the site, 
though accessible only to 
small boats, is being visited 
more frequently, which is a 
concern to the provincial 
parks branch and the .Skide¬ 
gale band

Crude oil case 
blame ‘wrong’ 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) - 
The Post says a man who 
claims he is being falsely 
blamed for the disappear¬ 
ance of $65 million in crude 
oil has denied he has any¬ 
thing to hide and can prove 
his innocence.

Soudan runs Oxford Ship¬ 
ping Co., a Houston-based 
company listed as the owner 
of the tanker Salem, which 
sank Jan. 17 off Senegal. 

Shell International Petro¬ 
leum Co. filed suit Thursday 
in London, claiming it owned 
the 193,000 tons of light crude 
on the tanker and that the 
tanker was uploaded in Dur¬ 
ban, South Africa, then 
taken out to sea 'and sunk. 
The suit asks $56.8 million 
damages from Soudan.

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Illness prevention key—expert

Sickness prevention pays off in good health, fewer 
handicaps, and lower costs, and the rewards can be even 
higher if health practices that don't work or have not 
been adequately researched are examined more closely, 
a health ministry official said Saturday. 


Dr. Gerald Bonham, assistant deputy health minister 
for community health, told a conference on Good Health 
for Good Living Saturday in Victoria that good pre¬ 
natal care and preventive measures could pay off in a 
reduction of 40 per cent of handicapped children, esti¬ 
mating that for every drop in the Infant death rate of one 
child per thousand, j another two to three handicapped 
children are avoided.) 


of acute-care beds in the community can be reduced to 1.9 per 
thousand (compared with the current goal of 4.25 per 
thousand) “if we are really hard-nosed about what works and 
what doesn’t" Bonham said. 


‘ Don’t split up 
older couples’ 


Multi-level, long-term- 
care centres are badly need¬ 
ed to prevent the forced 
separation of elderly cou¬ 
ples, a Victoria physician 
said Saturday. 


Dr. Robert Templeton, 
representing the Victoria 
Medical Association at a 
conference on good health 
for good living, said a typical 
case involved a couple in 
which one partner suffer- 
ered a stroke and the other, 
because they had a heart 
problem or some other dis¬ 
ability, was unable to care 
for them. 


Long term care appeared 
to be the answer, but when 
the couple was assessed by 
long term care, their medi¬ 
cal needs appeared to be 
quite different. As a result, 
one might be put in an ex¬ 
tended care facility, where 
around-the-clock nursing 
care was provided, while the 
other went to a personal care 
home where patients took 
care of most of their own 
needs. 


"The time has come to 
look at multi-level facilities 
for the elderly," Templeton 
said. In such facilities, vari¬ 
ous levels of care are provid¬ 
ed in the same complex, and 
often in the same room, with 
the result that couples with 
different medical needs can 
be kept together, providing 
companionship for each 
other.

care centres, but the bulk of 
the province’s long-term 
care facilities were built be¬ 
fore the need for different 
levels of care in the same 
facility was apparent. 

The Capital Region's first 
facility designed for multi¬ 
ple levels of care is a project 
now being planned for 
James Bay. 


AT THE OTHER END OF the age scale, a well-known 
experiment in Finland showed that a program to reduce 
smoking and blood pressure and to improve diets resulted 
within five years in a 21-per-cent reduction in heart attacks, a 
31-per-cent reduction in strokes, a 20 per-cent reduction in 
deaths from cardiovascular disease, and an overall 11-per- 
ccnt reduction in the death rate. ’ 

A high quality pre-natal health and heart disease 
prevention program would cost about $2 million for the 
Capital Region, and would probably pay back that sum 
in reduced health care costs, not to mention the human 
suffering it would reduce, Bonham said. 


ANOTHER AREA IN WHICH effort can be made Is in 
improving function. The director of a provincial hospital 
for very confused elderly patients was able to discharge 
30 per cent of them to standard nursing homes by rem¬ 
edying their sight and hearing deficiencies, Bonham said. 

Community volunteers play an irreplacable role in 
maintaining function, as long as they can be directed 
to provide services that really make a difference, Bon¬ 
ham commented.

A recent study of fetal monitors found that the devices were 
oT no net benefit to infant health, despite their expense. 
The monitors record fetal heartbeat during childbirth. 

A comparison of survival rates of those given inten¬ 
sive care at home, and those given the same care in a 
hospital showed them to be equivalent, despite the signifi¬ 
cantly higher cost of hospital care, Bonham said. One critic 
of the health care system believes that the minimum number 


OVERALL, HE SAID, AVERAGE life-spans could be 
extended by 3!£ years with existing knowledge if that 
knowledge were properly applied. He added that the addi¬ 
tional years would not be added so much to the lives of the al- 
ready-elderly, but to those whose lives are cut short in 
middle age by premature death. 

Bonham said the public is beginning to realize that the 
resources available for health care are finite. 

"We have to be more disciplined in funding what can be 
prevented, and making sure those things are done. We 
have to be critical of things that are not working. We 
have to be more systematic and thoughtful and resource¬ 
ful.”

determining how joint flexi¬ 
bility varies with age. 


The results of that study of 
about 200 Victorians showed 
that of the 17 different flexi¬ 
bility tests applied to the 
volunteers, four appeared to 
give a good indication of 
overall body flexibility. The 
tests showed that joint flexi¬ 
bility appears to decline with 
age, although there were 
some apparent exceptions to 
the rule. 

"We had some little old 
ladles whom I couldn’t keep 
up with," said Bell. 

Bell said further^escarch 
would concentrate on the 
over-60 population, In an at¬ 
tempt to develop the first 
North American .norms 
(averages against which in¬

That test has 
norms for stamina, but sim¬ 
ple tests for the other two 
factors important inover-alf 
fitness—flexibility and 
power—have yet to be devel¬ 
oped for the elderly, Bell 
said.

Guides of Canada, will be guest of honor at 
a Victoria Trefoil Guild dinner at 6:30 p.m. 
Monday in Victoria Guide House, 938 
Mason Street. 

A Victoria resident and member of the 
2nd Victoria Trefoil Guild, Mrs. Johnson 
has 70 years of service in guiding. 

The Trefoil Guild is an association of* 
former guides and most guild members 
are also members of the International 
Fellowship of Former Scouts and Guidifc 

Encouraged by a brother who was a Boy 
Scout, she first enrolled as a scout in 
1909 and became a guide the first Wednes¬ 
day in February. 1910. 

During the First World War she and 
other members of her guide company 
worked hard for the Belgian Relief Fund, 
and in 1919 she was part of the guard of 
honor for Lady Baden-Powell's first visit 
to Toronto. 

There were no rangers in guiding in 
those days, so when she became too old for 
Girl Guides, a period of inactivity fol¬ 
lowed. She went into training as a nurse, 
married and moved to Winnipeg. 

In 1929 she became a guide leader and 
formed the 5th Winnipeg Company. She 
was captain of that company for many 
years and then joined the Manitoba Council 
of Guiding, becoming Lone Guides Secre¬ 


tary. She was then appointed a district 
commissioner. 

Her husband was in the armed forces, 
and during the Second W'orld War Mrs. 
Johnson went to London, England, where 
she gave much of her time to public 

service. 

Her last official position in the Girl 
Guides was as an area secretary. 

In 1956 she was awarded a life member¬ 
ship and told to take a well-earned rest. 

She and her husband returned to Toron¬ 
to. where she did much volunteer work for 
Girl Guides, such as training, badge work 
and helping out where needed. 

She moved to Victoria in 1966 and was 
invited to the official opening of Victoria 
Guide Headquarters. She recalled then 
that she had attended the openings of head¬ 
quarters in Winnipeg and Toronto years 
before. 

She tells of many happy experiences in 
guiding. She spent three days as a guest at 
the World Scout Jamboree at Niagara 
Falls in 1955. 

One of her happiest memories is of an 
informal occasion at Government House 
in Winnipeg in 1935, ♦hen she was one of 
several guides and sebuts invited to tea 
with Lord and Lady Baden-Powell. Baden 
Powell was founder of the scouting movj 
ment.

Your 
act of bravery, in one of our 
darkest hours, has every 
loyal American—man, 
woman and child—in your 
debt.” 

"Exactly,” said George, 
"that's why we feel so pro- 
American. For years Cana¬ 
dians have been in Ameri¬ 
ca's debt and frankly it's 
been a pain in the neck. For 
the first time we don't feel 
inferior to you.” 

"I-see what you mean," I 
replied. “But still you people 
went beyond the call of duty. 


Did you see Foreign Minister 
Ghotbzadeh on TV? He was 
fuming and said Canada will 
pay dearly for smuggling out 
the diplomats. He called it a 
'flagrant violation of inter¬ 
national law, a betrayal of 
Iran and a brutal act of es¬ 
pionage.’ " 

“It was the icing on the 
cake for us. Ghotbzadeh is a 
twit.” 

“All the same, you people 
didn't have to do what you 
did. Iran had no quarrel with 

you." 

"For heaven's sake, man, 
stop being so grateful! A lit¬ 
tle groveling can go so far. If 
you were up here you would 
realize how happy the Cana¬ 
dians are that they could spit 
in the'ayatollah’s face.

There’s 
nothing better for a Cana¬ 
dian's spirit than to pull an 
American’s chestnuts out of 
the fire. All of us would have 
given up three embassies if 


we had to—for this opportu¬ 
nity." 

"When you put it that way 
I guess we did do you a favor 
by letting you rescue our 
diplomats. Well, if I can’t 
thank you, what can I do? 

“Just don't become bit¬ 
ter," George said. 

"How can I become bit¬ 
ter?” 

"People do when they are 
beholden to somebody. We 
Canadians have felt that way 
for years. Now you owe us 
one and we don't want you to 
sour on us." 

"There’s something w rong 
with this conversation." I 
said. "I called to thank you. 
You say YOU should thank 
ME. And now you tell me not 
to become bitter for what 
you’ve done” 

"That's correct. Just let us 
enjoy Ihe Iranian cdper for 
what is was.

recent concert in Orchestra Hall, Sir 
George Solti, conductor of the Chica¬ 
go Symphony, had to turn to the audi¬ 
ence and politely but firmly suggest 
that everybody give a big cough and 
then remain silent. Those who could 
not, he advised, should leave the hall 
before the next piece began. (And 
this, by the way, was not the first time 
he felt it necessary to rebuke the 
croakers.) 

Members of the orchestra with 
whom I have talked tell me that the 
coughing syndrome seems to be a uni¬ 
quely American phenomenon; during 
its tours of European and Asiatic 
cities, audiences are almost totally 
silent. "In London," said one, "we 
played a symphony that lasted an hour 
and a quarter, with children in the 
front rows—and not a sound” 

We may need to be reprimanded in 
the acerbic style of John Barrymore, 
when he was appearing on Broadway 


in Redemption, cast as a derelict 
being questioned by the chief of police. 
At one point, he was asked if he 
couldn't say anything for himself. 

Barrymore wheeled around to 
face the audience and bellowed: “Say 
anything! How can I say anything with 
that bunch of trained seals out 
there!" 

Performers detest whisperers as 
much as they resent coughcrs. At an¬ 
other time, Barrymore was perform¬ 
ing a matinee of Hamlet when Jane 
Cowl, one of the period's leading ac¬ 
tresses, was present and whispered 
away to her companion until everyone 
in the theater was aware of it. 

Barrymore ignored this rudeness 
until his curtain speech at the end of 
the performance, when he bowed in 
the direction of the lady's box. "In 
conclusion," he said, "may I take this 
opportunity to thank Miss Cowl for 
the privilege of co-starring with her 
this afternoon.”

Fake medic 
honored 
by Indians

The man wlu) came to Alert Bay 10 weeks ago to 
serve as a second doctor was buried amid controversy 
Friday by the Nimpklsh Indian band. 

Roberto Enrique Trujillo was an imposter, but to resi 
dents of the remote community on Cormorant Island off 
northern Vancouver Island, he was a good "doctor" who 
understood people and wanted to help. 

It was because of that, the band buried Trujillo— 
known as Dr. Robert Rifleman—under the looming totem 
poles in their own graveyard. 

The Anglican Church refused a band request that 
Trujillo be buried in the cemetery adjacent to the tiny church 
because the church says that someone who commits suicide 
cannot be buried on consecrated ground. 

Trujillo killed himself in the Port Hardy RCMP jail a 
week ago after he was arrested for impersonating a 
doctor. Using the medical documents of the real U S. 
doctor Robert Rifleman, Trujillo, 41, practised as tbe 
second doctor. 

Using names such as Falcon, Barton and rifleman, 
the imposter had posed as a medical doctor and psycho¬ 
logist since being released from a California prison 10 
4>ears ago. 

More than 200 people, representing what one mourner 
,said was "a good cro*s 'section of the community," 
attended the "simple, yet touching" Pentecostal Church 
service conducted by Pastor Tony Andrews. 

The minister said "Rifleman” had come to visit his 
son when he was very ill. “He came and helped us in 
our distress. He set a standard of care here." 

Band councillor Chris Cook Jr., said in a graveside 
eulogy, "We don't condemn this man; he was our friend, 
he cared for us. : He didn't give us pills and send us 
away. 

"He showed us a different level of medical service and 
believed everyone had a purpose in life. 

"I believe his purpose was to show us a better level of 
medicine in Alert Bay, and I hope out of his life here we 
will get better medical care.” 

The grave will be marked by a small white cross with 
the name Dr. Robert Rifleman, "because that's how 
we knew him," a band spokesman told the Colonist. 

Meanwhile, preliminary talks to set the stage for a 
full public inquiry into delivery of health care in Alert 
Bay and'on northern Vancouver Island, start Tuesday. 

Skip Brooks, a special assistant to federal Health 
Minister David Crombie and Dr. Gary Goldthorpe, the 
Ontario doctor expected to conduct the inquiry, have 
meetings scheduled with Indian leaders to discuss the 
inquiry's terms of reference.

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More Soviets likely to go world pace overtook 

Ottawa planning retaliation for Col. Gold’s expulsion Broadbent campaign 


OTTAWA (UPC) - Canadian 
officials arc preparing recommen¬ 
dations for the forced reduction of 
the Soviet diplomatic presence in 
Canada in retaliation for the ex- 
pulsion of a Canadian military 
attache from Moscow. 

External Affairs Minister Flora 
MacDonald refused to comment 
on the nature of promised Cana- 
dian retaliation to the expulsion at 
a political rally Friday night, say¬ 
ing only, “You will hear about it 
very shortly.” 

But an external affairs spokes 
man said Saturday that such ac¬ 
tion, prompted by Soviet orders 
for the removal from Moscow of 
senior military attache Col. 
Harold Gold, would take the form 
of cuts in tnc" size of the Soviet 
delgation to Ottawa. 


Officials denied Soviet charges 
that Gold had been engaged in 
espionage. 

"As far as what action the 
government will take, (Miss Mac¬ 
Donald) has indicated there will be 
action taken by the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment. She is now considering 
possible actions . . . connected 
with the established Soviet pres¬ 
ence here," said spokesman Andre 
Simard. 

“As you know, there is a ceiling 
to the Soviet diplomatic presence 
here established as fit persons. 
This is what is being looked at now. 
What specific measures will be 
taken is still to be decided." 

Recommendations will be pre¬ 
sented to the minister very short- 
ly, he said, possibly within the 
week. 


Miss MacDonald warned when 
Canada expelled three Soviet dlp- 
lomats from this country for espio¬ 
nage activities late last month that 
she would not stand by if the 
Soviets took retaliatory action 
against Canadian diplomats. 

“I have said that when we ex¬ 
pelled the three Soviet diplomats 
for spying that if the Russians 
carried out any retaliations we 
would also retaliate,” she repeat 
ed Friday night. 

Simard added that Miss Mac¬ 
Donald “said Col/ Gold was not 
involved in intelligence activities, 
and she has indicated she stands 
by all our military attaches in Mos¬ 
cow, who arc carrying on normal 
activities there. 

“She has further Indicated that 
we were not accepting the reasons 


put forward by the Soviet govern¬ 
ment in that respect . . . She 
feels this action is totally unjusti¬ 
fied and obviously taken in con¬ 
nection with the expulsion we have 
made of the three Soviet people.” 

Miss MacDonald announced on 
Jan. 21 the expulsion of two Soviet 
military attaches and a chauf¬ 
feur-all attached to the Soviet 
embassy in Ottawa—for passing to 
their government United States 
military secrets obtained from an 
American spy. t 

Canada also expelled 13 Soviet 
diplomats for spying in Ottawa in 
1978. 

Gold, as a colonel, was the 
highest-ranking of Canada’s three 
attaches in Moscow. He arrived 
with his wife in the Soviet capital 
last summer. 


United Press Cauda 

The course of internation¬ 
al events compelled New 
Democratic Party leader Ed 
Broadbent to briefly aban¬ 
don his theme of domestic 
issues during a week of tarn- 
paigning in which federal 
party leaders play electoral 
tag across crucial Ontario 
ridings. 

The week opened with the 
announcement that the Ca¬ 
nadian embassy in Tehran 
was closing, a move Broad- 
bent immediately branded 
as electoral opportunism. 
When it was shown the move 
covered the rescue of six 
American diplomats, he was 
compelled to recant. 


However, the incident fo¬ 
cused attention on the New 
Democratic Party’s foreign 
and defence policies, espe¬ 
cially as the Conservatives 
and Liberals hastened to 
stake out the high ground in 
the debate. 

With a direct Canadian in¬ 
volvement in the Iranian 
situation and the ongoing 
threat from the Soviet Union 
in Afghanistan, the Conser¬ 
vatives took a hard line that 
apparently found much 
popular favor. Trudeau's re¬ 
sponses took equal billing. 

Broadbent, campaigning 
hard with a platform based 
on economic issues such as 
more domestic control of 
natural resources, long- 


range industrial planning 
and lower interest rates, was 
caught out in the electoral 
cold. 

In the face of increased 
prodding from the media. 
Broadbent rescheduled a 
cancelled news conference 
Thursday to outline the NDP 
position. 

Describing a nuclear ehal 
lenge between two super 
powers as “a horrific pros 
pect for humanity", 
Broadbent urged that sanc¬ 
tions against the Soviet 
Union over Afghanistan — 
including' a transfer of the 
Olympics from Moscow —be 
carried out’through the Unit 
ed Nations. -

Gallery overflows in kogo art

There’s something claus¬ 
trophobic about entering the 
Pollard Gallery at the Art 
Gallery of Greater Victoria 
these days. There hardly 
seems room enough to move 
in the gallery which over¬ 
flows w ith display cases. 

Peer into any one of them 
and be prepared for a dozen 
or so palm-size incense 
boxes or kogo in porcelain, 
stoneware, and raku from 
more than 100 Japanese 
kilns. 

• It's easy to be over¬ 
whelmed by the sheer size 
(506 pieces) of Kogo: Japa 
nese Incense Boxes Redisco¬ 
vered with its seemingly re¬ 
petitious subjects (the 
crane, rabbit, turtle, fan, 
fish. Mount Fuji etc.) and 
simply wander through the 
gallery and out the door. 

Take time to study a few of 
the display cases and sud¬ 
denly you're hooked on these 
t iny objects that are integral 
to the Japanese tea cere¬ 
mony. (They’re the on-table 
display objects used to store 
the incense that bring a con¬ 
templative atmosphere to 
the ceremony.) 

The pieces, all from the 
lido period (1615-1X68), are 
displayed according to kiln 
location and when in suffi¬ 
cient numbers by individual 
artisans. The gallery’s Asian 
consultant, Joan Stanley 
Baker, calls the collection an 
invaluable resource for 
studying thtyxj’amics of the 
period but It’s doubtful that 


the historical value is what gotten packing cases in the 
intrigues the majority of gallery's basement. 


gallery visitors. 

It’s the sheer ingenuity of 
design which make these 
kogo so fascinating. Re¬ 
member each tiny one. fa 
shinned by hand from a lump 
of clay, comes apart in order 
to store incense. 

Some are whimsical, even 
humorous in subject. Others 
impress with their careful 
detail, while strong geome¬ 
tric design characterizes 
others. Nor are the subjects 
confined to Japanese cul¬ 
ture. Some seem to borrow 
from Chinese tradition. 

Standouts for both subject 
and technique are those 
boxes taking the form of Noh 
dancers. The first impress¬ 
ion is that they are tiny hand- 
painted woodcarvings. 

Yet the exhibition at the 
gallery (until March 16) is 
only a small portion of a 
larger collection with a story 
almost as intriguing as the 
boxes themselves. 

The collection was assem¬ 
bled by French statesman 
and premier Georges Cle- 
menceau < 18-11-1929) but dis¬ 
appeared soon after being 
sold to a Montreal industrial¬ 
ist 10 years after Clemen- 
ceau’s death. It resurfaced 
three years ago after a curi¬ 
ous employee at the Mon¬ 
treal Museum of Fine Art 
peeked into some long-for- 


"1 cannot find words to 
express the surprise I felt at 
that moment." writes that 
employee. Yutaka Mino, 
now curator of the India¬ 
napolis Museum, in the exhi 
bilion catalogue. It took him 
and an assistant several 
months to unpack the 3.500 
items, which were later iden¬ 
tified as the Clemeneeau col¬ 
lection by a visiting Harvard 
professor. 

The rediscovery of the 
once well-known collection 
was of special interest in 
Japan. No comparable col¬ 
lection exists there. 

The collection was sold by 
the Clemeneeau family in 
1939 to Joseph Simard who. 
according to his family, had 
a penchant for small, easily- 
movable beautiful objects. 
On its arrival in Canada, the 
collection was stored in a 
Montreal warehouse, it 
stayed there—despite at¬ 
tempts by the French gov¬ 
ernment to repatriate the 
collection—for 20 years, be¬ 
fore a then-ailing Simard 
offered the ceramics to the 
University of Montreal. The 
institution was only interest¬ 
ed if Simard provided a 
building to house it. 

Simard then donated it to 
the Montreal Gallery which 
inexplicably seemed to for¬ 
get about it until Mine’s 
chance discovery. 


Equally baffling was the 
origin of the collection itself. 
No one is certain why Cle- 
menceau started the collec¬ 
tion. particularly at a time 
when wood prints were Eu 
rope's main artistie interest 
inJapan. He was known to be 
a good friend of many of 
France’s Impressionist ar¬ 
tists. but even that doesn't 
provide the answer. 

"For Clemeneeau. these 
kogo must have been objects 
which comforted him during 
his life as a statesman, not 
unlike the way toys comfort 
a child." Mino speculates in 
his catalogue essay. 

• 

The statesman is thought 
to have begun collecting the 
small hand-size kogo in 1890. 
A friend in the French con¬ 
sulate in Yokohama made 


purchases for him all over 
Japan, and Clemeneeau 
bought up all the available 
kogo at European auctions. 

Many of them ended up on 
display in his study and liv- 
ingroom. He is said to ha 
ve always carried a few 
kogo in his jacket pocket to 
finger like worry beads. 

Still, the intrigue sur¬ 
rounding the collection is in¬ 
cidental to the objects them¬ 
selves, says Roger Boulet, 
the Victoria gallery’s direc¬ 
tor. Both he and Baker agree 
it is one of the gallery's 
major Asian exhibits of the 
year. 

It s also proving somew hat 
of a draw for the gallery. At 
least two Seattle groups 
have organized charters to 
see the collection in Victoria 
—its first public show ing fol 
lowing a summer tour of 
Japan—reversing the ear¬ 
lier King Tut flow .

DJ at the top of disco world

TORONTO — Somebody 
was thinking when Sparkles 
was chosen as the name for 
the new disco at the top of the 
C’N Tower in Toronto. Be¬ 
cause sparkle is just what it 
does. 

It’s not just the 7.000 indi¬ 
vidual lights dazzling crazily 
about the room, or the re¬ 
flecting mirrors and floor, 
gyrating bodies and flashy 
costumes. 


A lot of the sparkle comes 
from Paul Cohen, the man 
who plays the music in the 
world’s highest disco. 

With a pcople-eome-first 
outlook and a polished pro 
fessionalism. Paul is not 
only a rave success at the 
disco, he’s also the personifi¬ 
cation of the "reach out a 
friendly hand" attitude 
being promoted by the Cana¬ 
dian Government Office of 
Tourism, in partnership w ith 


the Tourism Industry Asso¬ 
ciation of Canada, to en¬ 
courage Canadians to make 
tourists feel welcome. 

"You have to like people to 
enjoy this job and be good at 
it. That’s the first prerequi¬ 
site. Then, you have to like 
music and be able to work 
the hours." Paul said. 

The hours in Paul's case 
are 8:30 p.m. to 3 a.m. and 
that's just the on-stage part. 
There's also music to be re¬ 


There's a story unravelling in Duncan which fit¬ 
tingly has all the elements of rags to riches but, 
considering the chancey world of theatre, the con¬ 
verse could just as easily be true. 

Michael Crosbie has a pancake house franchise 
in the Island centre, but flipping flapjacks isn't his 
big passion However, show business is something 
else for the former teacher from Charlottetown. 

He’s always had his finger in some sort of 
musical pie. He's written a few songs, put together 
some small revues, but nothing like what he's - 
planning to unveil at the Cowiehan theatre for eight 
nights in May. 

Crosbie has written a musical stage adaptation 
of Great Expectations which, not too surprisingly, is 
called Pip. After all, it's worked before with Oliver 
Twist, as Crosbie found after staging the West End 
musical Oliver eight years ago with a high 
school cast in Charlottetown. 

Crosbie began work on Ptpsoon after arriving in 
Duncan in,1973 to start his pancake business. By the 
end of his first year, he had a dozen songs and a 
rough draft that were put on the shelf Tor two 
more years until his business was established 
enough to allow him time to write. It's been ready 
for almost two years but Crosbie couldn't find a 
producer for his script. 

"It’s a new musical, and they’re very costly," 
reasoned Crosbie over the rejections that flowed in 
from-London, Los Angeles, Edmonton and even 
Victoria. 

He knows about some of the costs first-hand. He 
claims the show has already eaten up $35,000 and he 
predicts it will cost him that again before it closes in 
May. 

Crosbie decided to stage it himself in Duncan 
after local singer Burt Johnston did some of the 
music at a community concert last year. A Duncan 
columnist wrote "I like that music," which was 
enough for Crosbie and some others to form 
the Cowiehan Repertory and Operatic Society to 
produce his Pip. 

An ad in the Colonist attracted singers from as 
far away as Victoria and Courtenay last week for

auditions which left director Bindon Kinghornof the 
UVie theatre department somewhat optimistic.

5.000 watts of sound 
and 42 windows for unsur¬ 
passed viewing: It opened 
Oct. 4, 1979.

system: for the first time in 
Canada, a Flanger Doubler 
that automatically phases 
the music-while an eleetoni 
(•ally synthesized sub-base 
boom box brings out every 
beat; 21 neon sculptures.

Hope cashes in 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — War cries 
and patriotic whoopings, a new mili¬ 
tary draft and another cold war. 

“The timing is fantastic.” 

Bub Hope senses that the modd in 
America is just right for a six-hour 
retrospective of his entertainment 
tours for American troops. 

A bit of irony: The Soviet inter 
vention in Afghanistan seems likely 
to ruin NBC’s plans for a Moscow 
Olympics ratings bonanza this sum¬ 
mer. But the patriotic fervor in the 
air ntay well make a big winner of 
Bob Hope's Overseas Christmas 
Tours: Around the World-with the 
Troops. Six hours of big ratings, and 
on Sunday evenings (this weekend 


and next), when NBC usually fin¬ 
ishes third behind CBS and ABC. 

Not that Hope's overseas shows 
ever suffered for audiences — three 
of them ar among television’s 15 
top-rated shows of all time. It’s just 
that a retrospective of Hope’s tours 
seems an easier product to sell just 
now than, say, five years ago. 

The first program, airing tonigh. 
covers the tours from the Second 
World War to the early Vietnam 
days, and will include footage of 
Judy Garland. Clark Gable, 
Humphrey Bogart. Jimmy Cagney, 
Al Jolson, Henry Fonda, Jack Benny 
and other Hollywood pals Hope 
brought to war.; 


"I’ve been thinking about doing 
this for some time,” Hope says. 
“These things are history. I told the 
network £h«ut it. and last year, they 
said we could do four hours. I said. 
‘Forget it.’ This year they came to 
me and asked, ’How much time 
do you want?' I told them six hours. 
And that's cut from 80 hours of 
film.” 

The second show will cover the 
Vietnam years, when Hope enter¬ 
tained a new generation of young 
men — some of them sons of GIs 
who’d seen Hope's shows in the 
Second World War — fighting a very 
different kind of war.

Bureaucrats 
‘hold back’ 
Canada films 

WINNIPEG (CP) — Film producer William Marshall 
says that wilh (he righ( approach, Canada could be 
come Hollywood North. 

But (he Toronto producer says that won t happen un 
less the government eases some restraints on film making in 
Canada. 

"In the Canadian film industry, there are 25 people 
who work for government agencies for every one pro 
ducer." said Marshall. 

"Every time 1 turn around. I've got 25 people telling me 
what to do. And not one of them knows a single thing about 
making a successful movie." 

Marshall, who produced the film. Outrageous, a North 
American hit, was in Winnipeg to drum up investment 
backing for his newest feature. Midnight Matinee 

Marshall is particularly annoyed by restraints that 
government agencies impose on Canadian movies, forcing 
producers to use Canadian actors or scripts that have 
Canadian locations. 

This sort of nationalistic outlook is misplaced in the 
film business, said Marshall, an ex-publicist who has also 
produced documentaries and industrial films. 

“In effect, what they're saying is that the only people 
who could have made Dr. Zhivago were Ihe Russians 
Bui that didn't stop an American company from hiring ail 
English director and an Egyptian star and shooting in 
Canada and Spain." 

Marshall, who was involved in organizing a recent 
major film festival in Toronto, said the CBC and the 
National Film Board don't give Canadian film-makers 
enough of a chance to show what they can do 

"They give a director a niggling amount of money 
Then they give him 21 days to shoot, tacky technical equip 
ment, a script that needs more work, and then they 
say 'ain't that a shame' when the film bombs 

"It's only when we take our good film makers, the 
Don Shebibs. Alan Kings and Robin Sprys, and give them 
enough money and time to develop a script properl) 
that we can sec exactly how good they can be " 
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.. .-it will work 
for you too.

Topless bars replace Montreal’s sophistication 


MONTREAL (CEO — It was the 
golden age of Montreal night life. 

Louis Armstrong, iackic Gleason, 
the Four Aces, Maurice Chevalier, 
Edith Piaf, Charles Aznavour — you 
could catch dozens of the biggest 
names in show business every year in 
the cabarets. 

During the 20 years following the 
Second World War, the city had 
enough live-entertainment nightclubs 
to Keep performers working 10 to -15 
weeks a year in Montreal alone. 

At first the clubs were concentrated 
T in the downtown area. And they were 
such good business that soon almost 
every part of the city had its own 
neighborhood nightspot. 


"It cost money to start up," recalls 
Andre Norman, an artists' manager 
and booking agent for more than 30 
years. 

“You have to remember that (Pre¬ 
mier Maurice) Jiuplessis was in power 
then — liquor permits weren't easy to 
get and they cost a lot." 

After that, however, "owning a 
cabaret was like having a gold 
mine." 

This was partly because other ex¬ 
penses were much smaller. The union 
minimum for performers was $50 a 
week and that's what most artists got. 
Typically, they worked seven days a 
week, with three shows Fridays and 
Saturdays. 


At the beginning of the 1960s, some¬ 
how, the party began to sour. 

One by one the lights began to go out 
in the city’s famous-name clubs — the 
Bellevue Casino, El Morocco, Casa 
Loma. Today there is only one 
live-entertainmeht cabaret In Mon¬ 
treal, the Caf Cone', and it plays 
almost exclusively to tourists. 

Veterans of those years offer a num¬ 
ber of different reasons for the decline 
and fall of the cabaret scene. 

Most of them mention soaring ar¬ 
tists' fees. The price of one singer, Mi¬ 
chel Louvain, went from $75 a week to- 
$1,500 in only a few months when 
his first record look off as a hit. 

Other artists followed suit. The big 


American names, meanwhile, had 
suddenly priced themselves'out of 
reach for almost all clubs. 

There were other reasons. The at¬ 
mosphere turned unpleasant in many 
cabarets— nightclub murders became 
frequent at one point — and many 
clubgoers lost interest. 

New laws that forced patrons to eat 
meals with their drinks on Sunday, 
obliging club owners to install kit¬ 
chens, didn’t help. 

Neither did the opening of big new 
concert halls such as Place des Arts. 

"Artists could make as much money 
playing the big halls for two or three 
months as they could working the 
dubs for a year,’’ says impresario 


Charlemagne Landry. 

"And they perform for people who 
arc listening instead of drinking." 

Surprisingly, few veterans of the 
trade blame television for the demise 
of cabaret entertainment. 

In the 1950s, said Andre Norman, 
television shows weren't good enough 
to give nightclubs stiff competition. 
"^\nd several years later, in the mid- 
60s, television actually gave the clubs 
a sort of second wind.” 

Singer Renee Martel agrees, and 
speaks fondly of TV's teen-age hit¬ 
parade shows of that period. Those 
shows drew high ratings, turned new 
songs into overnight hits, and sent 
people into the clubs to hear their 


favorites in person. i 

"It was a gold rush," recalled Miss 
Martel. "You could work the Montreal 
area alone for three or four months of 
the year." 

Then came a second collapse. Ms. 
Martel attributes it to the spread 
of “snobbism" — making music to 
please the musical “milieu” instead of 
the public at large. 

She notes that the nightclub circuit 
is still going strong in Quebec outside 
of Montreal. She also believes that 
cabarets will be back in fashion within 
10 years. 

Until that happens, it's a menu of 
topless bars and disco for Montreal's? 
once pampered clubgoers.

New Conrad tome 
‘biographical feast’

JOSEPH CONRAD: The Three Lives, by 
Frederick K. Karl. Farrar, Straus and 

Glrous. $32.50. 

Scholars and admirers of Joseph 
Conrad's work, especially those hungry for 
more details on how a Pole became a 
distinguished English novelist, are treated 
to a biographical feast with Frederick R. 
Karl's missive volume. Joseph Conrad: 
The Three Lives. 

The Three Lives is a fascinating work 
w hich carries on its 1,008 pages the results 
of the author's lifetime study on Conrad. 
To establish how and why Conrad, the son 
of Polish polilicat revolutionaries, became 
one of the leading novelists in the Eng¬ 
lish language. Karl tells us more and 
in greater detail about Conrad the Pole, the 
sailor and the writer than any previous 
biographers, including the celebrated' G, 
Jean-Aubrey. 

Interest in Conrad's life and his work 
has recently been experiencing a revival. 
Last year Doubleday published Congo 
Diary, a small but interesting collection of 
Conrad s 22 pieces, many of them pre¬ 
viously uncollected and some unpublished, 
edited by Zdzislaw Najder. 

Until now there had been only three 
biographies, the most recent one published

nearly two decades ago. Conrad made if 
difficult for biographers to do justice to his 
unusually varied and colorful life by care¬ 
fully covering up his tracks, destroying let¬ 
ters written to him. telling contradic¬ 
tory anecdotes, and reshaping his past 
in published memoirs. 

Karl, a novelist as well as a scholar, 
integrates Conrad with the Polish, French 
and British historical backgrounds, and 
social and piMjcal contexts. He also deals 
with C'onradJtt™lleagues and friends and 
the influen|pH v had on Conrad's cultural 
and literary outlook — among them Henry 
James. Stephen Crane. H. G. Wells and 
Ford Madox Ford. 

Explaining the title of his book, Karl 
points out that "tw o lives have always been 
clear, as seaman and as writer. I have 
added to those a third, his life as a Pole." 

By not skipping over Conrad's first 
Id years in Poland. Karl properly as 
sumes that Conrad “carried away from his 
early experience sufficient freight to make 
those years into separate existence." 

For the same reason the author also 
concentrates on the French Interlude 
(1871-1878). focusing on Conrad's suicide 
attempt in Marseilles early in 1878. two 
months before he decided to ship out on an 
English vessel bound for Lowestoft, a 
small port on the east coast of England. 

After his parents' death, Conrad, as 
the son of a Polish patriot, had been 
expected to take up the role of the land 
owning gentry and provide opposition to 
the Russians, who were then occupying 
eastern paris of Poland.

into a business or profession. 


"However", says Karl, "despite the 
attractions of culture and language, 
Conrad never found his bearings in 
France, Instead, he sought bizarre adven 
turcs add, having gone through his patri¬ 
mony accumulated debts, he attempted 
suicide by firing a shot into his chest." The 
bullet went through Conrad's body without 
touching any vital parts, and he suffered 
external wounds only. 

Karl says Conrad's suicide attempt 
(at the age of 20), coinciding with his 
desire to leave French ships and join 
the British merchant service, was at¬ 
tached to several levels of decision. One of 
them was Conrad's desire to leave Poland, 
and later, while trying to control the direc¬ 
tion of his life, to escape the influence of 
his uncle and guardian, Tadeusz Bobrows- 
ki. 

The direction Conrad wanted to go 
disturbed Bobrowski, for many years re¬ 
sponsible for young Conrad's financial af¬ 
fairs. While living in France, Conrad was 
receiving an allowance of 2,000 francs 
(about $450-$500). Still in his twenties, 
Conrad particularly resented his uncle’s 
sober, ironic and often sardonic outlook on 
life. 

“And yet,” says Karl, "in another 
respect Bobrowski was a splendid in 
fluence on a boy and a young man who 
would become a writer. Twenty years 
before he wrote the first words of Al- 
mayer’s Folly. Conrad was close to a 
man familiar not only with all the great 
Polish authors, but with an International 
array of writers, from Pushkin and Ler- 
motov among Russians, to Byron and Poe, 
and Schiller among the Germans.” 

Through his father. Conrad had also 
become familiar with Shakespeare, Heine. 
Dickens, Hugo and de Vigny. And so, says 
Karl, a broad, humanistic pattern begun 
long before Conrad would turn actively to 
literature. 

"That he wrote in English is the cause 
of astonishment; that he wrote at all no 
cause for amazement." 

Dealing with Conrad's early years. 
Karl singles out several periods about 
which very little had been known until now. 
Years of research were needed to fill the 
many gaps and gather more material on 
such areas as the effects of Conrad’s shifts 
from one guardian to another (there were 
several of them); the influence of ex¬ 
cursions with his private tutor, includ¬ 
ing a summer tour of Switzerland and 
Italy; Conrad's frequent outbreaks of not 
properly defined illness; irregular atten¬ 
dance and poor performance at school, 
and, later, his adventures as a young 
man. 

"The events of Conrad's early years, up 
to the time of his English sea career at 
twenty, are far more novelistic and im¬ 
pressionistic than they are the facts of a 
conventional biography," says Karl. “As a 
youth Conrad was already living out what 
would become the analogous events of his 
characters' lives; and the biographer is 
left with ambiguous motivations and un¬ 
clear events.” 


Anecdotes 

The book is packed with interesting 
anecdotes, many of them In Conrad's 
own words, illustrating his views on a 
wide range of subjects. For example: 

• On politics: Socialism must inevit¬ 
ably end in Caesarism. The whole herd of 
idiotic humanity are moving at the bidding 
of unscrupulous rascals and a few sincere, 
but dangerous, lunatics. These things must 
be . . . disestablishment, land reform, uni¬ 
versal brotherhood are but like mile¬ 
stones on the road to ruin. 

• On death: There’s nothing I dread 
more than an impotent old age, and I hope 
the experience will be spared to me. 
(Conrad died at the age of 64, in 1924. He 
made the above comment, sensing an early 
death, when he was 62.) 

Karl concludes that in many ways 
Conrad is our representative modern man 
and artist. "An exile, a drifter, a marginal 
man until into his thirties, he exemplifies 
many aspects of the modern sensibility." 

The Three Lives is a monumental biog¬ 
raphy in which Karl gives us an outsland 
ing portrait of not only a rare and distin¬ 
guished writer, but a remarkable man.

"In the Soviet Union the 
rarest and most valuable 
thing is memory ... a man 
without memory is a 
corpse.” 

Testimony, the memoirs 
of one of the great Russian 
composers of our century, 
offers us a self portrait of 
Dimitri Shostakovich, a pro¬ 
foundly tormented man. 
deeply ambivalent in his 
personal feeling and in his 
role as Russian musical titan 
to the West. 

The “testimony" of the 
title is the “testimony of an 
eye-witness" record of-“the 
bitter experience of Shosta¬ 
kovich’s grey and miserable 
life.” 

Born in 1906, Shostako¬ 
vich's first memories were 
of the political events he wit¬ 
nessed in 1917 as a boy of 
12. From that ominous be¬ 
ginning. Shostokovich recon¬ 
structs such important 
periods of modern Russian 
history as the Stalln-led 
Great Terror of the 1930s, the 
pogroms, the great purges, 
the shameless revision of 
Russian history, and the offi¬ 
cially sanctioned plagiarism 
so widely practised in his 
time. The memoirs are also 
an account of one artist's 
intense psychological suffer¬ 
ing and torture, and of his 
bitterness and disillusion¬ 
ment at the impossible di¬ 
lemma placed before him. 

In Testimony, Shostako¬ 
vich also remembers his 
friends and sees “mountains 
of corpses." His relation¬ 
ships with such figures as his 
teacher Glazunov, the Rus¬ 
sian satirist and playwright 
Zoshchenko, Stravinsky 
(“the only composer of our 
century whom I would call 
great”), the poet Anna Akh¬ 
matova, Meyerhold, Maya¬ 
kovsky, Gogol and many 
others, arc all recalled and 
shared in a human and hon¬ 
est way. 

The Soviet system sees the 
function of art as reflecting 
the achievement of Its peo¬ 
ple in both material and 
moral spheres, and, by doing 
so, inspiring them to greater 
heights. Any individual ar¬ 
tistic style or work or art 
that draws attention to itself 


or presents an audience with 
difficulty is therefore open 
to the charge of “formal¬ 
ism,” immediately frowned 
upon, apd the artist fre¬ 
quently done away with. 

It would be easy to see 
Shostakovich as a hostage in 
his own country, a con¬ 
demned man, but it would 
not be an accurate reading. 
He worked under the most 
adverse psychological condi¬ 
tions and hardship, yet he 
was a Russian and a Commu¬ 
nist to the end of his life, 
seeing himself both as a So¬ 
viet citizen and as a com¬ 
poser. Winner of six Stalin 
Prizes, Shostakovich was 
often regarded by Soviet au¬ 
thorities with great suspi¬ 
cion and bitterly denounced 
in the Soviet press as an 
enemy of the people. 

Shostokovich was living 
proof of the Russian proverb 
that “a nightingale doesn't 
cease to be a nightingale just 
because it is put in a cage," 
yet his entire life was a war 
against the subjugation of 
the individual temperament. 
His major compositions are 
tom by his.attempted recon¬ 
ciliation of his own musical 
instincts with the declared 
requirements of the role of 
music in Soviet society. 


Even his best works such as 
the late quartets and the 
Tenth Symphony seem to be 
continually interrupted. We 
can almost hear the massive 
struggle between the imagi¬ 
native being of the artist and 
the desires of the totalitarian 
regime (which Shostakovich 
supported) for a “socialist- 
realist art,” a demand no 
less binding today. 

How to assert his artistic 
originality within these 
bounds was Shostakovich’s 


life-long predicament. No¬ 
where is this struggle more 
apparent than in his Tenth 
Symphony. Revered by 
many in the West as "an 
affirmation of belief in 
world peace,” this work is 
here revealed to be a portrait 
of Stalin and the Stalinist 
years of terror. 

As Volkov points out, the 
political resonances of many 
of Shostakovich's works in¬ 
terferes with an objective 
evaluation of their musical 


merits. Ignoring the political 
and social implications of 
his work, Shostakovich can 
be seen as a minor com¬ 
poser, his First Symphony 
an adolescent work in every 
sense, his vastly overrated 
Fifth Symphony mere wa¬ 
tered-down Mahler. Odds 
and ends of each of his best 
works satisfy and frequent 
ly excite the ear, but most of 
his compositions seem mud¬ 
dles, their movements musi¬ 
cally unrelated, the tensions 
unresolved. 

And what, finally, arc we 
to make of this book? These 
memoirs are important, -but 
they're also boring. Page 
after page of private mean- 
derings and backbiting do 
little to enhance Solomon 
Volkov’s reputation as an 
editor. 

Nevertheless, there is no 
doubt that Shostakovich was 
a courageous and articulate 
man. His life story is mov¬ 
ing, often harrowing, and he 
writes with sardonic wit. He 
was a true yurodivy, having 
the gift to see and hear what 
others know nothing about, 
but telling the w;orld about 
his insights in an intentional¬ 
ly paradoxical way, in 
oodc. 

Testimony contains a few 
dozen illustrations, a long 
preface and an Introduction 
by Volkov, the young Soviet 
musicologist, and a valu¬ 
able chronological listing of 
Dimitri Shostakovich's 
major compositions, titles, 
and awards. 


It'll still be super in paperback

The Second World War is a proven gold-mine for 
British authors Intent on thrilling espionage novels 
— one with a few nuggets left, if Douglas Scott's 
second novel, The Gifts of Artemis, is any kind of 
guide. 

Scott, whose first book The Spoils of War was 
widely acclaimed, had the advantage of having 
fought in Greece in 1944, landing with a British 
convoy on the heels of the retreating Germans. 

He has combined his personal knowledge of the 
building-by-building street fighting with a Greek 
legend and an Improbable Nazi invention to create 
an unusual and Informative novel, 

AH too many books involving Nazis produce 
stereotyped officers, but Scott's Abwehr agent 
Manfried Keller is a strangely dichromatic type 
who treats Germany’s enemies as friends, initially 
using the Greek Communists to destroy the divided 
resistance. 

Later, although he knows the Nazis are going to 


lose, he still ensures that the "gifts of Artemis" are 
delivered to the Greek Communist leader George 
Kirkos, who, following the legend to its end. ulti¬ 
mately uses the secret weapon with devastating 
effects on his own kin. 

The weapon, incidentally, is closely related to 
the type used by the Irish Republican Army to 
despatch none other than Earl Mountbatten of 
Burma a few months ago. 

Kirkos, Keller, Kirkos' wife Christina, British 
Army agent Capt. James Mackenzie and a token 
American, Leo Preston, are all dramatically believ¬ 
able figures and the story line gives the reader an 
historic insight into the shifting sands of Greek 
politics, the same in the late war years as they are 
now. 

While Gifts of Artemis Is a super story, the 
thrifty reader would be advised to seek out the 
paperback version.

WILD, ROMANTIC STORIES OF 19th-CENTURY INDIA 


Words spill from her typewriter 


M. M. Kaye is a storytell¬ 
er. 

The words spill from her 
mouth in a torrent, and it is 
sometimes hard to keep up 
with her fast-paced conver¬ 
sation. But what would you 
expect from a woman who 
has put an awesome number 
of words between covers in 
her two current best-selling 
novels of India, The Far Pa¬ 
vilions and Shadow of the 
Moon. 

At 955 pages, Pavilions, is 
the kind of book about which 
a reader says, “It took me 
July and August, but I had to 
finish it.” Shadow is not 
quite as hefty at 614 pages. 

Their appeal is in Kaye's 
richly detailed portrayal of 
the wild and romantic India 
of the 19th century where 
spoiled and wilful concu¬ 
bines assassinated their be 
jewelled way to powerful 
places in tiny — but rich — 
mountain kingdoms, where 
half-caste heroes and hero¬ 
ines are tossed with the des¬ 
tinies of clashing civiliza¬ 
tions. There are midnight 
escapes, love-making in rag¬ 
ing sandstorms. . -. all oh the 
backdrop of the Raj. 

Kaye is jolly; small, slen¬ 
der, greying and “on the 
wrong side of 60.” 

She was born in India, the 
daughter of a British Intelli¬ 
gence official playing the 
“great game" of trying to 
keep Afghanistan out of Rus¬ 
sian hands. 

The British made a 
"dreadful boggle" in Afgh¬ 
anistan, she says, and “I'm 
happy to see the Russians 
are now making the same 
boggle." 

Her family — and that o. 
her husband, a retired Brit 



In both her India novels, a 
principal character is sent to 
England for formal educa¬ 
tion. That's what happened 
to Kaye at 10. And like Ash¬ 
ton in Pavilion and Winter in 
Shadow she always intended 
to return. 


She did so at 17 and re¬ 
mained until her father's 
death, when she and her 
mother went back to Eng¬ 
land. There Kaye set herself 
up in a studio to paint and 
illustrate children’s books, 
eventually writing a scries 
of them herself. 


Her byline then was Mollic 
Kaye, "for the rabbits and 
the mice." But when she de¬ 
cided to switch to spy thrill¬ 
ers, she became M. M. Kaye 
(for Mary Margaret).- 
She lived In India dur¬ 
ing the Second World War 


ish army officer— had long 
been in British India and 
participated in incidents she 
describes in her books. 

As a child, Kaye recalls, 
her family went to Simla in 
the hills to escape Delhi’s 
summer heat. 

Her parents took a cottage 
by the forest with a view of 
the Himalayas. Below the 
house was a sign post point¬ 
ing up a narrow cart road. It 
read simply, “To Tibet." She 
says she and her sister used 
to race down to the trail 
to watch the colorful trader 
carts from Tibet pass by on 
their way to the Simla mar¬ 
ket. 

Years later, she went back 
and found almost everything 
unchanged, except the cart

trail. Before it had smelled 
of mule urine, but since 
China had sealed the border, 
“it was dry and empty and 
boring." 

Like many other British 
children growing up in a 
household with Indian ser 
vants, she learned to speak 
the local language. “We 
spoke the vernacular far 
better than English." Her 
ayah, or nurse, would take 


her to listen to storytellers in 
the market. 

"It was like a movie 
serial" where they keep you 
coming back for another epi¬ 
sode. The storyteller “would 
get you frightfully excited 
and then pass the hat 
around. If he collected 
enough, the story went on.” 

All along, Kaye was gath 
ering the knowledge of India 
and its people the fills her 
two books. Much of Pavil¬ 
ions is set in 1879 when Brit¬ 
ain failed in a bloody at¬ 
tempt to take Afghanistan. 
Shadow takes place a few 
years earlier in 1857 when

asking questions. In that 
way, she learned about the 
Afghan war and the mutiny 
from people who knew about 
it first-hand.

"doing volunteer work” 
while her husband often was 
away in Burma. They left 
India in 1947. 

Sad at having to leave 
India, the family returned 
for a time to England, where 
Kaye began writing again. 

Her spy novels caught on, 
but she wanted to write a 
book about India. Finally she 
got one thriller ahead and 
took two years off to do 
Shadow. _ 

Shadow has had an un¬ 
usual publishing history. 
Following the success of Pa¬ 
vilions, a hardback best¬ 
seller last year and now high 
on the paperback list. 
Shadow was reissued, and 
it, too, is on its way up the 
list. 

But when Shadow first was 
published 23 years ago, it 
contained only a third of its 
present 614 pages, says 
Kaye. The rest had been 
edited out. It did not sell 
well. 

They kept in the romantic 
stuff, she says, but took out 
the history. 

When the book came out, 
“colonialism was an abso¬ 
lutely unprintable word."

20 years later , Roman subway 


ROME (AP) — A four-oar train 
with the latest electronic safety 
gear pulled out of the Spanish 
"Steps station Saturday as Rome 
opened a new subway line 20 years 
after it was authorized. 

The train, filled with dignitaries, 
covered its 14-kilometre course in 
23 minutes, about 30 minutes less 


than it would take to trave, tne 
same route by bus or private 
car. 

The line, to be opened to the 
public Feb. 16. was plagued by 
delays from archeological disco¬ 
veries, cave-ins, underground 
water, protests by environmenta¬ 
lists and labor problems. 


It has 22 stations and runs from a 
point close to the Vatican to the 
city centre and then the eastern 
edge. 

Rome’s other subway line 
covers ll kilometres and has been 
in operation since 1955, running 
from the main train station to the 
capital's southern zone. 


City officials hope the new line 
will reduce Rome's automobile 
traffic by at least 15 per cent.

GREENSBORO, N.C. 
(UPI) — An estimated 4,500 
anti-Ku Klux Klan demon¬ 
strators marched peacefully 
through Greensboro on Sat¬ 
urday, where three months 
ago five people died in a 
gunbattle between Klans- 
jpien. Nazis and Communists 
at a similar demonstration. 

A limited state of emer¬ 
gency was in effect, and hun 
dreds of helmeted city police 
officers and highway patrol¬ 
men were stationed along 
the 3^-mile parade route. 
About 300 national guards¬ 
men were on standby in an 
other part of the city, but no 
incidents were reported 

T simply have to give 
credit to the marchers, they 
were very Organized and or¬ 
derly," said Capt. James 
Hilliard of the Greensboro 
police department. "Every¬ 
thing went very well." 


Two arrests were made, 
both for possession of 
weapons, but police said only 
one of the suspects was a 
marcher. Officers arrested 
a juvenile shortly after the 
march began for possession 
of a knife and possession of a 
controlled substance. 

A man identified as John 
P. Hunt, 26, of Greensboro 
was arrested earlier in the 
day in another part of the 
city and charged under a law- 
banning possession of 
weapons during a state of 
emergency. Officers said he 
was not connected with (he 
demonstration. 

In near-freezing tempera- 
lures. the demonstrators, 
carrying anti-Klan banners 
and signs espousing causes 
from gay rights to socialism, 
marched from the War Me¬ 
morial Stadium to the 
Greensboro Coliseum for a 
rally.

BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) 
— With world attention fo¬ 
cused on Iran and Afghanis¬ 
tan, most OPEC producers 
in the past week quietly 
raised Crude oil prices to a 
point analysts believe can¬ 
not go much higher. 

With Saudi Arabia leading 
the way, Kuwait, Iraq, 
Qatar, the United Arab 
Emirates, Iran, Venezuela 
and Nigeria increased their 
rates by $2 and $4 a barrel, 
a move expected to cost 
motorists another two cents 
a gallon. 

Nigeria announced a $4-a- 
barrclincrease Saturday. 

Tile price boosts surprised 
oil industry analysts, not 
only because these same 
countries had just raised 
their prices in December, 
but also because demand is 
expected to slacken sharply 
by mid-1980. 

Particularly unexpected 


was the decision tty Saudi 
Arabia lo raise the price of 
its Arabian light crude—the 
traditional benchmark for 
all OPEC prices—from $24 
to $26 a barrel. Only five 
weeks earlier. Saudi Oil Min¬ 
ister Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Ya- 
mani said: 

"We in Saudi Arabia think 
that $24 fs a good price . . . 
(We will maintain it) as long 
as possible." 

What changed? 

“The Saudis got fed up 
with having their oil un¬ 
derpriced," said Robert 
Mabro, Oxford University’s 
oil economist. 

"With market pressure as 
it was."..said the analyst, 
“the Saudis had to get their 
prices in line with the other 
producers." 

Since the meeting of the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries in 
Caracas in December, the 
Saudis have been charging 


$24 a barrel for the same 
quality oil for which Ihe Ira¬ 
nians were getting $28.50 and 
more. 

Saudi Arabia got out of 
step with the other 12 OPEC 
producers during Ihe wild oil 
market conditions that pre¬ 
vailed in 1979, a year when 
oil prices rose 100 per cent. 

The concept of Saudi Ara¬ 
bia setting the "marker" 
price, upon which all OPEC 
rates .would be based, be¬ 
came meaningless during 
the past year when there w as 
always someone ready to 
pay that extra dollar. 

At first. OPEC tried to 
maintain some semblance of 
price unity by instituting a 
two-tier system. "Hawkish" 
producers such as Libya, 
Iran, Algeria and Nigeria 
grouped around a ceiling 
price while the "doves ’— 
everyone else in the cartel- 
gathered around a lower 
floor price.

Others book seats at the 
Charlottetown Festival 
where the musical stage ver¬ 
sion of Anne of Green Gables 
plays along with other pro¬ 
ductions throughout July 
and August. 

Touring by car on Prince 
Edward Island is easy and 


convenient with the self- 
guiding day trips that cover 
small areas of the province. 
Most day trips are circular 
and cover from 80 to too km 
(50-60 miles), providing a 
close and intimate look. 

"Sometimes we pack up 
ourselves and our guests and 
go to the lobster supper in 
New Glasgow," Dan says 
with obvious delight. The 
community-style dinner in 
the village hall features 
home-cooked food, fresh 
boiled lobster and home¬ 
made desserts, with free 
seconds of everything except 
lobster. For those who don’t 
like lobster, a great roast 
beef dinner is available. 

"We really like to have 
children among Ihe guests." 
Ruth says. 


“We have the usual assort¬ 
ment of frnpn cats and dogs 
and lotjudfroom for kids to 
run." 

Children are allowed to 
play as loudly as they like in 
the fields without disturbing 
anyone. 

“This is probably a great 
vacation for the parents 
too,” Dan adds, "especially 
if they live in an apartment 
in the city the rest of the 
year." 

Sometimes The MacPher¬ 
sons’ grandchildren come 
over for a visit and join in 
with the visitors.

CHICAGO— Amtrak's train, the Inter-American, which 
links IB Texas cities with Chicago and the Middle West, has 
made the largest passenger gains of any train in the United 
States rail system since the Amtrak Reorganization Act 
went into effeej last Oct. I 

Amtrak showed a gain of 6.89 per cent patronage during 
the first month after the reorganization despite a cutback of 
more than H per cent in national route mileage. Gain for the 
Inter-American, which now includes part of the route of the 
discontinued Lone Star, was 67.72 per cent. 

The Inter-American runs for 1.452 miles from Chicago 
to the Mexican border city of Laredo. Major stops on this 
route include St. Louis, Little Rock. Dallas, Fort Worth. 
Austin and San Anlonio. The train now splits at Temple. 
Tex., wilh one. senior! going to Houston while the rest of 
the train continues to Laredo. 

Part of the big gain in ridership was due to the inclusion 
on the route of Houston, now the fifth most populous of U.S. 
cities, and part to the fact the train now operated daily 
through the year. Formerly the Inter-American ran daily 
only during peak summer months and three times weekly the 
rest of the year. 

The Inter-American operates with sleeper and Am- 
dinette meal and beverage service between Chicago and 
Houston. Complimentary coffee and tea are served sleeping 
ear patrons between 6:30 and 9:30 a m. There is also 
sandwich, snaek and beverage service on theTeinple-Laredo 
leg. 

At Laredo, travellers may cross the border by taxi to 
continue trips by rail via the National Railways of Mexi¬ 
co. The daily Aztec Eagle links Nuevo Laredo with 
Mexico City via Monterey, Saltillo, Venegas, San Luis 
Potosi, San Miguel Allende and Qucretaro. The connec¬ 
tion requires an overnight stay at Laredo or Nuevo 
Laredo, which many travellers find agreeable. 

Amtrak travel agents offer a package tour of the 
border cities including two nights at Laredo's La Quinta 
Inn. a welcome cocktail and sightseeing for $56.95 each, 
double-occupancy. The operators of this tour, Southwest 
Funseckers of Arlington, Tex., also have packaged three- 
day, two-night Amtrak stopover lours in other Texas 
cities. 

Meanwhile, Amtrak has adopted a new slogan: "Ameri¬ 
ca's Getting Into Training.’’ 

The slogan reflects corporate optimism and deter- 


minatijm after a year of decision which President Alan 
S. Boyd summarized by saying: “1979 may have been the 
most significant year for rail passenger service in this 
century." 

A year long debate finally culminated with President 
Jimmy Carter signing the Amtrak.Reorganization Act which 
trimmed back some of Amtrak’s less productive and/or 
duplicative routes, but at the same time added others. 

Most important, Congress gave Amtrak its strongest 
financial commitment—more than $700 million in capital 
funding over the next three years for purchases of new 
equipment and to improve facilities. 

Boyd recently said in an interview: "Our goal is to 
make Amtrak the No. 1 transportation company in Ameri- 
ca." • . 

New intermodal agreements which bring both Grey¬ 
hound and Trailways buses right to Amtrak stations have 
begun at Cincinnati and in the Pacific Northwest. 

The new Greyhound service at Cincinnati picks up 
passengers arriving on Amtrak’s Cardinal from Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., via Charleston, W. Va.. and on The Shenandoah 
from Washington, D.C.. via Cumberland. Md.. Clarks¬ 
burg and Parkerburg, W. Va. Tbe bus then continues to 
Louisville, Fort Knox and Bowling Green, Ky.; Nashville, 
Tenn., and Birmingham. Ala. 

An agreement wilh Cascade Trailways provides connec¬ 
tions at both the Seattle and Tacoma Amtrak stations to and 
from the Scattle-Taeoma Airport. McChord Air Force Base, 
Fort Lewis and such other Puget Sound area destinations as 
Auburn, Puyallup and Bremerton. 

Connecting Amtrak trains include the Seattle-Los An¬ 
geles Coast Starlight, the Seattle-Chicago Empire Builder, 
Seattle-Vaneouver. B.C.. Pacific International and the Seat¬ 
tle-Salt Lake City Pioneer 

A family or other group of four can split costs on an 
Amtrak I960 "Rail, Road and City Adventure" and enjoy 
three days' unlimited mileage use of a Hertz car, plus a night 
at a Holiday Inn, for as little as $28 each. 

The new combination package is available at 61 
locations through the country served by the three na¬ 
tional travel organizations. Amtrak travel agents and 
reservation agents can book the rail trip, plus car and inn 
with one transaction.

I'd had the same routine: ‘Everything is 
arranged.' 

“Just like you, by that night they’d fixed it."

Iran-caper votes eluding Tories

Despite a heavy outpouring for Joe Clark from the 
American people thanking Canada for its role in the 
“Canadian Caper,” it is unlikely the Iranian events that 
dominated the campaign last week will translate Into 
a massive shift to the Conservatives. 

As the latest public opinion poll conducted by the Gallup 
organization indicated Saturday, almost 80 per cent of 
those surveyed said the affair would not change the 
way they planned to vote. 

But as Week Six ended—amid a flurry of stepped-up 
Cold War rhetoric—Joe Clark's top advisers were bouyed by 
the timing of the actions taken by Canadian ambassador 
Kenneth Taylor in Tehran. 

“We're back in the ball game and that is just great," 
said one top Clark handler late Tuesday after the news 
broke that Canada had played a crucial role in spir¬ 
iting six American diplomats out of strife-torn Iran. 

Throughout the week, as Clark bused through the 
snow-covered flatlands of southern Ontario, tributes were 


paid to him, External Affairs Minister Flora MacDonald and 
the department for Its handling of the six Americans. 

Clark, who confirmed the story in a Brantford radio 
hotline program, was congratulated by one caller who 
said he had “begun to wonder if Canada lost its spine” 
in the international theatre. 

Later in Wingham, Ont — population 4,500 and solidly 
Tory—another caller said the prime minister and ex¬ 
ternal affairs officials did us proud in their actions. 

Although Clark appeared as if he did not want make 
political hay out of the rescue operation, his handlers 
carefully stage-managed praise for the actions. 

In Kitchener on Tuesday—the day the story broke— 
Clark attempted to pay tribute to a “group of coura¬ 
geous public servants” but was drowned out by heck¬ 
lers. Sensing the immediate opposition to the apparent 
grandstanding, the prime minister dropped the subject. 

But if Clark would not make mention of the caper in 
speeches, it was clear his advisers refused to let a good 
issue die. 

During a huge rally in Barrie, where more than 2,000

Whatever the effect of the Iranian rescue has on the 
campaign, it was also evident that Conservative strategists 
had realized the foreign policy card was theirs to play—at the 
expense of Liberal leader Pierre Trudeau.

The Liberal leader’s at¬ 
tacks on Clark’s bumbling 
foreign policy dominated a 
week where he also pro¬ 
mised a Liberal government 
would keep oil price in¬ 
creases below $4-a-barre!

Throughout the week, Tru¬ 
deau charged that Clark was 
trying win seats by exploit¬ 
ing the embassy affair and 
with promises to restrict 
grain shipments to the Soviet 
Union and to boycott the 
summer Olympics.

By the end of the week, 
during a visit to the Eastern 
Townships, Trudeau char¬ 
ged that the Tories' Quebec 
organizer Rodrique Pageau 
had been told about the diplo- 
mats on Boxing Day and 
bragged he was going to turn 
Clark into an international 
statesman within 24 hours. 

Then on Friday he said the 
only reason External Affairs 
Minister Flora MacDonald 
officially revealed the secret 
was because the story was 
"common cocktail gossip in 
Quebec". 

Clark denied all of the 
charges and as the week 
wore on Trudeau sounded 
like a nagging child. 

Especially when thou¬ 
sands of Americans plas¬ 
tered signs in windows, put 
up bill boards and played “0 
Canada” on radio stations, 
thanking Clark and Canada 
for being a good neigbor. 

Even U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter thanked 
Clark for “standing by the 
United States” during a tele¬ 
phone call Thursday. Carter 
also praised the Tory leader 
for saying he would support 
a boycott of the summer 
Olympics and restrict grain 
shipments to the Soviets.

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Corruption probe rocks Congress 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In what is 
being described as the biggest public 
corruption probe since Watergate, FBI 
undercover agents posing as bribc- 
payjng Arab businessmen have for two 
years been investigating a U.S. sena¬ 
tor, six congressmen and about 20 state 
officials. 

Sources said Saturday that the FBI 
used hidden cameras to film most of 
the meetings at which undercover 
agents handed high public officials a 
total of nearly $1 million in cash. 

In return, the public officials alleg¬ 
edly promised to help a supposed 
wealthy Arab businessman in his busi¬ 
ness dealings and in winning more 
permanent immigration status for 
himself and his friends. 

Sources said FBI agents, including 
one of Arabian descent, masqueraded

as aides to the Arab while tunneling 
the payoffs. 

Federal grand juries are expected to 
be asked soon to bring indictments 
against a number of the public offi¬ 
cials, sources said. 

Among those investigated, sources 
said, were: Democratic Senator Harri¬ 
son Williams of New Jersey; Demo¬ 
cratic Representatives John Murphy 
of New York, Frank Thompson of New 
Jersey, Michael Myers and Raymond 
Lcdcrer of Pennsylvania; John 


Jenrette of South Carolina, and Re¬ 
publican Richard Kelly of Florida. 

Official sources said the FBI had yet 
to, decide whether to arrest those in¬ 
volved, or to wait until grand jury 
subpoenas are issued. Agents fanned 
out Saturday, however, to interview 
the officials and inform them they 
were under investigation. 

After Ffll agents left William*’ 
home in Washington’s fashionable 
Georgetown section Saturday, the sen-, 
ator told NBC: "Just a few minutes 


ago two members of the FBI were 
here and for the first time I learned 
about this . . . And therefore I am 
in no position to comment.. 

Asked if he was a target of the 
probe, the 60-year-old senator replied: 
“Right now it appears that I am.” 

Sources said the investigation was 
spawned from an FBI undercover 
probe of thefts of stocks and bonds 
and art, which led agents posing as 
Arabs to local political figures in New 
Jersey. 


“We were not out looking for politi¬ 
cal corruption," one FBI source said. 
“It came to us. We were introduced to 
the first political figure in 1978, and it 
just went from there.” 

The Long Island newspaper News- 
day reported that a convicted felon in¬ 
volved in the initial probe first pointed 
FBI agents toward municipal contract 
fraud in New York, Philadelphia and 
New Jersey, 

Later, allegations arose that mem¬ 
bers of Congress were accepting pay¬ 


offs for their Influence in assisting 
private businessmen and foreigners 
wishing to stay in the United States. 

FBI agents In five cities then posed 
as Arab businessmen, consultants and 
advisers, meeting with public officials 
over the next 24 months in a four- 
storey office building on Long Island, 
in a New Jersey condominium, on a 
yacht off the Florida coast, in a town 
house in Washington’s Georgetown 
section and elsewhere. 

The townhouse in Washington was 
“lavishly appointed . . . just to go < 
along with the scenario of big bucks," 
one source said. “It reflected people 
with monetary backing." 

One source said the operation—code- 
named Abscam for Arab scam—was

Authorities also said 
progress was made in nego¬ 
tiations with representatives 
of those holding out. 

“Over 300 inmates have 
turned themselves over to 
authorities here at the peni¬ 
tentiary,” Griffin said, Sat¬ 
urday evening. “The situa¬ 
tion as it stands now is 
stable.” 

But Andrews said more 
prisoners had given up since 
Griffin’s statement, possibly 
as many as 100. 

Radio conversations be¬ 
tween convicts inside the 
prison indicated violence 
was more extensive than re¬ 
ported by officials. 

"There’s a whole lot ..of 
dead in A-l—about 15," one 
prisoner said. 

Another said: “Attention, 
attention all units. You all 
stop killing each other.

American hostages held In 
Iran will be released upon 
arrival in Tehran of mem¬ 
bers of an international tri¬ 
bunal to hear charges 
against the deposed shah, 
the Sunday Times reported 
today. 

In a front-page story by 
Egyptian journalist Mu- 


hammed Heikal, the London 
newspaper said an agree¬ 
ment evolved "as a result of 
a flurry of private communi¬ 
cations between the United 
States and Iran." 

"The process has been ac¬ 
celerated by messages sent 
by President Carter to the 
Ayatollah Khomeini and the 
new Iranian president, Abol- 


hassan Bani-Sadr, over the 
past few days,” said Heikal, 
who edited the semi-official 
Egyptian newspaper Al 
Ahram from 1957 to 1974. 

Although the hostages will 
be released upon arrival of 
tribunal members, Heikal 
said that under a compro¬ 
mise they will be “kept in 
Tehran in the custody of a

Swiss)," The United States 
would have access to them 
and be responsible for their 
“health and welfare.” 

The Sunday Times story 
follows a prediction Friday 
by Rudiger von Wechmar, 
West German ambassador 
to the United Nations, that 
the hostages might be 


brought home in four to eight 
weeks as a result of a UN 
effort. 

The ambassador said the 
plan, worked out by UN Sec¬ 
retary-General Kurt Wald¬ 
heim, would involve an in¬ 
ternational commission 
going to Tehran to listen to 
Iranian grievances, and an 
interim shift of custody of 


the hostages from the hands 
of the militants who have 
held the U.S. embassy since 
Nov. 4. 

Heikal gave no attribution 
for his report. He said the 
question of how long the 
American captives would re¬ 
main in third-party custody 
“is still under discussion." 

The U.S. proposed a 


seven-day period, Heikal 
said, but the Iranians would 
not accept that, saying once 
the hostages had left Iran the 
United States would ignore 
the tribunal. 

The Sunday Times report 
said that Carter informed 
Iranian leaders that “the 
U.S. perception of what is 
happening in Iran has been 


changed by developments in 
Afghanistan following the 
Soviet invasion.” 

He said Carter urged that 
the hostage issue be resolved 
so Washington and the new 
Iranian government could 
’ reconsider relations and as

PARKSVILLE — Parks- 
ville's post office will soon 
get some much-needed and 
long-awaited expansion of 
its mail boxes, incumbent 
MP Ted Miller has said. 

Miller said he has received 
confirmation from the post¬ 
master-general that the post 
office's service will be ex¬ 
panded, hopefully ending the 
shortage of mail boxes. 

Miller added he would see 
if the expansion would meet 
the needs of "this fast-grow¬ 
ing community.” He’s an 
NDP member for Nanaimo- 
Alberni. 

Parksville Postmaster Al 
Humphrey said about 300 
boxes are to be added in the 
foyer of the present building, 
adding to the 1,637 boxes. 

“This will suffice for this 
year,” Humphrey said. "It 
will take care of what we 
have on hand." There’s a list 
of about 300 persons await¬ 
ing mail boxes. 


The original suggestion 
put forward by Perry, who 
chaired the meeting, was 
that the proposed centre 
might be located at the site 
of the new Woodside Park 
in Parksville. However com¬ 
ments from the Parksville 
aldermen indicated the park 
probably doesn’t have 
enough space left—and the 
remaining section is the site 
of several springs which 
cannot be disturbed. 

After a period of discus¬ 
sion, the meeting decided to 
form two subcommittees to 
look into the needs of the 
community and the type Of 
facility to be built. 

The group also decided to 
commission its executive to 
proceed with forming a legal 
society to pursue the goal of 
building a multi-use cultural 
complex. 

Some of the facilities 
which will be considered for 
inclusion in the building 
might be a gallery for art 
and craft displays, a place to 
act as a permanent home for 
historical artifacts, meeting 
rooms for the various groups 
and a large auditorium for 
musical and theatrical pre¬ 
sentations. 

Part of the reason the Dis¬ 
trict 69 Arts Council is spear¬ 
heading this move to get a 
new arts centre is that its 
own present facility in the 
McMillan school is to be 
taken from them in five 
years, having been sold to 
the provincial government. 

B.C. has guaranteed the 
arts council five years, but 
will probably require the 
land then for other govern¬ 
ment uses. 

In addition, the district has 
been missing out on a num¬ 
ber of touring artistic 
groups, which cannot per¬ 
form in the area because of a 
lack of a suitably large facil¬ 
ity, -which could make such 
performances financially vi¬ 
able. 

The present McMillan 
school facility is not ade¬ 
quate. Hirezy said, noting 
over’the last year the arts 
council staged 16 shows 
which attracted 300 to 1,000 
visitors each, and the build¬ 
ing is used by eight groups 
for meetings. 

The new executive said it 
would hold monthly meet¬ 
ings to review progress on 
the project.

NANAIMO — Associated

The board did adopt a mo¬ 
tion last week that commit¬ 
ted the district to the princi¬ 
pal of equalizing percentage 
of actual classroom time be¬ 
tween high school and ele¬ 
mentary teachers. 

Trustee Marjorie Stewart

Sayward land owner issue 

Boundary tiff hotter

COURTENAY — The boundary extension issue 
which has divided residents into opposing camps 
took another turn last week when Comox-Stratheona . 
Regional District directors received a letter which 
was termed as an "insult" in its tone. 

The letter from D. G. Brown, administrator'for 
the village of Sayward, said that "my council has in¬ 
structed me to write you concerning the motion 
made at the Dec. 11 inaugural meeting of the 
Comox-Stratheona Regional District, referring to 
the boundary extension granted to the village." 

Council, Brown said, had gone on record as 
opposing iq the very strongest terms possible "the 
blatant interference of the regional board in the 
affairs of this municipality." 

In moving to have the letter received and filed, 
one director said that was as much consideration as 
it should receive. 

Meanwhile, the lands ministry has written the 
regional district noting that the board had in the past 
requested the ministry to investigate the possibility 
of developing rural residential land in the Sayward 
Valley for residents who wish to live a rural 
lifestyle. 

According to the letter, the regional district has 
informed the ministry that several private subdivi¬ 
sion developents have received district approval 
and include nine lots being developed by MacMillan 
Bloedel and 33 lots being developed by Woodland 
Properties. ■ -, ■, 

The regional district was asked to monitor the 
supply and demand for rural residential subdivi¬ 
sions “and if the private market is not meeting the 
demand, the ministry is prepared to assist you in 
developing rural subdivisions as required.” 

However, while rural development is being 
discussed, Municipal Affairs Minister William 
Vander Zalm has written to regional district direc¬ 
tors, advising that he has asked senior officials 


to review the Sayward boundary extension matter, 
interview affected parties and make recommenda¬ 
tions. 

The Jan. 11 letter said a meeting with affected 
residents was set and that the minister would 
consider all representations made by all affected 
parties prior to making a final decision on the 
matter. 

His intei’est in the matter came after 32 resi¬ 
dents affected by the boundary extension asked for 
a review of the issue. 

They want the order rescinded and a poll taken 
among the affected property owners. 

They say justice has not been done and a 
precedent has been set, which will affect other 
property owners in unorganized areas. 

The land owners claim that extending the 
boundary without their representation was morally 
wrong and the additional land for housing develop¬ 
ment is not suitable for that purpose. 

But, while land development and boundary 
extension issues rage on. the village has written 
C-SRD, asking that the regional district explore the 
possibility of a joint venture with the village, 
whereby fire protection can be given to the Sayward 
portion of Area H. 

To add further to confusion about Sayward, 
Mrs. Jeanette Sacht, representing the Voice of 
Unincorporated Sayward, appeared before regional 
district directors to oppose a proposed dry land 
sort by MacMillan Bloedel. 

"I was of the opinion that the notice and 
application was done covertly,” she told directors. 

Her brief pointed out that the estuary of the 
Salmon River has undergone a drastic decrease, 
reducing the size of the rivermouth from 3,300 feet 
to 2,100 feet or about one-third. 

Now. the brief said, the recent application 
would reduce it by another 300 feet. 

Regional directors, who had already opposed 
the MB application, reaffirmed their opposition. 


school teachers spend about 
75 per cent of their working 
day in the classroom, while 
junior high school teachers 
have 80 per cent classroom 
time and elementary teach¬ 
ers 100 per cent. 

Superintendent of schools 
Bruce Hoadley said, how¬ 
ever, that he believed the 
percentage was actually 
higher than 75 per cent for 
senior high teachers. 

DOUG SOMMERS, presi¬ 
dent of the NDTA, said that 
he would be looking to the 
group's membership for a 
reaction to the tentative bud¬ 
get cut. 

The association would 
have been content with the 
5.8 teachers budgeted to help 
implement APDT, he said 
In November, when the 
school board appeared ready 
to adopt a budget without 
any APDT provision, scores 
of teachers turned up at a 
board meeting to protest the 
exclusion. 

At that time, the trustees 
agreed to include the $55,000 
item, to be reconsidered at 
budget time. 

The board has scheduled 
another budget meeting for 
Wednesday, to work on the 
document that must be fina¬ 
lized by Feb. 16. 

In another straw vote, the 
board made a $57,000 cut in 
the education budget by de¬ 
ciding to turn down the re¬ 
quest for six additional ju¬ 
nior high teachers, to reduce 
some of the class sizes, pri¬ 
marily in English. 

The board had asked that 
the budget straw votes, par 
ticularly where personnel 
were involved, not be report¬ 
ed until finalized. 

BOARD HEAD Joy Leach 
said, however, that there 
was no way the APDT deci¬ 
sion could not be reported. 

"We’re going to be making 
big news," Leach said be¬ 
fore the item was discussed. 
"That news will be going 
through our system. What¬ 
ever we do, it’s going to have 
to be reported." 

Trustees balked at the idea 
of taking a final vote on the 
APDT issue, rather than a 
straw vote, however, mainly 
because they said they had 
not taken a look at the over¬ 
all effect of the tentative 
decisions. 

Trustee Marjorie Stewart 
said that she was opposed to 
the inclusion of the APDT 
item because it would be 
“jumping in at the deep 
end." 

She said thqt APDT is "not 
a learning condition issue, it 
is a working conditions 

issue.” 

SHE SAID THAT APDT 
would result in a reduction of 
teacher-pupil contact hours 
and that there was no assur¬ 
ance that the use of district 
staff to supplement APDT 
would not damage district 
programs, such as music 
and Action Nanaimo. 

She said that using extra 
teachers for APDT was “the 
most expensive solution" 
and she was distressed that 
elementary teachers had re¬ 


jected the idea of other types 
of support service. 

Trustee Hugh Ney said 
that although he had many 
reasons for opposing.the 
APDT budget item, he was 
primarily concerned about 
the fact that no other dis¬ 
tricts in the province have 
such a program. 

JIE SAID THAT the Nan 
aimo board would be making 
a “landmark decision" if it 
included APDT in its budget. 

He said that decision 
should not be made in isola¬ 
tion and the issue should be 
raised at the B.C. School 
Trustees Association. 

Leach commented that she 
believed she was among 
many people in Nanaimo 
who had difficulty under 
standing why most profes¬ 
sionals work a 9 a m to 5 
p.m. day but elementary 
teachers work 9 a m. to 3 
p.m. 

SHE SAID THAT if a 

teacher leaves at 3 p.m.. 
then there are really still two 
hours in the workday left. 

“I do believe elementary 
teachers experience stress 
from the additional expectu 
lions we have been putting 
on them," Leach said, but 
added that she had made a 
deliberate choice between 
retaining small classroom 
size and giving the APDT. 

Trustee Bill Holdnm said 
that the NDTA had been 
"convincing and persua 
site" in its campaign for 
APDT. 

He cited the NDTA study 
that said elementary teach 
ers spent 45 to 60 hours a 
weeft on teaching and relat- 
ed duties. . 

He said he would be w illing 
to deny APDT to elementary 
teachers only if the board 
was willing to take away 
preparation time for high 
school teachers. 

The straw vote on the 5.8 
teachers for APDT saw only 
Holdom and Trustee Pal 
Barron favoring the pro 
gram. 

Trustee Margo Westrheim 
.then proposed a motion that 
the board support the princi¬ 
pal of equalizing the amount 
of preparation time given 
high school and elementary 
teachers, and that the NDTA 
be asked to suggest how that 
could be achieved efficiently 
and economically. 

DESPITE PROTESTS 

from Ney that the NDTA 
would probably suggest- 
APDT was the best way to 
achieve the goal of equaliza¬ 
tion, other trustees favored 
the motion. 

Trustees went along with 
Ney's motion that the extra 
six teachers proposed as ad 
ditions to junior high school 
staffs be deleted, because of 
the issue of preparation 
rime. 

The board was working on 
the second draft of its 19811 
budget, with a total budget 
thatwasupl2.8per cent over 
last year’s budget but 16.4 
per cent over last year's ac¬ 
tual expenditures.

DRIED PEAS 

Voyage of the Lillehorn 


Early in the morning of 
Aug. 3 the Lillehorn was enter¬ 
ing the anchorage off Balboa 
and as usual many ships were 
waiting for passage. I was on 
the bridge with Captain Jones 
and he was trying to pick a spot 
to anchor. 

The signal station began to call us up and 
asked: “What ship?” 

Of course I replied: “Lillehorn”. 

After an appreciable time the next signal was: 
“Good God! Where have you. been? You should 
have been here. 10 days ago!” 

WHILE THIS EXCHANGE of signals was 
going on the captain had found a berth and put the 
engines full astern, but became so bemused by the 
length of the signal that he forgot about the ship 
“i having sternway; anyway, she hardly moved 
ahead. 

By the time We realized what was happening 
the mystery of her reputed speed was solved: it 
was about 10 knots astern, with those little propel¬ 
lers working in clear water. Took quite a while to 
stop her, but luckily all was clear and we finally 
anchored. 

The Canal transit was pretty well routine and 
we were locked through with a couple of other 
quite small vessels. Whenever the engines had to 
be started, the Lillehom’s habit of seemingly 
blowing up, with a fearfull noise and a cloud of soot 
and sparks, at the bottom of the locks was really 
spectacular. The first time I thought we had lost 
our pilot for good; however he became used to it; 
but not so the strangers at each lock. 

ON REACHING CRISTOBAL the Canal au¬ 
thorities wanted our transit money and as this 
could not be paid before the deck cargo was 
unloaded and the freight received, five days of 
desperate calling between Panama and Halifax 
took place. 

In Do way were the Canal people going to 
accept a personal cheque from the Smith brothers, 
cash on the barrel head. 

All was finally resolved, deck cargo dis¬ 
charged, all bills paid, fuel, water and stores 
aboard, and we sailed for Montreal. I forgot to 
mention that after a great deal of arguing the crew 
managed to get an advance of $10. 

The subject of using what little fresh meat and 
provisions we obtained, at a few points throughout 
the voyage, became something of a sore point. The 
cook invariably bacame “stoned” iii any port, and 
remained so for about four days after leaving, 
locked in his room and with the key to the 
steel-doored coolroom secreted somewhere. I 
must say though that he could make a fine meal out 
of anything that came out of a can. 

OUR COURSE from theCanal was through the 
Windward and Crooked Island Passages and then 
we edged over towards the Gulf Stream and so 
towards the Strait of Canso and the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence. 

Alas, this was not to be. First, the port engine 
gave up completely and the verdict was that 
shipyard repairs were essential; then the star¬ 
board engine had to be stopped and played around 
with every now and again. Definitely a shipyard 
was required by now and it was decided to head for 
Norfolk, Virginia for repairs. 

Course was altered for Cape Hatteras and 
Norfolk, which we reached about Aug. 30. We tied 
up to a shipyard in the Elizabeth River and the 
haggling began again, in real earnest this time. 

There was no money (either for repairs or a 
small advance for the crew), as of course there 
was no cargo, and the hope of any from the 
insurers was away in the future. 

Neither of the Smith brothers could come 
down to us, as they were unable to enter the U.S. 
because of their rum running activities. 

All negotiations had to be handled through 
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In the first episode the Lillehorne, a 
mother ship of rum row and prohibition 
days, had sailed from Vancouver and 
Crofton with a load of cargo, plus a 
mysterious “1« tons of dried peas” that 
had been loaded first and to which access 
was blocked. This final episode starts at 
Balboa for transit through the Pana¬ 
ma Canal. 


agents and, as before, cash was demanded. Before 
the end a U.S. marshal was aboard to ensure that 
we would not skip out before all bills were paid. 

DURING THIS TIME relations between the 
mate and the chief engineer reached an extremely 
serious point, mainly centering on our engine trou¬ 
bles. These two had never particularly cared for 
each other and the situation had been steadily 
growing worse. It culminated when shortly before 
reaching Norfolk the mate took to carrying his 
revolver and the chief took refuge, most of the 
time, behind the steel door of his cabin. 

A very slow job was started on repairs to both 
engines and we were left pretty much on our own. 
Eventually one of the owners (the double-dealing 
younger brother who had been in Vancouver) did 
manage to get down to Norfolk for 48 hours. He 
arranged that we would each get a $50 advance, but 
only through a marine clothing outfitter. Officially 
we could get up to $50 worth of heavy weather 
clothing, but with a discount of 30 per cent the 
outfitter supplied us with some cash. Both clothing 
and a few dollars cash were needed, so we ended up 
with a little of both.

A RATHER HUMOROUS (1 thought) episode 
happened when the owner came aboard. Wien a 
ship is arrested for non-payment of debts, or 
whatever, a notice is prominently displayed on her 
to that effect. This is commonly known as a 
"plaster”. Well, we had the marshal aboard to see 
that we didn’t sneak away (some chance), and I 
made a notice and affixed it to the foremast with 
the wording of: “X marks the spot where the 
plaster will lie”. The owner was not amused! 

Meanwhile we were still being kept under the 
eagle eye of the USCG. Once a day, at least, and 
occasionally oftener, a small cutter of that service 
would come up the river, hang around for a while 
and sometimes yam about our trip and troubles, 
always working around to our cargo and the dried 
peas. 

EVENTUALLY AROUND OCT. 15 all repairs 
were completed; a few stores and some fuel were 
taken aboard; and we sailed for the Gulf. We left 
about 2300 on a dark and quite rainy night, once 
again trailed by a cutter. In the channel clearing 
Hampton Roads, with considerable traffic around 
and the cutter about a mile away, the engines and 
generator stopped and the ship was in total dark¬ 
ness. 

We could see immediately that the cutter 
thought this was a ruse to give her the slip, for she 
promptly increased her speed and came plunging 
towards our last known position. Luckily there was 
a flashlight to hand and we managed to signal her 
that it was only a breakdown. After about an hour 
we were under way again Somewhere in the 
vicinity of Georges Bank the C.G. gave up on us 
and we were alone. 

The weather was atrocious approaching Nova 
Scotia and our speed very slow. Nevertheless, 
after spending a night in a snow storm trying to 
find Chedabucto Bay, we finally got through the 
Strait of Canso. 

AS SOON AS WE cleared the Strait and 
entered Georges Bay we encountered a heavy 
northerly gale, with thick snow, reducing the 
visibility to about a mile and our speed to about two 
knots. Course was altered, therefore, fc> a little 


west of north, to work up in the lee of East Point, 
Prince Edward Island. 

However, although the sea eased down some¬ 
what, the wind and snow showed no sign of letting 
up and we decided to run close along the shore to 
the westward to Souris. The little town and port 
was finally made, where under the watchful eye of 
the harbour master, who came down to the break¬ 
water to meet us, we thankfully made fast on the 
north side of this breakwater, in shelter at last. 

It was Oct. 27 and we remained at this berth 
until Nov. 4, while the northerly gale blew itself 
out. 

THE HARBOUR MASTER was an enormous 
man, a Newfoundlander, very hearty and jolly, 
and always accompanied by a black labrador 
almost as big as a pony, a fitting companion for 
such a man. The people of Souris were the usual 
pleasant P.E.I. small town types; they couldn't do 
enough for us in the way of hospitality; and I can 
still see their eyes open when we spun the occa¬ 
sional yarn of happenings in Australia or the 
Orient. They had practically no idea of distances to 
other parts of the world, but their hearts were 
big. 

On the 4th the wind shifted to the southeast and 
blew with increasing force; so we had to get away 
from our berth and carry on for the St. 
Lawrence. 

THE MEANS OF LEAVING were certainly 
unusual. We kept a stern line fast to the break¬ 
water while the engines were started, and then, 
after being fairly sure that they would stay 
running, the harbour master let the line go and we 
promptly went full ahead and around the end of the 
breakwater. I can still see this huge man and his 
equally huge dog. 

The weather was bitingly cold and past the 
mouth of the Saguenay River quite a bit of ice was 
encountered, which again made for a slow speed. 
Quebec was reached on the 8th, where we stayed 
overnight; however, because of piled-up ice, we 
could get only the forward end of the ship alongside 
the wharf; consequently our gangway was a rather 
shaky plank affair. 

ARRIVING AT MONTREAL on Nov. 12, we 
were directed to proceed to the owners' wharf, just 
inside the Lachine Canal; but the Lillehorn had 
another trick up her sleeve. The engines failed, 
and of course the steering, just when approaching 
the lock entrance, with the result that she bumped 
very heavily on the port bow. Eventually we 
managed to get alongside the wharf (drawing 
about 14 feet in 14 M feet of water), tied up and shut 
down the machinery. 

Everyone except the chief engineer and one of 
his men wanted to be paid off right away and did 
so. Of course being in Canada, if we wanted to get 
back to Vancouver we had to pay our own way, and 
we also paid any hotel and meal expenses. 

For some reason the owner was very friendly 
towards me and asked that I stay and take the ship 
to Sarnia, particularly as he found out about my 
cargo plan, and that it was the only one in 
existence. But no dice; I had had quite enough and 
also left. 

IT WAS JUST AS WELL, for when we went 
down for our gear the following morning we found 
that the ship had sunk in about six inches of water! 
Evidently the bump at the lock entrance had been 
more serious than appeared; she was holed some¬ 
where, and no one had bothered about her over¬ 
night. 

So there she was, nicely becoming frozen in for 
the winter, alongside a wharf and on the bottom. 

Three of us booked by bus for Vancouver and 
left Montreal on the morning of Nov. 15. The last 
glimpse of the poor old ship was a very derelict 
looking small vessel, amongst a field of ice and 
snow in the Lachine Canal. 

We finally arrived in Vancouver on a cold 
November day, in the midst of the Depression, and 
I recall having exactly $50 in my pocket. Rather a 
bleak prospect, but I did have another five months’ 
sea time towards my next certificate. 

All in all I suppose the experience was worth it; 
but one still wonders; what about those dried peas? 
Why all the mystery about them? Were they really 
peas? After all, I never saw them!

He is said to be the first man to 
drive a long mining tunnel through a 
mountain (at Spillamacheen, SO 
miles above Golden), pre-dating the 
Blue Bell tunnel by one year. He 
shipped the first car of silver-lead 
ore in the Kootenays from his Ver¬ 
mont Creek discovery. 

At the age of 71 he brought the 
Cariboo Gold Quartz mine into pro¬ 
duction after a struggle against eco¬ 
nomic malaise, government bu¬ 
reaucracy and sheer skepticism 
which would surely have defeated a 
lesser man. 

HE WAS FRED RANDALL 

WELLS, the ultimate prospector's 
prospector, and a man old-time 
Caribooites consider is too little hon¬ 
ored in view of the contribution he 
made to this province. 

The small town of Wells, three 
miles from.Barkerville, is named 
after him, but the pass he found 
across the Selkirks long before the 
turn of the century was, in Well’s 
own words: “graciously and gen¬ 
erously delivered over to Lord 
Grey, who had been taken over the 
pass I discovered." 

Whether there was bitterness 
concealed in those words is not 
known, but it is said that Wells had a 
low opinion throughout his mining 
career of those who sat in the seats 
of authority. He was not a talkative 
man but had a way of turning a 
phrase that could cut the pompous 
down to size. * 

ALTER HE TOOK over the gold 
property on Cow Mountain near 
Barkerville in 1927 there were nu¬ 
merous occasions when he was 
forced to defend his reputation and 
his mining practices through the 
press, a task he performed with 
sharp and telling wit. 

In one instance he took exception 
to a government geologist's de¬ 
scription of a type of rock found in 
the area. "The word 'telluride' 
sounds good to all mining men," 
Wells wrote in a letter to the West¬ 
ern Mining News. "Did the repre¬ 
sentatives of the mines department 
get lellurides? No, Mr. Gallaway 
found something ohly pronounce¬ 
able on a cold morning after the 
night before — chiviatite.” 

THE ORTHODOX VIEW in the 
1920s, and one staunchly held by 
mining experts hired by the govern¬ 
ment at that time, was that the 
Barkerville area was placer mining 
country and nothing more. The 
creeks that had yielded their mil¬ 
lions in gold to the miners of the 
1X58-60 rush were mined out. 

Wells believed the gold had its 
source in underground lodes.

Everything he observed in the re¬ 
gions of Cow and Barkerville Moun¬ 
tains confirmed his theory. A 100- 
ton boulder dislodged by hydraulic 
working on Lowhee Creek between 
the mountains assayed at $20 to the 
ton. 

The old prospector was con¬ 
vinced the boulder had been dis¬ 
lodged at some time in history from 
a rich vein beneath the surface. 

WELLS WAS FORTUNATE in 
the partners he found to finaribe the 
development on Cow Mountain. Dr. 
W. B. Burnett of Vancouver, and 
O. H. Solibakke, Seattle, stood up to 
continued rebuffs during the pre¬ 
liminary years of fund-raising. 
Cariboo Gold Quartz, was incor¬ 
porated with a capitalization of a 
million shares at a par value of one 
dollar. Five hundred thousand 
shares were issued for the property 
and original development. 

I nearly 1929, the Western Mining 
News headlined a story that an 
eight-foot vein “proves values at 
depth," in this case 125 feet. Suc¬ 
cessive issues of the periodical de¬ 
tail the progress of Cariboo Gold 
Quartz, as well as the doubts, asper¬ 
sions, and outright opposition of a 
section of the mining fraternity to 
the concept of finding gold at depth 
in the mountains of the Cariboo. 

The officers of Cariboo Gold 
Quartz were determined not to deal 
through brokerage houses in those 
early years, but sold direct to the 
public. This may be one reason why 
their efforts were eyed askance in 
some quarters. Nevertheless, com¬ 
pany books showed that 79 cents out 
of every share dollar sold "went into 
the ground,” a momentous achiev- 
ment. 

IT WAS A SIA)W process, tunnel¬ 


ling with too little equipment, too 
few workers, inadequate financing, 
but perseverance was the name of 
the game. By September, 1931, * 
power plant, compressor, and a 
generator had been installed and a 
projected 3,000-foot tunnel was 
commenced. 

The Alaska Weekly wrote glow¬ 
ingly of the conservative way in 
which the mine was being devel¬ 
oped, but certain mining engineers 
continued to warn the public that “a 
lump of gold did not a mine 
make." 

The Depression was settling in. 
Producing mines and plants of 
every nature were closing down, but 
gold stayed relatively firm on the 
world market. Shares continued to 
sell and by 1932 a small mill made its 
appearance on the mine site. 

Not long after that. a little item 
in the Vancouver Sunheralded Fred 
Wells arrival in the city carrying the 
second shipment of gold bricks, 
valued al $36,000, in a packboard on 
his back. 

SUDDENLY VANCOUVER bro¬ 
kers were offering to buy up shares 
of Cariboo Gold Quartz, and a cer¬ 
tain financier made approaches to 
the directors to finance the comple¬ 
tion of development on the basis of 
the usual commission and two 
shares for every one he bought. 
Wells, Solibakke and Burnett had

fought too long to keep control of 
their mine; the financier was turned 
down. 

Trucks plied the incredibly bad 
road between Quesnel and Wells 
carrying oil, lumber, cement, ma¬ 
chinery and blasting powder. They 
were followed by scores of unem¬ 
ployed men seeking work* or with 
intent to pan gold in the famed 
creeks in the district. 

Despite official conservatism, 
prominent mining companies joined 
in the rush to stake claims or took up 
options on property. 

By January, 1933, claims were 
being staked through snowbanks 
and ice. One pilot flying over the 
area said stakes of varying heights 
stood out like quills on the back of a 
porcupine. Indeed, the cemetery 
adjoining the Gold Commissioners 
office in Barkerville was staked 
three times, and the townsite itself 
was staked in the name of Tregillus 
and Co. of Barkerville. 

IT MUST HAVE BEEN a great 
day for the doughty old prospector, 
Fred Wells, when the first of the 
rich Sanders veins, the surface 
showing which had first excited his 
interest in the area, was cut at the 
600-foot level some 2,200 feet from 
the portal. There was gold a'plenty 
in that thar' mountain as he had 
claimed for years, and at last he'd 
reached it! 

One of the government engineers 
who had been, at best, highly du¬ 
bious of Cariboo Gold Quartz poten¬ 
tial now waxed enthusiastic. Said 
he: “It has been so remarkable that 
we can rightly call it the Second 
Cariboo Gold Rush. Not only has it 
brought hundreds into the district 
but it has transformed the old towns 
of Barkerville. Quesnel and Stanley 
and looks like creating a new town 
at Wells, rightly titled in hoonor of 
the work of Fred R. Weils of Cariboo 
Gold Quartz.” 

IN THE DEPTHS of the bleak 
Depression the rest of Canada and 
even New York City was intrigued 
by the hectic activity in the gold 
camps of the famed old Cariboo. 
The New York Times senMrreport- 
er for pictures and a story on the 
revival. The Toronto Star sent a 
glamorous lady reporter who trav¬ 
elled the old Cariboo Trail in rubber 
boots and trousers and who sent 
back a glowing report of the new 
gold rush. Even staid Saturday 
Night, once a jaundiced commenta¬ 
tor on the Cariboo's hopes in the 
1930s, acknowledged that Fred 
Wells' determination had borne rich 
fruit. 

During its operative years, 1933- 
67 (with time out for the Second 
World War)," Cariboo Gold Quartz 
produced some $31 million worth of 
gold. At today's price of close 
around $500 an ounce the mine 
would have indeed been a bonan¬ 
za! 

Fred Randall Wells, the prag¬ 
matic old prospector who made it all 
possible, died in 1956 at the age of 95. 
He will not soon be forgotten by 
those who search for gold in the 
mountain reaches of B.C.

MOVING THREE DONKEYS from a farm on Farnington Road in Saanich 
to their new home, a pasture off Townsend Road near Beaver Lake, was a 
challenge for friends Michael Rougier and David MacGregor. 

Neither knew much about donkeys and the only mode of transportation for 
moving the donkeys was a horse trailer. The donkeys had never been inside a 
horse trailer.

I WAS INVITED ALONG to photograph the venture because I had photo¬ 
graphed donkeys before. Michael and David hoped I might be able to help load 
the donkeys into the horse trailer using "donkey psychology " learned from past 
experience with the animals. 

What I had learned about donkeys is that they are trustworthy, intelligent, 
affectionate and gentle, when raised gently. 

Throughout history, donkeys have helped man carrying burdens over 
.difficult trails and led him to clean waterholes (donkeys are fussy about water 
and can go for long periods without drinking). 

LEGEND TELLS US the cross on a donkey’s back came about when a 
donkey offered to carry the cross when Jesus was on his way to be crucified. 
Jesus rewarded the donkey for his offer by making tlfe mark of a cross Appear 
on the donkey's back. The cross is not apparent on the backs of all donkeys 
because of inter breeding. 

Donkeys have been ridiculed throughout history because of their supposed 
stubbornness and because of their harsh “Hee-Haw" bray. 

THE DONKEYS TO BE LOADED into the horse trailer were a jack, a dam, 
and her foal. 

Michael and David were told that carrots, crab apples, a harness, and some

gentle persuasion with a broom would entice the three donkeys into their horse 
trailer. 

All methods got response except the harness. Being pulled by a harness 
brought about typical stubborn donkey reactions. Donkeys must trust their » ■ 
handler before they will act — they just want to think before they move. 

The jack, once inside the horse trailer, turned around and sat down. And 
since any animal travelling in a horse trailer must be tethered and face front, 
the jack had to be walked out of the trailer and coaxed back into it again.

When I arrived on the is¬ 
land continent, my first desire 
was not to see the big cities, but 
to work if I could in this out¬ 
back life and learn some of the 
station ways. 

A friend in New Zealand had advised me to 
place an ad in the Queensland Country Life paper 
for a govemessing or housekeeping position even 
though I protested I could not teach. She explained 
that few governesses could, and I nervously await¬ 
ed replies, crossing my fingers and uncrossing 
them, and incidcntly, enjoying Brisbane as well. 

I NEEDN’T HAVE WORRIED, really, for 
letters came. . . and came, and came —16 of them 
in all, and 14 were even genuine! (The other two we 
won’t talk about). 

Before two weeks had passed, I had found 
employment as a governess for a little 12-year-old 
girl, who had up to then been going to school in the 
city. 

Because her father planned on living on his 
station, he and his little girl needed a cook/govem- 
css to care for them and I accepted without fully 
knowing the conditions unfortunately: since there 
were only five months left of her grade seven, my 
boss had not arranged the usual correspondence 
lessons for her (“bush” schooling) and instead 
asked me to make up lessons from the same books 
her teacher in Brisbane had used ... not compre¬ 
hending how hard it was! 

(HELP!) WOULD A GIRL who bicycled New 
Zealand panic? ... You bet she would!. . . And she 
did, all the 1,600 kilometers up to the station. 

We drove through a gate in the great 'dingo' 
fence — a 3,000-mile stretch of wires designed to 
keep wild dogs from coastal properties — and 
arrived on what my boss lovingly termed "home": 
a parched, drought-stricken land of just under a 
million acres that looked like it could not even feed 
a few cockatoos. 

The sparsely-leaved trees dotted the surface 
of an eroded red earth and very little else seemed 
to be growing there but the mulga and the spinifex 
(sharp clumps of needle-like grass) and I could not 
see what the thousands of cattle fed on; but the 
mulga was exactly what saw them through. On 
some parts of the property, grassy plains actually 
waved in the breeze, but they were as dry and as 
yellow as hay.

I BLINKED when we approached what 
seemed to be a confusion of corrugated iron sheds. 
My impression of a homestead was a big, rambling 
house, with a garden and trees around it (and a bit 
of civilization), but this was an unplanned sprawl 
in the middle of a bare, clay hill. 

My little charge led me to a dusty, somewhat 
bare room with a door that did not close properly 
and louvred windows with broken fly screen, 
pronounced it mine, and then dragged me off to 
another building to have my shower. I think l got 
lost that first night. 

Evening meal rang out in the best of tradi¬ 
tions, by .the coedi beating a piece of rusty iron 
(isn’t that wild west stuff?) from the door of a 
cramped dining area. One long wooden table 
accommodated all 11 of us, situated as it was in the 
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confines of another corrugated iron shed, and I sat 
with both ears flapping, trying to understand the 
terms of the stockmen's lingo and the drawl of the 
Australian outback accent (which is something 
else!). 

THE NEXT MORNING, I found just how 
much the place had sprung up without planning, as 
my room was next to the kitchen stores, while the 
kitchen was in another building, and the school¬ 
room proved an afterthought of fly-screened ve¬ 
randa where crows and other interested spectators 
could peer in. 

Next to the storeroom and across from the 
main yard, it could hardly be called a quiet place— 
especially since even a whisper carried a mile 
there — and we got to hear the men coming and 
going all morning long, yelling at someone for this 
or that. At least they never commented on any of 
the schoolwork: my pupil was very shy, and found 
it hard enough to have her lessons so public; it 
would have been disaster if they'd made fun of 
her.

Actually, the most inquisitive listener-in 
proved to be a black crow, who would come around 
first thing in the morning and caw in his funny 
laughing way over math lessons. At first, my 
student and I giggled about this because he seemed 
to make tbe most noise whenever she made a 
wrong answer! But soon we were both leaning 
toward the screen and yelling “Shut up!" so that 
the bird took offence and flew away. 

THE STOCKMAN spent the day near the 
horse-yards, shoeing animals, test riding a couple 
of spirited ones (how many times can they throw 
you off into the dirt?), and generally getting ready 
for muster. 


The next morning, cook and all, they headed 
out to a billabong 14 miles away, called Greenhole, 
and left me with the cooking to do for my pupil and 
her dad, plus the care of five pigs, 20 chickens, one 
little puppy dog, and a pregnant cat about to 
deliver at any time. 

I tried not to feel too startled by this but the 
truth was I still had not found my way around all 
those iron buildings yet! 

THE STOVE, of course, proved to be a minor 
problem — no, actually, several minor problems! 
The oven door hinge no longer held to bake 
anything, so I had to prop the door closed with 
wood from the fuel pile; the metal plate zigzagged 
a crack right across the top of the firebox and 
spewed out heat to all and sundry; and the dampers 
— all three of them — had ceased working about 
five years ago, so draught was a matter of chance, 
not choice. All this led, I found out, to having to 
stoke the thing up like I wus going to cross the 
Atlantic, and then wait for the smoke to clear 
before I began cooking. 

Food here was not the same either: the steaks 
greyed rather than browned; the flour needed 
more liquid added to it than any recipe said; and 
pre-mixed puddings were completely tasteless. 
But at least I had plenty of fresh vegetables, and 
that was a blessing! ... the camp cook was an 
enthusiastic gardener. 

A FEW DAYS AFTER muster began, my boss 
headed out in the jeep to take food and petrol to the 
stockmen at Greenhole. I was quite excited at 
going along with my pupil, and I packed up her 
school books to take with us, riding in the back of 
the truck for a better view. 

Hard red clay tretched out in great plains, dry 
creek beds intersected the roadway and the road 
itself sometimes disappeared over stony outcrop¬ 
pings. Sparse graceful mulgas waved their leaves 
in the wind, beautiful white-barked river gums 
stood in places where no river flowed, and here and 
there an actual small clump of grass grew. 

Then, out of nowhere, appeared a glorious blue 
water — so bright and shining amongst all that 
dust that I could scarcely take my eyes off it — 
oval, and perfect, and shaded by trees. 

Under some of the spreading branches lay 
rolled up lengths of canvas, with mattresses and 
blankets inside: the men’s swags; and then over in 
the open, a circle of charred wood denoted the 
fireplace, with dead branches used to make the 
hob. Hanging in a neat row were four very black 
pails used for boiling billy tea and wash-up water. 
Well, this was the Outback! 

HAVING TRANSFERRED the stores from 
our jeep to the cook’s truck, we headed to the 
stockyards nearby to watch the branding of the 
little calves, me wincing at the noise they made as 
they were lassoed, pulled out of the crowd, and 
dragged by a specially trained horse over to the 
pole where they could be held down. 

Then it was a matter of branding them, three 
men jumping on the bigger animals to keep them 
still, and notching the ears, which were cut with 
deft, very fast movements. My pupil and I sat in 
the shade of the truck (even in winter — August — 
the temperature there was 25 Celsius) and did our 
schoolwork while watching the men. 

ANOTHER WEEK, and a Venture out in the 
jeep again, this time to a further camp. Central. 
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By HOLLY VICKERS 

(When Islander readers last 
heard from Victorian Holly 
Vickers she was touring New 
Zealand by bicycle. In this epi¬ 
sode she is a governess in Aus¬ 
tralia's Outback.) 

Central was not a billabong, my pupil (sometimes 
teacher) informed me: it stood as one of those 
necessities of outback living — a giant windmill 
that pumped water from hundreds of feet below¬ 
ground in the Great Artesian Basin to the surface, 
where it gushed into pool-sized storage tanks 
and fed troughs from which the animals drank. 

Without these bores scattered throughout the 
property, grazing would go back to being the very- 
sketchy, barely viable living it had been for the 
settlers. 

Dust again covered the trees, and great clouds 
arose from the track ahead of us, as we came upon 
the men bringing another mob into the stockyards. 
Horses charged after errant beasts, stockmen 
squinted against the sun as they tried to urge their 
animals on, and flies, of course perpetually 
swarmed around whoever was nearest. 

I HAVE YET to mention the Queensland flies, 
but they are by far the most pesty insect ever 
produced, for having the (febit of heading straight 
for eyes, nose and mouth and refusing to be put off 
in their quest. A hand up waving them away is so 
standard, it has become known as “the Queensland 
salute!" 

At Central, I had my first taste of riding in 
several years, being persuaded by my pupil that I 
must learn to stay on a horse, and interrupting the 
first lesson by falling off promptly. 

However, she would not take this as any 
God-given sign and insisted I rather painfully 
remount and start again. One thing I did learn 
from the process — one never gets sympathy from 
any of the stockmen: they just laugh. 

HAVING DRIVEN the animals into the wood- 
fenced yard, these same stockmen then proceeded 
to separate the fat, ready-for-market animals 
from the store steers (ones close to ready); the 
mothers from the calves, and the calves into 
branded and unbranded groups; then, of course, 
the unbranded ones were tackled and lassoed the 
same as at Greenhole. 

By the end of the day, each and every one of 
those men was tired, dusty and more than ready to 
sit down to a good hearty tea. The cook had 
prepared mounds of mince-beef stew (not beef 
again!) to fill them up, and then had to turn around 
himself and do the dishes. 

Not the rest of them, though. They gathered 
around the campfire (yes, they realy did — August 
is cold there at nights), and began to ruminate over 
the day’s happenings, giving particular attention 
to Joanne's older brother, who had lost a horse that 
day. He forgot to tighten up the girth enough, and 
when the leather slipped, he grabbed a tree to save 
himself; the horse took off in a mad panic. Kim was 
left hanging from the tree and. . . will, I won’t say 
his compatriots laughed, but . . . 

FINALLY, HOME TIME came, and as we 
piled into the jeep, I can remember looking back to 
the sight of eight men all unrolling their swags for 
a night under the stars . . . Somebody should have 
w ritten a song about it. . . 

Actually, I didn't realize how soon I would be 
back at that little scene. My boss took off in a heck 
of a hurry to bump over the clay road, and my pupil 
fell asleep on my shoulder. 

Before we had gone more than 11 kilometres, 
we took a wrong turning, bogged ourselves in a 
rain-water dam. and then broke the wire cable 
trying to winch ourselves out. 

Since my employer lost his shoes in the mud, 
there was nothing for it, but that my pupil and I 
must go back along the road to fetch the other 
jeep. 

WOULD YOU BELIEVE that it was the only 
night in a month that had no moon, and the track, 
faint even in daylight, showed only in places as a 
dark patch between the lighter grass. 

The rest of the way, we had to judge where the 
road went by the light of a pen-flashlight!

DUSTY ROUGH STOCKMEN, 


the islander 


By the time we stumbled into camp at two 
a m., we felt giddy with joy at the sound of the 
creaking old windmill. But trust the old stockmen 
(even though some are young): they never batted 
an eyelash about our tale and some even went back 
to sieep as we stood there, totally unconcerned 
about our adventure . . . well, that deflated its 
importance! 

ONCE BACK HOME, we soon settled into 
routine again — that is. If the outback ever has a 
routine! A couple of stockmen up and quit part-way 
through muster, and the boss had to find new 
workers; a dead kangaroo was found floating in the 
household wash-water tank, three miles away, and 
had to be fished out; the station's ’roo shooter got 
asthma and had to be driven to town (100 miles 
away); and the camp cook quit at three a.m. one 
morning, leaving me with the dubious joy of 
making breakfast (the men were at the station 
then) and volunteering to cook until another was 
found. 

Somehow, even though my salary was raised, 
another cook never did appear. . . and the men had 
to fend for themselves when they were at camp, 
while I provided tucker when they were at the 
bunkhouse, which was more often than originally- 
planned. 

THEY STAYED IN at the homestead for a few 
days, mucking about and getting ready for the 
rodeo in towji. I made it to Longreach for two days 
out of the four, which wasn't bad considering it was 
a three-hour journey each way and watched our 
guys lose at the contests. Still, it was fun and much 
more grass-roots than the Calgary stampede! 

After the rodeo, the boss went out to muster 
again. My pupil and I were left to our own for three 
weeks to sit and stare at the flies, and before long, 
even that got baring; so we took to playing silly 
games and eventually, got on each other's nerves a 
< bit. 

INTO THIS CONSTRICTED atmosphere one 
morning came the “long short long" ring of the 
telephone, and we almost tripped over each other 
to answer it. Since I didn’t know anyone around, I 
was not expecting it to be for me, but the lady on 
. the line introduced herself as the next-door neigh¬ 
bor, and asked how we were doing. 

I could tell her with equanimity we were 
coping just fine. But then why was I so ready to 
accept her invitation to visit? WeH . . . would you 
believe I needed a recipe for tomato sauce? (What 
we call ketchup.) The garden was producing toma¬ 
toes at a wheelbarrowload a day, and my poor 
feeble brain was running out of ideas for using 
them! 

OF COURSE that was not the reason. I was 
glad to get away from the corrugated iron cluster 
and the loneliness of having no other women 
around. 

Her place, when we arrived (three creeks and 
four gates later) made the hour’s drive worth¬ 
while, for there stood the house of outback fiction: 
a big, rambling old place that sheltered under the 
branches of tall mulberry trees, grass growing 
around it, and even flowers! 

Down the side, away from the house, stood a 
great shearing shed, men’s quarters, and a muster 
yard, while in back of the house squawked chick¬ 
ens and baa-ed little lambs and goats. 

The smile on my hostess' face was enough to 
warm even the shyest guest, and my little pupil felt 
the welcome especially. Gwen talked with her a 
bit. and then sent her outside to ride ponies with 
Gwen's own two children, where it was not long 
before games of chase took animals and riders off 
to the paddocks to roam around a bit. 


INSIDE, THE WONDERS of a stove with no 
cracks, a hot water system that did not have to be 
battled for two hours, and a radio-telephone kept 
me speechless in awe. School-of-the-air programs 
were linked up for the kids; they had correspon¬ 
dence lessons, natter sessions, and even a library 
service by mail. 

I thought of what my poor pupil had to put up 
with, and vowed to try and change it, though the 
changes never came through in time for that 

year. 

Meanwhile, Gwen was concerned with what I 
had to do back home. Even when we weren't 
visiting her, she would phone up over the standard 
“bush" line (so named because it is strung from 
bush to bush in some places) and check on how I 
was doing, giving me all the news of the district 
and even inviting me to a tenths match. 

I found the conversations a bit hard at times, 
as too much static existed on the line if the wind 
was blowing and we would end up shouting at each 
other some days to be heard. 

“HEY, GWEN! ... What do you do with a 
baby kangaroo?!” 

We had our own addition to the household: one 
of the men had shot a ’roo for dog meat, and then 
discovered the baby in its pouch. 

Typical of bushmen, he brought it in for the 
womenfolk to raise, and Joanne an I fell into line 
by forcefeeding it milk and making sure it was 
always warm in its little sack on the kitchen 
wall. 

Cute brown eyes peered otit of the burlap every 
now and then, while I was making dinner, and big 
pointy ears stuck straight out in a perpetual 
expression of surprise. 

When the 'roo grew old enough, we let him hop 
around the kitchen, and eventually moved him 
outside to the lawn, where he nibbled the young 
growing grass like a lawn mower. 

Around about this time, the Big Rain came. 

For months, the station had been lying under 
drought, and we stood and watched the clouds go 
by overhead, willing them to stop. This time, they 
must have heard us, for they dropped an inch and a 
half overnight and I awoke to find the Vergmont 
stream on my doorstep, a stream that normally 
was half a mile away! 

■ > 

BECAUSE OF the non-porous clay, most 
water runs off quickly and the normally dry 
billabongs turned into a river that burst its banks 
to spread out over the flat plain for a mile. 

Up and down the stream, news was passed by 
radio-telephone and bush telephone, just how- 
many millimetres everyone had received anyhow 
much water the Vergmont was now holding, pre¬ 
paring the people downstream they weren't the 
only group bogged in. 

For bogged in we were; the Vergmont on one 
side and Wheelbarrow Creek the other, and we 
stayed that way a week. 

The men down at Central had to retire to the 
hut, to sit and watch as the water rose up to the 
porch and swirled around them. 

The clay beneath slowly turned to mud, three 
and four feet deep, and mired the cattle and 
horses. The jeeps were useless so the men sat in the 
hut for four days, watching the food run lower and 
lower, and played games of cards, getting bored 
with each other's company, and wanting to go 
home. 

Finally, the last straw was broken when they 
ran out of cigarettes! Now they figured they had to 
come back, so more than 20 miles, in slippery mud.

Heavier framed pictures 
can often be hung by im¬ 
planting a bulletin board 
pushpin firmly in a plaster 
wall. When you move or take

Back nearly a century ago, when forensic medicine was 
primitive, fingerprints, mug shots and ballistics unknown, the 
pioneer policeman apparently filled the gap with his innate 
shrewdness, coupled with a wide knowledge of human nature, 
tireless energy and occasionally that invaluable factor — the 
lucky break. 

CASE of the MISSING GUN 


Though it sounds sort of 
rule of thumb, it was the 
method by which Bill Moresby, 
in his 27 years in the B.C. 
Provincial Police (constable to 
district chief) solved more 
murder cases than probably 
anyone else in the province. 

A legendary figure in B.C.’s law enforcement 
story, he tackled his last case within a few months 
of his retirement. 

Start of it was around 6.15 on the evening of 
Sept. 15, 1894, on the Westminster Road, just 
outside the east limit of Vancouver. It's called 
Kingsway today and one of the province's busiest 
freeways. 

BUT 86 YEARS AGO it was a dirt road fringed 
with bracken and salal, that ran through the big 
timbers from Vancouver to New Westminster. 
Here and there were stopping places for horse- 
drawn traffic (it would be three years before 
Vancouver had its first automobile) and one such 
roadhouse was Collingwood Inn, near Joyce 
Road. 

It was as Angus Macdonald and Charlie An¬ 
derson, a couple of nearby farmers, came out on 
the inn’s verandah that evening, that they heard 
the unmistakeable sound of a couple of shots down 
the road. There was nothing in sight, so they went 
out in the roadway and thought they saw traces of 
smoke toward Joyce Road. Their curiosity 
aroused they walked west a hundred yards or so, 
but still saw nothing. 

“I’m sure I heard shots,” said Macdonald, as 
he sniffed the trace of black powder smoke in the 
air. 

THEN HIS EYE CAUGHT some dark stains on 
the gravel at his feet. Casually he bent down and 
touched the pebbles. They felt wet. 

When he examined his fingers they were 
blood-stained! 

Mystified, the men searched the ditches on 
each side of the road. Then suddenly Macdonald 
yelled to his companion. He’d found a body in the 
brush, face down. 

Gingerly Ihe pair turned the dead man over to 
discover he was Chinese. He'd been shot twice; 
once through the head and once through the 
fchest. 

Examining the road in the failing light, they 
thought they saw footprints and a wagon wheel 
mark close to the edge of the road. Quickly they 
aroused the other occupants of the Collingwood 
Inn, and immediately someone galloped to New 
Westminster to report the matter to the Provincial 
Police. 

IN DUE COURSE Chief Constable William 
Moresby appeared, with Const. Richard B. Lister, 
Coroner McGuigan and Dr. Bell-Irving. 

During the next 12 hours this much came to 
light; the dead man was Fi Mow, 48, a Chinese 
truck gardener who had on him only a handker¬ 
chief and a purse containing a few small coins. 

His clothing had been untouched, so apparent¬ 
ly robbery wasn't the motive. Well know n to people 
in the district, his two-horse wagon had been found 
down near Joyce Road, the horses idly cropping 
the grass at the roadiside.

West of the body was a blanket, that might 
have fallen from the seat of the wagon, along with 
the dead man's hat. 

Only thing in the wagon was a gunny sack, 
under which lay a short iron bar wrapped in page 
six of the Seattle Post-Intelligencer of Aug. 2, 
1891. 

McGuigan held an inquest where Dr. Bell-Irv¬ 
ing gave it as his opinion that death from either of 
the bullet wounds would have been instantaneous. 
He produced a heavy’revolver bullet taken from 
the body and hazarded the opinion that the first 
shot—in the head — was fatal, and the second shot 
was fired while the assailant stood over his pros¬ 
trate victim. The verdict was murder “by person 
or persons unknown.” 

FROM THEN ON IT was up to Moresby, and 
promptly he assigned Const. Lister to the task of 
filling in the dead man's movements and his

background. Moresby himself started a canvass of 
the Collingwood district — it took its name from 
the hotel — to see who had last seen the unfortu 
nate Fi Mow. 

A day later Lister had this to report; Fi Now 
was a hard-working farmer, renting the nearby 
Wyse property, and in partnership with a Chinese 
grocer. Long Ben, on Vancouver’s east-end Dupont 
Street. The pair had a contract to supply vege¬ 
tables to the CPR hotel and ships. The day before 
the murder, Fi Mow had gone to the Vancouver 
Hotel to deliver 10 sacks of potatoes, then went on 
to the wharf to deliver another 10 sacks to an 
Empress steamer. He stayed with his Dupont 
Street partner overnight and next morning picked 
up a load of hogs — delivered from the north shore 
— and took them to the Empress boat. 

He had lunch with his partner and left Dupont 
Street for Collingwood about four in the afternoon. 
He was alone, and Long Ben said he saw the sack in 
the wagon but not the iron bar. 


HE REMEMBERED THIS because the sack 
was draped over the rear axle, and as the rig was 
leaving he snatched it off and threw it in the " 
w agon. The wagon was completely empty at that 
time. . 

Fi Mow never carried any money, for all 
deliveries were paid by cheque to the Dupont 
Street store. He had no enemies, he didn't gamble . 
or smoke opium, and wasn’t involved in any tong , 
dispute. 

To this Moresby could add his quota of infor¬ 
mation. Farmer P. W. Teetzel, coming from Van¬ 
couver to New Westminster, had seen the wagon on 
the roadside near Joyce Roadbut no one near it. He 
heard no shots, but he saw a couple of men jump 
into the bush as he approached. Turned out they 
were Macdonald and Anderson, who ducked to 
cover thinking the gunman was returning. 

John Connor said he saw a stranger on the 
road, near the hotel, about midday; a man who just 
seemed to be “hanging about." He had no conver¬ 
sation with him but described him as tall, dark and 
muscular. Connor had also seen the Chinese in his 
wagon, alone, going toward New Westminster 
about five o'clock. 

THE STORY OF THE DARK stranger in 
terested Moresby and keeping up his enquiries, he 
came across John Milton Graham, a cook in 
Vancouver's Colonial Hotel, who said that late that 
afternoon he was walking along the wagon road 
whe he saw a dark stranger picking berries on the 
side of the road. Graham asked him for "the 
makings" to roll a cigarette but the stranger said 
he didn’t smoke. 

H. A. Fraser also saw the dark stranger that 
afternoon, as well as Connor and Graham. 

Next, Harry Howard, living a half mile from 
Joyce Road, said a tall dark stranger came to his 
cabin around 6:30 p.m. on Saturday, asking for 
work. 

“Which way did you come?" asked Howard. 

The stranger with a southward jerk of his 
head, replied: "Along the trail." Which struck 
Howard as curious. There was no trail in that 
direction! 

At the scene of the crime. Moresby was able to 
glimpse traces of footprints in the roadway, and 
the same prints were found 100 yards away in a 
gravel pit, made-by a running man. 

THERE WAS NO TRACE of a weapon, and 
certainly the pipe in the wagon hadn't been used. 

• Which left Moresby with a .44 calibre bullet, a 
piece of pipe, a page from a Seattle newspaper and 
the description -of a tall, dark and mysterious 
stranger who had dropped from sight. Motive? 
None. Weapon? Ditto. 

It was a couple of months later, on Nov. 24, that 
fate, in the shape of farmer John Copnor, took a 
hand in the investigation. It was a Saturday night 
and John, intent on relaxation, pushed open the 
swinging doors of Joe Catori's Europe Hotel pub, 
at the corner of Cordova and Water Street. 

Settling his foot on the brass rail he called for a 
beer. As his eyes took in the dozen or so customers, 
the face of one of them triggered his memory. It 
was the man he’d seen near the Collingwood Hotel 
the evening the Chinese was murdered. 

Downing his beer, Connorslipped 'round to the 
city police station and returned with Sgt. V. W. 
Haywood, who promptly recognized the dark 
stranger as Pat Kane, whose lengthy criminal 
record included armed robbery. 

That he hadn't been tabbed before was due to 
the absence of police photographs . . . they were to 
come later.

KANE’S WATERFRONT CABIN was 
searched and revealed a quantity of stolen goods, 
which was enough to hold him. Next day Moresby 
— still thinking of the .44 revolver — went over the 
cabin’s interior and although he didn't find a 
weapon, he found something else. In a pile of old 
newspapers were some back copies of the Seattle 
P I. and page 6 was missing from the edition of 
Aug. 2! 

Although identified as the dark stranger by the 
Collingwood witnesses, Kane denied any knowl¬ 
edge of the Fi Mow murder as he started a 
12 month sentence for possession of stolen go*ds. 
Which left the Fi Mow murder "unconcluded” on 
Moresby's file. 

Then, about nine months later came the lucky 
break. 

In May, 1895, one Lawrence Mooney was 
picked up in New Westminster on a vagrancy 
charge. Lawrence was one of those derelicts who 
would drink anything poured out of a bottle, and 
well known to the police of Vancouver and New 
Westminster. 

So well known that he usually spent his time in 
jail as a trusty — sort of unpaid janitor. 

IT WAS WHILE he spent his week or so in the 
provincial jail at New Westminster (part of which 
included Moresby's office) th5t running his mop 
over Moresby’s floor one morning he edged toward 
the burly police chief sitting at his desk and uttered 
a curious but direct query: 

“You still want to find the man who killed the 
Chinaman at Collingwood?” 

Moresby swivelled ’round and eyed him. 

“You know who killed him?" 

“Pat Kane," said Mooney abruptly. 

"How do you know?" 

“He told me so." 

Mooney described-how the day after the killing 
when he met Rape on the railroad tracks near the 
sugar refinery-in east end Vanouver, Kane told 
him he had “a racket” with a Chinese on the 
Westminster Road and shot him. 

Why? 

"The Chink wouldn't put his hands up,” was 
the way Kane explained it. 

AS MORESBY EVALUATED this disclosure, 
Mooney’s next remark quickened his aroused 
interest. It was about the gun. Kane said he’d 
thrown it in the bush before taking to his heels 
toward a gravel pit. Although the calibre of the 
fatal bullet hadn't been publicized, (looney was 
describing it as a .44 calibre Russian model Smith 
& Wesson with a long barrel! 

Why had he taken so long to divulge this bit of 
pews? There was no knowing: There was no 
reward, nothing to gain. Spite? Maybe. 

That afternoon two of Moresby's men were put 
in charge of a dozen volunteer searchers near the 
scene of the nine-month-old crime. 

With a promise of 520 to whoever found the 
gun, methodically they took sections of the bush- 
land, and, working up from the road, carefully 
examined every inch of the ground. Hours went 
by. Then suddenly there was an exultant shout 
from farmer Robert Julian. 

He was waving aloft a long-barrelled, Russian 
model .44 Smith & Wesson. In the chamber were 
four live shells andAwo fired cases. 

WITH CELERITY that marked our old-time 
law enforcement, within a week Pat Kane faced 
Mr. Justice H. P. P. Crease at the Vancouver 
Spring Assize. Attorney-General D. M. Eberts 
gave the Crown’s version of the shooting, and E. A. 
Magee, assigned to Kane's defence, tore into 
Mooney’s character and background, at the same 
time hinting that the killing might have been the 
aftermath of a tong war. «. 

To back this up he brought to the stand Mrs. 
Agnes Cook, who swore that when she saw Fi Mow- 
on his wagon, the afternoon he was killed, there 
were two other Chinese with him. 

In rebuttal Moresby produced a statement 
from Mrs. Cook taken during his investigation, 
where the good lady said the Chinese was alone. 

“Mooney is no angel,” admitted Eberts, “but 
he gains nothing by divulging this information.” 

Finally the jury weighed the evidence and 
found Kane guilty. 

He was sentenced to death, but the sentence 
was commuted to life imprisonment. 

.Sunday, February 3,1980 
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Shortly after the Municipality of Saanich was incor¬ 
porated in 1906 it was divided into seven wards; the council 
was made up of one member from each ward , and reeve 
elected at large.

Interest in Saan¬ 
ich municipal affairs 
were such, that every 
ward had d rate¬ 
payers’ association 
with strong member¬ 
ship. Each ward elect¬ 
ed a candidate to rep¬ 
resent the ward on 
council. Seldom were 
there n^re than one 
candidate nominated 
who was elected by ac- 
clamation for one 
year. 

A contest for the reeveshjp was 
generally fought, although some 
reeves were returned by acclama¬ 
tion, during the Depression years. 

To sen e on the council was one 
of dedication to improve the welfare 
of the respective wards and the 
municipality as a whole. The remu¬ 
neration for service was never a 
factor. The reeve received $500 a 
year and the councilors $250. 


for which they received no benefit. 

To get relief from this unjust 
taxation a movement for the other 
wards to secede was started. 

As the movement dragged on, 
and stopped by two world wars, 
several of the inner wards were 
becoming urbanized and lost fur¬ 
ther interest, and Ward Six was left 
to go it alone. 

By 1950 an improvement tax of 75 
per cent was levied and Reeve C. C. 
Warren thought that it yould end 
the seccessiolt movement but a 


started, which hardly made a dent 
in the need. The Second World War 
put an end to the Depression and 
municipal progress came to a halt. 

Hundreds of lots and property 
reverted to the municipality. The 
whole of Ten Mile Point was held by 
the municipality and was not for 
sale, on account of the rocky forma¬ 
tion thafwould be too expensive to 
service. 

In 1943 I was chairman of the 
lands committee, and our municipal 
map wts dotted with more than

referendum for Ward Six to secede, 
along with one to abolish the ward 
system were put to the votei%. 

Both referendums passed and 
Ward Six became the District Muni¬ 
cipality of Central Saanich. The 
field for Saanich councilors was 
now wide open. At the next election 
sixteen candidates were nominated 
for the six seats to be filled. 

SAANICH MUNICIPALITY, 

with 36,000 acres of land, had many 


2,000 pins on reverted lots. The lots 
were offered for sale at $50 each and 
some parcels of an acre at $1. Only 
four lots were sold that year and 
about 20 the following year. 

TOWARDS THE END of the 
war, the need for sewers was im¬ 
perative.. The council gave it top 
priority and prepared a system 
from the boundary line in Victoria 
to Wilkinson Road. At a cost of 
$75,000. A Vancouver engineer 


His services were highly valued, 
but he was lured to New Westmin¬ 
ster with a tempting financial offer, 
where he proved to be indispensable 
and was responsible for that city's 
steady progress. 

Next to Wilfred Greene, second 
on the left, is Coun. Scoby, Ward 3, 
Gordon Head. Coun. Scoby ran for 
reeve in 1941 and died one week 
after being elected. 

Next, Coun. Howroyd, Ward 1. 
He had large acreage on Shelbourne 
Street where he grew acres of daffo¬ 
dils that were a sight to behold. He 
served several years on the school 
board. 

FOURTH, LES PASSMORE. 

was elected reeve In 1941, and 
served as councilor for a record 
breaking 33 years. On his retire¬ 
ment he was made a Freeman of the 
Municipality for his long and faith¬ 
ful service. 

I had the pleasure of sitting next 
to Les for many years at the old 
Royal Oak Municipal Hall. Les, who 
represented Ward Seven, the Gorge 
Area, had the confidence of his 
constituents by his straight-forward 
support at the council table. 

In controversial matters, his 
conscience, not votes, was his guide. 
When voting on a touchy subject, he 


Councillors Served with Dedication 


ALL MEMBERS of the council 
were engaged in their own line of 
work and all Council meetings were 
held at night for this reason. 

The clerk of the municipality and 
some of the officials looked after 
any daytime business that could be 
handled without the councils ap¬ 
proval. 

The fledgling municipality start¬ 
ed with one policeman who rode a 
bicycle to perform his duties. The 
'"'only area he was required was in 
Ward Seven (The Gorge Area). 

Ward Seven was being populated 
by a boom from Victorians, who to 
escape high taxes, surged over the 
border of Victoria to purchase lots 
and build homes in Saanich, where 
the tax was 100 per cent on land. No 
improvement tax. 

Lots could be bought for as little 
as $50-$100 with 60-faot frontage, 
and 120 feet deep. The tax for any 
size house built would not exceed 
$ 10 . 

TO SERVICE these homes and 
families schools had to be built and 
a fire station and water mains in¬ 
stalled. 

The other six wards, being strict¬ 
ly agriculture, the tax was 100 per 
cent on land. It was the farmers who 
had to pay for the cost for services 
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problems to deal with in the begin¬ 
ning. There were no sewers, electric 
light, water and very few roads. The 
East and West Saanich Roads were 
unpaved and were the only means of 
transportation extending through 
the municipality for farmers to 
bring their produce by horse and 
wagon over the rutted road to Vic¬ 
toria. 

The Victoria and Sidney Railway 
ran a freight and passenger train 
twice daily to Sidney from Victoria. 

It was a beautiful scenic ride 
through the virgin fields of Saanich 
and skirted Elk Lake on i's trips. 

With six council seats instead of 
seven, the reeve had two votes 
which were often used to break a tie 
vote. During the Depression years 
council meetings held at the Royal 
Oak were attended by irate unem- 1 . 
ployed who threatened councilors 
and the reeve for not providing 
relief work or assistance to tide 
them over, 

THE POLICE FORCE that num¬ 
bered eight was on duty in the 
council chamber to cope with any 
violence that might arise. Their 
presence there, was a detering fac- | 
tor. A broken window was the only- 
damage done. 

Several relief projects were 


mapped a system with information 
on the grades and rock formation 
that would be encountered during 
construction. 

The council made arrangements 
to borrow $1,000,000 at three per 
cent interest, the estimated cost of 
the project. 

A money bylaw put to the rate¬ 
payers received an overwhelming 
NO. 

Two years later another plebi¬ 
scite, with the cost half a million 
dollars more, and again a NO vote 
was recorded. A third NO vote in 
1949 killed the project. The problem 
was partly solved when Joe Casey 
was elected reeve in 1950 and made 
arrangements tp hook up to the 
northeast sewer built with agree¬ 
ment with Victoria in 1912. This took 
care of the thickly populated area of 
the Gorge. 

THE PICTURE with this story- 
shows 1939 reeve and council, with 
most of the employees. 

Members of the council all had 
other employment that was sacri¬ 
ficed to sene the municipality. 

Wilfred Greene, clerk, first in 
the front row, was an efficient man¬ 
ager who controlled the day time 
business and guided the council in 
all important matters. 


would often say: I know my vote will 
not be popular, but that’s the way 1 
feel about it. Les worked at the 
Victoria Machinery Depot. All his 
spare time and evenings were spent 
with municipal affairs, which be¬ 
came part of his life. 

FIFTH, REEVE LAMBRICK. 
He owned a large dairy farm in 
Gordon Head, that is now Lambrick 
Park. With a large dairy herd it 
called for sacrifice to give his time 
to the municipality. After serving 
one term as reeve, in 1939, he re¬ 
fused the nomination to run again, 
but was coaxed to run again, in 1948. 
and served another year as reeve. 

His sincerity of purpose and his 
integrity was a big factor for his 
selection to head the municipality. 

Six from the left is Coun. C. C. 
Warren, Ward Two. Coun. Warren 
was elected by the council mem¬ 
bers, as reeve, when Reeve-elect 
Scoby died one week after his suc¬ 
cess at the polls. 

Reeve Warren served the muni¬ 
cipality faithfully and well for a 
number of years. The election of 
Reeve Warren by the council was 
illegal. It was never challenged and 
the municipality was saved the ex¬ 
pense of another election. Reeve 
Warren was a barber with his shop

at the comer of Cloverdale and 
Douglas. 

LARRY HAGAN, Ward Six, 
operated a dairy farm on the West 
Saanich Road and Mt. Newton, with 
more than 100 acres of beautiful 
rolling grassland, and his house 
built with redwood brought in from 
California before the turn of cent- 
tury. Woodward's Farms Ltd., 
bought the property shortly after his 
death in 1913. 

Coun. Hagan was first elected in 
1921 to press for secession for the 
Ward. He diligently fought for the 
wishes of the farmers for 22 years 
and at the same time carried the 
important chairmanship of the fi¬ 
nance committee. 

To attend council meetings and 
other duties, he had to drive 10 miles 
each way. The cost of gasoline and 
running a car that cost more than 
his council allowance was never 
considered. It was a part of a dedi¬ 
cated councilor to serve his ward 
and municipality to the best of one's 
ability without personal gain. 

NEXT TO LARRY HAGAN, 

Coun. Austin. Ward Four, and Coun. 
Oliver, Ward Five. Both were dairy¬ 
men and served many years on the 
council. They were known as "the 
old reliable,” having a lot of the 
municipality’s problems at their 
finger tips. 

Both served on the cemetery 
board and seldom missed a council 
meeting. 
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Each councilor had an appro¬ 
priation of $20,000 to run his Ward. A 
newly-elected councilor soon learn¬ 
ed that municipalities, like all gov¬ 
ernments, did not encourage econ¬ 
omy. 

A first-year councillor would 
proudly return a thousand dollars or 
so saved from his appropriation, 
only to learn that it went back into 
general revenue, and was lost to his 
ward. 

The first lime a motion was ta¬ 
bled to increase the reeve’s and 
councilor’s indemnities it was 
moved by the first elected lawyer. 
He never got a seconder and was 
told to bring the matter up at the 
next election. When Joe Casey was 
elected reeve in 1950, he was the last 
dedicated person to give his time 
without monetary gain. 

THE TWO POLICE officers in 
the centre row are Vic Smith and 
Cec Pierce. Next is Harold Tate, 
lawyer for the municipality. 
Fourth. Myra Hodgson, district 
nurse, then Gladys Morgan, Gladys 
Green, Katie Butt, of the tax de¬ 
partment; Helen Elliot next, head of 
the tax department, her efficiency 
in this office gained by her mahy 
years of service and growing up 
with the municipality made her al¬ 
most indespensable. 

I was chairman of the finance 
committee when Helen reached re¬ 
tirement. Our auditors told me that 
on her retirement, we must replace 
her with a chartered accountant. 


Frank Kitto is next, now a well- 
known notary public on Fort Street, 
who served the municipality with 
dignity. 

NEXT TO FRANK KITTO is 

Murray Brice. Space does not per¬ 
mit to enumerate the achievements 
this young man accomplished. Mur¬ 
ray attended the little twb-roomed 
school at Keating, where, so many 
students, who were taught and dis¬ 
ciplined by Mrs. Lila Parberry, 
as principal, are now in executive 
positions and successful business¬ 
men. 

Murray has been engaged by the 
provincial government for advice 
on industry, and is sought by busi¬ 
ness firms for management prob¬ 
lems. At one time he served as a 
director for the World Bank. His 
mother was a school trustee for 
Saanich municipality for many 
years. As a school boy, during the 
summer holidays, he worked on 
fruit farms for two dollars a day. He 
joined the air force in 1939 and after 
the end of the war he quickly gained 
prominence in all branches of in¬ 
dustry. He has offices in Vancouver 
where his services are in constant 
demand.

When clerk Wilfred Greene left 
to go to New Westminster, the muni¬ 
cipality was fortunate to find a 
replacement in John Tribe, in 1945. 

John Tribe saved the municipal¬ 
ity thousands of dollars with his 
advice on borrowing. In his quiet 
efficient way he steered the council 
in complicated problems with his 
knowledge of the Municipal Act and 
council procedure. 

AT THE DEATH of Larry 
Hagan. Ward Six, I was elected to 
replace him with a pledge to carry 
on the movement for secession, 
which was granted in 1950. 

Beside the opposition to seces¬ 
sion, there were complaints from 
irate ratepayers, accusing the coun¬ 
cil of doing nothing. The whole 
council sat on hard wooden seats 
burning the midnight oil. 

Late on the agenda one evening a 
letter was read inferring we did 
nothing. If this was true, thought we 
might just' as well be comfortable. I 
made a motion, seconded by Les 
Passmore, that we purchase cush¬ 
ions to sit on while we did nothing. 

It passed unanimously. This, 
along with my services for Ward Six 
to secede Was my contribution to lift 
the councilors one notch higher to 
perform their thankless duties. 
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It was the morning of Friday , Sept. 3 and here we were 
stranded in Prince Rupert , emigrants straight off the produc¬ 
tion line from Scotland. Our sole possessions were a modern 
apartment , two rucksacks , a card table and two basket chairs , 
the latter having been lent to us by a local church. Everj'one 
we met was making plans for the 'Labor Day holiday , so we 
therefore decided to abandon our empty abode for the 
weekend and see some of the surrounding areas. 



First, we had a 
long consultation with 
the young Presbyte¬ 
rian minister and on 
his recommendation, 
we decided to investi¬ 
gate the Queen Char¬ 
lotte Islands situated a 
little more than 100 
miles to the west of us 
across Hecate Strait. 

These islahds were on the same 
latitude as parts of Britain, so we 
hoped theywould not be too foreign 
to us. As we took our leave, our 
friend gave us just one piece of 
advice.: 

“If you run into any trouble. I 
have friends in Port Clements by 
the name of McKay. Just mention 
my name, and they'll be glad to help 

you.” 

WE DULY MEMORIZED the 
name never imagining that we 
would ever have to impose upon his 
good friends. A brief visit to the 
travel agents and we were booked 
on a Pacific Western flight to Sand- 
spit which is situated in the north¬ 
eastern comer of Moresby Island. 

A great bonus was in store for us 
— wives could travel half fire if 
they were with their husbands. 

That evening, the working day 
behind us, we boarded the ferry for 
Digby Island Airport, a delightful 
journey in itself. Right on schedule, 
we were airborne for Sandspit. 
Somehow, set in the endless wilder¬ 
ness of bush and water. Prince 
Rupert looked quite dwarfed by na¬ 
ture's majesty. 

With a tail wind behind us, we 
arrived at our destination a few 
minutes ahead of time and we wait¬ 
ed patiently for our rucksacks to 
appear from the belly of the air¬ 
craft. Most of the passengers, sev¬ 
eral of whom were American, were 
visiting the Charlottes for fishing or 
hunting expeditions. This was clear¬ 
ly evident judging by the number of 
bright orange over-jackets, fishing 
rods, huge tackle boxes and last but 
not least, cases of beer. 

OUR MAIN OBJECTIVE was to 
visit Graham Island lo the north. 
Darkness was fast approaching, so 
we decided to make for the outskirts 
of Queen Charlotte City as soon as 
possible. With some remaining fel- 
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low passengers we boarded an old 
bus which took us to Alliford Bay, a 
short distance from the airport. At 
the dock, a small water taxi was 
awaiting our arrival. 

Being the only woman present, I 
was courteously given first choice . 
of a seat and managed to secure one 
under cover. On either side of me 
sat two 200-pound men each with 
large tackle boxes balanced on their 
laps. After some drawn out deliber¬ 
ations (I discovered things are far 
from hurried on the islands), we 
eventually left the pier. 

AS WE MOVED OUT into Skide 
gate Inlet, a wind unexpectedly 
whipped from nowhere forcing the 
little boat to crash and bump 
through the relentless waves. Each, 
time we hit one broadside on, my 
head smashed against the roof, so I 
balanced my worn life jacket be¬ 
tween myself and the metal roof lo 
prevent imminent brain damage. 


a 70 degree angle quivered in the 
breeze. 

I hastily closed the zipper and 
told my husband who laughed un¬ 
convincingly. Had we unknowingly 
put up our tent on some Indian's 
properly and offended ' hem by tres¬ 
passing? 

My husband with some effort 
unstuck the arrow from the ground 
and examined it carefully. It was 
very old and the flight feathers were 
almost non existent. The only con¬ 
clusion we came to therefore was 
that it had been there for years and 
we had not noticed it in the dark of 
the previous evening. 

By 10 o'clock we had breakfasted 
and were ready to leave our base 
camp. 

BEFORE LEAVING, I listened 
in to my small transistor radio — the 
weather forecast was poor. Broken 
cloud was forecast for that day and 
from then on a wet front was to

In between times, I was 
squashed alternately by the weight 
of the huge men on either side of me 
while my feet played shuffleboard 
with heavy tackle boxes that had all 
slide down in my direction. 

It was a relatively short journey, 
but on the return I resolved I wouid 
sit outside and enjoy the cold sea 
spray rather than endure the crush 
a syndrome again. 

As- darkness was our enemy, we 
decided lo pitch our t?nt on the 
outskirts of the city. Finding a 
cleared area was quite a problem, 
but eventually on a hill we found a 
spot overlooking the inlet. 

Setting up camp on muskeg bog 
was no easy task as there was little 
purchase for the tent pegs. How¬ 
ever. the combination of hunger, 
tiredness and no alternative, forced 
us to carry on and eventually by 10 
o'clock, canvas over our heads and 
food in our stomachs, we fell into a 
sound sleep despite the sloping 
ground. 

ALMOST 10 HOURS LATER, we 
unravelled our stiff bodies from our 
sleeping bags. Tenuously. I un 
zipped the entrance to the tent and 
peered outside. I gasped. Right in 
front of me, a long arrow pitched at 


move in for Sunday and Monday. 

We decided to visit the town of 
Masse! at the north end of Graham 
Island while the weather was rea¬ 
sonable. 

Equipped with climbing boots, 
anoraks wound round our midriffs 
and the barest of food rations, we 
set off from Queen Charlotte City to- 
wards Skidegate. 

The village itself was set on a 
picturesque crescent-shaped gravel 
beach which stretched for almost 
half a mile: As we stood there ad¬ 
miring the scene before us, it was 
hard to believe that around 2.000 
Haida Indian people had lived here 
at one time. The cedar canoes and 
huge longhouscs were now a thing of 
the past. 

The only relic remaining to tell 
the tale of their proud history were 
the totem poles, their artistry still 
visible despite nature's merciless 
weathering. We stood in awe at the 
bottom of the Beaver Dole and 
stared skywards at the can ed eagle 
which like the tower of Pisa, leans a 
little more each year. 

WITH OUR BACKS on Skide¬ 
gate, we headed for the road w hich 
led north to Tlell. To our right 
.pounded the ocean and lo our left 


stretched acres of forest — cedars, 
hemlock and spruce. 

W'c had hardly walked half a 
mile, when an old station wagon 
slowed down behind us and a mid¬ 
dle-aged man offered us a ride to the 
cutskirts of Tlell. Gratefully, we 
accepted. 

As we drove north, we chatted 
with him. He was a school teacher 
and shared with us a wealth of 
information about the islands. 

Evidently the Haidas were 
known to be very courageous and 
competent hunters on the sea.They 
were great canoemen and the rich¬ 
est and most influential tribe on the 
west coast. Some canoes were as 
long as 75 feet with a crew of 10 
people. They hunted sea otters and 
caught dog fish in large number to 
make oil. Their staple diet coil 
tained razor clams, crab and aba- 
lone. Barnacles were a delicacy 
roasted in the ashes of campfires. 
During the long winter months they 
ate dried halibut and salmon which 
was always in plentiful supply. 

THE HAIDA LONGIIOUSES 

were a source of wonder to Europe¬ 
ans. The average lodge was 45 feel 
square, the beams hewn from cedar 
and the walls 20 feet high. No archi¬ 
tecture north of Mexico has yet been 
found to compare with the crafts¬ 
manship of the Haida ehieftans. 

Obviously the Haidas had been a 
wonderful people, but still we could 
n it understand why such a prosper¬ 
ous race had been reduced lo so few. 
Our companion was well versed on 
the subject and gave us a synop¬ 
sis. 

i In the 1800s the Charlottes were 
visited by trading ships. 

Battles ensued, hundreds of In¬ 
dians lost their lives to the unknown 
entity — the pistol. 

In 1886 the great and much re¬ 
spected tribe of Ninstints on Anth 
ony Island was almost entirely 
wiped out. The dreaded disease of 
smallpox against which the Sha¬ 
mans were powerless, ran rampant 
and wiped out entire Haida villages. 
TB w as also a problem and the w hite 
* man's whiskey (fire water as it was 
nick named), did little lo alleviate 
their problems. The net result at a 
rough estimate is l|iat in 1810 there 
were 6,700 people and in 11100 a 
pathetic total of 600. 

ALL TOO SOON, w e w ere reach¬ 
ing Tlell — even the name had a 
story behind it. Evidently it is a 
corruption of the old Haida word 
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moaning land of bo tries, place of 
the big surf. 

We thanked our driver and pro¬ 
ceeded to the beach on foot. It was 
three o’clock and the sun shone 
down on us as we padded barefoot 
along the magnificent sandy beach 
which stretched into the misty dis¬ 
tance. The tide was on the ebb 
leaving sporadic frothing ribbons of 
foam in its wake. 

Judging bj tilt-life around us. the 
shore was a cornucopia of scuttling 
Crabs and sea life. Every so often a 
small sea of kelp was thrust in front, 
uf us and left to dry and wither in the 
offshore wind. 

After about a mile, we dried our 
numb feet in the short sharp shore 
grasses and headed back to the 
road. Above us in the trees sat an 
aerie of aloof bal l headed eagles. 

YET AGAIN, we were lucky, and 
a young man heading for the naval 
base in Masset gave us a ride. 

En route, Don our chauffeur, 
insisted on a detour inland to let us 
see the famed golden spruce at 
Juskatla. He parked his car and we 
hiked a short distance through silent 
mature rain forest towards the Ya- 
koun River. Before us stood the 
beautiful golden spruce. Automati¬ 
cally, one was tempted to look be¬ 
hind and see if a light was being 
shone on it to explain this phenom¬ 
ena. It is the only golden Sitka' 
spruce in existence and even seeds 
from it have failed to produce any¬ 
thing but the normal green spruce. 
The mystery remains. 

WE FOLLOWED the road north¬ 
west from Tlell to Port Clements 
which was quite a contrast to the 
rough north road between Port 
Clements and Masset. 

Don, who was sitting beside my 
husband explained the reason. 
Origin jlly the 30-mile road was sur¬ 
veyed as being reasonably straight, 
but when the bulldozer came out to 
try the terrain, whenever the opera¬ 
tor came across a weak spot, he 
turned his vehicle going this way 
and that ’til he found firmer terrain 
even doubling back on his own 
tracks on occasion. Thus a series of 


extraordinary horse shoe bends and 
curves were formed. 

By the time we completed our 
journey to Masset, it was around 7 
p.m. and we were absolutely starv¬ 
ing. We had little luck in finding a 
place to eatand could only see an old 
cafe that was much the worse for 
wear, the clientele of which had 
obviously been partaking of soma 
firewater. 

MENACING BLACK CLOLDS 
were scudding overhead, so we 
slowly headed south hunger pains 
gnawing at our insides. 

We passed some peaceful pas¬ 
tures which strangely enough re¬ 
minded me very much of Holland. 
As we trudged down the road, we 
passed a small wooden house out¬ 
side of which was a magnificent 
collection of stones—great hunks of 
jade and agate. An old toothless 
Indian came to the door and kindly 
gave us each a handful of polished 
stones which we would treasure for 
years to come. 

For nearly an hour we waited 
and walked son h of Masset and not 
a thing on four wheels passed us. 
Heavy raindrops began to fall on our 
uncovered heads. Darkness de¬ 
scended and we found it increasing¬ 
ly difficult to pick out the road. 

As if from nowhere two blinding 
headlights approached at speed and 
shot past us. A few minutes later, 
reverse lights appeared in the dis¬ 
tance and rapidly proceeded to¬ 
wards us. The door of the pickup 
truck flew open and gratefully we 
climbed inside. 

THE WEATHER-BEATEN 

Haidas gave us a quizzical look. 
Torrents of rain poured from the 
skies and the windshield wipers 
raced roisily against the rivers of 
water descending across the wind¬ 
shield. The truck wove a crazy path 
off and on the road, its wheels being 
submerged in deep pot holes every 
few feet. My companion, the driver 
turned to me. 

"Want a drink lady?" He smiled, 
his pearl white teeth gleaming in the 


maged around the floor and pro¬ 
duced the biggest flagon of wine I 
have ever seen. With one hand on 
) the wheel, he downed gulps of this 
liquor and the weaving became 
more erratic than ever. 

My husband realizing the pre¬ 
dicament‘we were in, offered to 
drive. My companion was delighted 
and proceeded to change places and 
drive at the same time. 

Realizing he could not get past 
me, he decided to pull over and my 
husband ran round to take his place. 
Alas, the engine stalled and there 
was no way we could get it started 
again. The battery was completely 
flat. 

Our two native companions were 
not worried in the least. They just 
took another swig of whatever they 
were drinking, pulled up their col¬ 
lars, and told us to do the same. 

Someone,Ihey assured us, would 
find us in the morning. If we were 
hungry; they suggested that we 
could get some berries from the 
bush outside and that some bark 
was indeed quite edible. Somehow 
the thought did not appeal to us and 
we decided to abandon our sleeping 
companions and try to hitch a ride at 
least to Port Clements. 

SOME TIME LATER, a Volks¬ 
wagen passed and the driver of¬ 
fered to take us on further. He was 
on his way back to his logging camp 
and said that we could stay over¬ 
night if we wished. 

All went well until I spoke. Our 
escort had not realized I was a 
woman and there was no way I 
would be allowed into a logging 
camp whatever the circumstances. 

Fortunately the camp turn-off 
was only a mile or so out of Port 
Clements, so we decided to walk into 
the town and call on the McKays. 
Perhaps they could tell us where we 
could stay. 

Soaked to the skin and ankle deep 
in water, we made our way to the 
location of their house. A lady in her 
early 10s opened the door wide and 
without asking our names, asked us 
inside. 


"We're friends of the Presbyte¬ 
rian minister in Prince Rupert,” we 
kept muttering as our teeth chat¬ 
tered. Our hostess kept ignoring this 
remark and insisted we get out of 
our wet things. Whisky was supplied 
generously by her husband and 
wrapped in warm woo) rugs, we 
found ourselves placed before a , 
huge roaring wood fire. > 

A hot stew appeared as if on cue 
and only when we finished it did we 
talk with our benefactors. It turned , 
out that both husband and wife were 
school teaehers in Port Clements 
and were just delighted to have 
visitors from the mainland. They 
were thirsty for news and we 
strangers talked ’til after two in the 
morning. That night we slept on 
sheep-skin nigs before the dying 
fire. 

EARLY NEXT MORNING we 
joined our hosts for a hearty break¬ 
fast of poached salmon. As they had 
some friends to visit in Queen Char- * 
lotte City that morning, they offered 
to drive us back to our campsite and 
I thanked Mr. McKay for his kind¬ 
ness. 

He lookedTather puzzled and told 
us their name was Simpson and not 
McKay. We were visibly embar- \ 
rassed and explained that we had 
followed our ministers’ detailed in¬ 
structions and were sure this was 
the right house. 

After much laughter, we dis¬ 
covered the McKays did indeed live 
in the same house, but next door as 
part of a duplex. These people, the 
Simpsons, had taken us into their 
home not knowing us from Adam — 
good Samaritans in the truest sense 
of the word. We were speechless. 

Later, around mid day when I 
stood beside our bedraggled tent 
and looked out across Skidegate 
Inlet, I was mesmerized by the sight 
before me. The.rain had ceased as 
abruptly as it had begun. The wa¬ 
tery sun forced its shafts of light 
through the clouds and were slowly 
absorbed in the rising mists from 
the land below. The Charlottes like 
the golden spruce, had a mystery 
all of their own.

TOMMY HUNT 

The Flexatone King 


For almost 60 years 
Tommy Hunt has been known 
as one of Victoria’s best known 
band leaders. Now and then he 
still does stints with the Sidney 
Senior Citizens. Also he owns 
the only flexatone in Canada: 
one of two in North America. 


His long musical career began when he bought 
his first set of drums in 1920. 

Before they arrived he was asked to play for a 
datlce to be held on the top floor of the old Campbell 
Building at the corner of Fort and Douglas Streets, 
where the Royal Bank is today. 

There was a slight hitch though. He didn't 
know how to play them, and his teacher, Art Ball, 
drummer with the Capital Theatre Orchestra, was 
too busy when the drums did arrive to instruct him 
for another two weeks. 

That didn't daunt Tom, though. He practiced 
with a phonograph. When the dance was over he 
was anxious to know how he had performed. Ball 
told him: "The only thing wrong was the way you 
held the sticks." 

TOMMY CAN RATTLE off the names of 
former Victoria musicians and orchestra leaders 
like a litany: Reg Wood, Bunk McEwan, Eric 
Paver, Ernie Salisbury, Tommy Gibbs, Roy Dan¬ 
iels, Fred Pett, Bert White, Pop Brasch and Cliff 
Phoenix. He has played with most of them and had 
his own orchestra too. 

As a result he has provided music in almost 
every dance hall, theatre and hotel in Victoria, 
from the Empress to the Bucket of Blood that stood 
next door to the old Pantages Theatre, now the 
McPherson. Also there were weekly trips to Shaw- 
nigan Lake Hotel, up and down the B.C. Coast, as 
well as appearances on radio and television. 

ORCHESTRA WORK, like anything else; isn't 
all glamor though. Take practicing in the old York 
Theatre during Its vaudeville days. It was so cold 
in winter Tommy had to wear his heavy overcoat 
and mitts. Not the most comfortable outfit to work 
in. Finally he caught ’flu and had to bow out for a 
while. 

Naturally other musical instruments besides 
drums interested him. 

One day in 1922 Tom went into a music store on 
-Pandora Street (known as George's) and bought a 
flexatone. A flexatone, manufactured In France 
before the First World War, is a flexible eight-inch 
blade attached to a foot-long wooden handle. 

Held in one hand, a melodious bell-like tone 
issues from it when the steel is bent this way and 
that by a thumb control. At the same time two 
small wooden mallets hammer away on each 
side. 

Although it is usually used to accompany 
drums, its two-and-a-half octave range allows him 
to play solos, too. 
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DURING THE W AR he couldn't join any of the 
services, so he entertained the men and women in 
the forces. At the time he had programs on various 
radio stations. On one. where he played regularly 
every Saturday night from the Y hut in Esquimalt. 
he was known as the "Flexatone King." 

"It sounds best over a microphone," says 
Tommy.

TOMMY'S MUSICAL TALENTS turned to 
song writing in 1939. He came up with Howdy, 
Howdy, Howdy. It was an instant hit. He used it as 
his band's theme song before and during the war. 
And he sang It, too, when he was a member of Bert 
While's Show Boat. 


This was the Show Boat that cruised the west 
coast bringing longed-for entertainment to loggers 
and miners in 1939, just before the War. It is not the 
Show Boat that u as In Victoria Harbor in the 1930s. 
In 1952 he wrote another song called Give. It was 
used for a children's fund-raising campaign. 

Because of his song writing it isn't surprising 
to learn that Tommy was a member of the Victoria 
branch of the Canadian Authors' Association for 
two years. That experience led him to writing 
articles — two appeared in the Colonist Islander. 
One was on his adventures while on lour with Show 
Boat and the other on the history of drums. 

Now he was written a novel that he is hoping to 
have published. "It is a love story all the way 
through," he says. As a spin-off he learned to type. 
Paying to have his work typed was expensive. Now 
he does his own. 

SINCE 1920 TOMMY HUNT'S life hasn’t been 
one continuous, unbroken stretch of drum beating. 
There were times when he had to call on his 
ingenuity to find some other occupation to provide 
food and shelter for his wife and daughter. 

English-born Tom. who left London bound for 
Lethbridge, Alberta, in 1910 along with his parents 
and brother George (orchestra leader at the Crys¬ 
tal Garden for years), showed the same initiative 
his father did. When Mr. Hunt, senior, couldn't find 
work In U-thbridge, he gathered together what 
money he had and headed for Victoria. By the tiiqc 
he got here he hadn't eaten for 24 hours, but that 
didn't slop him. He found a job with a creamery, 
then sqpl for his family. 

The Hunts then lived in the 1100 block on 
Johnson Street. 

Son Tommy didn't leave Victoria when the 
going was tough, but he did work in a shingle mill 
from 1927 to 1929 and again in the early 1950s as a 
shippping clerk. 

BESIDES MUSIC he loves gardens. With 
typical ingenuity he turned his enjoyment to a 
practical purpose another time when the music 
world was slow. For seven years he was gardener 
for the late B.C. Premier Dufferin Pattullo. Since 
then he has put his special touch on Oak Bay and 
Uplands gardens. 

He particularly enjoys laying out lawns, and is 
exacting when it comes to trimming the edges. No 
90 degree angle cuts for him. He wants the cut on 
the slant. That makes gardens more picturesque 
One of the rewards for this effort is the number of 
people who take pictures of those lawns. 

His precision trimming led his ever-creative 
mind to try inventing. He came up with a tool that 
would cut — on an angle of course — and trim grass 
at the same time. That, however, didn't reach the 
patent office. Now he is thinking about something 
else along the same line, but he didn't elaborate. 

Regardless of the writing, gardening, invent¬ 
ing or millwork he has done, music remains his 
first love. Of all the music he has provided at house 
parties, weddings, state balls or on radio and 
television his favorite has alway been "nice 
dances.”
